“While You're Waiting” 


It may not look exactly like a mu- 
seum when a patient enters the Chi- 
cago office of Dr. Charles W. Olsen 
but one thing is certain, his office 
does not have the accepted appear- 
ance of the traditionally well-known 
doctor’s quarters. 

If one had to pinpoint a snecific 
hobby in which Doctor Olsen might 
be interested, it would be very dif- 
ficult. Rather than being interested 
in a hobby it must be said that Dr. 
Olsen is interested in many hobbies. 

A practicing physician since 1919, 
Dr. Olsen collects letters and relics 
of famous persons. The varied sub- 
jects of his interests in his collec- 
tion are Abraham Lincoln; John 
Brown, the abolitionist; the Mormon 
Church; American Presidents; Clar- 
ence Darrow, the well-known attor- 
ney of an era ago; and even Harry 
S. Truman; and his current interest

A patient in Dr. Olsen’s office may 
spend his waiting time looking at any 
of the following items: 

A rare Benjamin Franklin plaque 
molded in 1799; a 1600 Dominichini 
oil painted in 1600; a grandfather’s 
clock owned by Clarence Darrow in 
his Chicago home; a rare lithograph 
of Abraham Lincoln framed in wood 
said to have been split by Lincoln; a 
shelf full of ancient Egyptian beads; 
relics of the Chicago fire; Aztec pot- 
tery; a stained glass window made 
by one of the Doctor’s patients; a 
framed copy of the Declaration of 
Independence; a huge vase from the 
Chicago home of Illinois Governor 
John P. Altgeld; or a contemporary 
casting of a bust of Abraham Lin- 
coln executed by the Italian Sculp- 
tor Bianchini; a cane owned by John 


Wilkes Booth, along with a stick pin 
owned by Booth symbolically show- 
ing a hand holding a dagger. 

The Doctor’s office, which doubles 
as a junior size museum, as well as 
a patient’s waiting room, has one 
small room devoted to a _ score of 
pieces of furniture that at one time 
either belonged to or were used by 
Abraham Lincoln. Here on display 
is an old clock that Lincoln had in 
his law office which, incidentally, still 
is in working order; one of Lincoln’s 
chairs and a table used by Lincoln 
in New Salem while he was a sur- 
vevor in that Illinois pioneer town. 

The furniture and articles were 
used by Lincoln when he lived with 
the Henry Onstott family in New 
Salem, Illinois. Remaining in the pos- 
session of the Onstott family, the 
Lincoln relics were exhibited at the 
Chicago World’s Fair in 1933 under 
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the supervision of Onstott’s grand- 
daughter, Susannah. On the death of 
Miss Onstott, who was the last of 
her family, the relics were purchased 
by Dr. Olsen. 

One of the Doctor’s prized posses- 
sions is a pair of letters that pro- 
voked laughter across the nation a 
few years ago. One of the letters, 
a well-known Truman “Letter” was 
one written by.the President in which 
Truman averred that he “wouldn’t ap- 
point John L- Lewis a Dog-Catcher”. 
Readers might remember the letter 
as being written to a State Senator 
of Colorado on the recommendation 
that Truman appoint John L. Lewis 
as Ambassador to Russia. 

The well-known letter, prominent- 
ly played up in the press of the na- 
tion at the time, was a cue for the 
Mine Workers’ President to ‘wield 
his pen in answer to Truman’s state- 
ment. Lewis’ letter, also owned by 
Dr. Olsen, and not as well-known as 
the original Truman “Letter”, makes 
a very interesting companion piece 
with the Truman Letter. The Lewis 
letter reads as follows. 


Dear Senator Bishop: 


“Conceivably, it is true that the 
President’s choice of words was 
again unfortunate. One could, how- 
ever, persuade one’s self that he 
was thinking only in terms of prob- 
lems of state and had no intent 
to belittle or sneer gratuitously 
at a private citizen. Assuredly, the 
President of the United States 
would not permit his personal feel- 
ings to sway his judgment on ap- 
pointments to public office. 

“Presidential appointment to the 
office of Dogcatcher would postu- 
late creation of a new federal bur- 
eau with its accompanying person- 
nel of thousands of employees 
and, in consequence, an increase to 
the tax burden. ~~ 

“Naturally, the first duty of the 
Bureau of the Dog, if staffed by 
the undersigned, ‘would be to col- 
lect and impound the sad dogs, the 
intellectual poodle dogs and the 
pusilianimous pups which now in- 
fest our State Department. This 
would be gravely disturbing and 
would cause profound unrest 
throughout our national canine 
fraternity. 

“The President could ill afford 
to have more brains in the Dog 
department than in the Department 
of State and, from this standpoint, 
his remarks to you are eminently 
justified. 


Sincerely yours, 
John ke Lewis.” 


Jokingly making reference to a 
farm once owned by John Brown 
when the abolitionist lived in the 
State of Pennsylvania, Dr. Olsen 
said: “I guess it might even be said 
that I have a “hobby of collecting 
farms.” The Doctor, who purchased 
the 180 acre farm near New Rich- 
mond, explains his interest in John 
Brown thus: “I presume I became 
interested in John Brown because I 
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was born near that part of Pennsyl- 
vania where he lived. John Brown 
operated a tannery on the farm prop- 
erty which I own today,” he said. 

The historical site where the fa- 
mous abolitionist lived from 1826 to 
1836 was acquired by Dr. Olsen about 
ten.years ago. John Brown,who cham- 
pioned the cause of freedom for slaves 
and who tried to do something about 
it in his own manner, eventually left 
that part of Pennsylvania and moved 
West. 

Prior to the time of the acquisition 
of the John Brown farm by Dr. Ol- 
sen, it had turned into am eyesore 
overgrown with weeds and brush. 

Other valued John Brown posses- 
sions are the Brown family Bible the 
Doctor obtained from a descendent 
of John Brown and a pistol used by 
John Brown when he captured Har- 
pers Ferry. 

All of Dr. Olsen’s diversified in- 
terests sprang from ian autograph al- 
bum purchased from a book dealer 
in early 1930 in the section of Chica- 
go where Dr. Olsen has his office. 
From this sole Lincoln autograph to- 
day has grown a collection of a half- 
hundred original Lincoln manuscripts 
and countless number of Lincoln 
books. From the Lincoln field he has 
gradually broadened into the other 
interested fields. 

“Looking back, it was a fateful 
day when I walked into that book 
shop that day. Look what it has 
grown into-” But with a auick twin- 
kle in his eye, he added: “If I had it 
to do over, I believe that I would 
walk back in and start the collection 
over again.”

I Remember Frieda Hempel 


This month it is my privilege to 
present an article by George T. Keat- 
ing,

be superfluous, as George Keating is 
known the world over as a most dis- 
criminating and fastidious collector 
of the rarest in historical classical 
records; and possessor of one of the 
richest collections of discs, as well 
as priceless manuscripts and first edi- 
tions of musical works.

I remember Frieda Hempel for 
her joie-de-vivre—one might say her 
“lust for life.” Hers was a distinc- 
tive personality, that of the true ex- 
trovert in everything but her art. The 
artist and the woman were two sep- 
arate beings; the former deeply con- 
cerned with the truth or rightness 
of her art whether in the opera house 
or concert hall, while the latter was 
more possessed with carefree activ- 
ities Her sincerity, either as a person 
or an artist, could not be questioned. 
“My Marschallin,” as I like to call 
her, had little of the gentle resigna- 
tion about life that she brought to 
her portrayal of tHe part in Der Ro- 
senkavalier. It was Richard Strauss 
who instructed her that the Marschal- 
lin should not suggest self-pity or 
distress for, as a Princess, she would 
know that there would be other love 
affairs in her life, hence her resigna- 
tion would be governed by her sophis- 
tication. Frieda was chosen by Strauss 
to create the role of the Princess in 
Berlin, and she was well acquainted 
with Strauss’ and his librettist’s an- 
alysis of the character that they had 
created. Hence, she followed it to the 
letter. Besides singing in the Berlin 
premiére, she sang also in the New 
York and London premiéres. 

Few born of women are free from 
intolerance. Frieda’s intolerance was 
usually in the right direction. She 
was impatient with, and had a cold 
contempt for mediocrity in her cho- 
sen art, She saw through the Holly- 
wood facade and the Madison Avenue 
idea of labelled greatness — those 
“wonderful” and “marvelous” artists, 
whose promotion to stardom derives 
from some smart press agent’s abil- 
ity to “glamorize” and thus to de-

lude a gullible public. While Frieda 
admitted that many of the present- 
day singers possessed fine voices, she 
deplored their unwillingness to de- 
velop them and also their style. “In 
all the world, George,” she would say, 
“there are only a handful that have 
the spark of greatness that.a true-born 
artist possesses.” She deplored the re- 
fusal of the many to pursue the 
long years in basic training in the 
manner to which Lilli Lehmann and 
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she had submitted. “They cannot wait 
—they must get before the public at 
once, sing at the Metropolitan before 
they are really ready. They want to 
appear on television and radio, or 
make recordings. They seem all too 
unaware of their shortcomings.” 

I would like to speak of Frieda’s 
great heart. She loved animals more 
deeply than anyone I have ever met. 
The windows of her apartment, over- 
looking Central Park, were arranged 
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FRIEDA HEMPEL as the Marschallin in “Der Rosenkavalier” 
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with boxes of food for the birds. She 
went out every day in all kinds of 
weather into the park to feed the ani- 
mals as well as the birds. She adopted 
stray dogs and kept them with her 
until they died. She was friendly with 
the mounted policemen in the park. 
She knew them well, and many a time 
when I accompanied her I have heard 
her joke with them. Although she 
never had a child of her own, she 
loved children dearly. I remember the 
trouble she took for friends of mine. 
The wife had lost a baby girl at birth 
and her husband and the doctor were 
worried at her depression. Frieda, 
leaving for Germany, suggested that 
she arrange an adoption of a little 
orphan. The couple acquiesced. Once 
in Germany, Frieda obtained a lovely 
baby girl, took care of all the legal 
and diplomatic details and flew with 
the infant from Germany to New 
York. Due to fog, the plane was de- 
layed 24 hours at Paris and Frieda 
had to perform, unaided, all the es- 
sential duties. My friends said that 
when she arrived at the New York 
airport, she emerged from the plane 
with the baby in her arms as fresh 
and as lovely as though she had 
stepped out of a beauty parlor, and 
thought nothing of it. A happy, con- 
tented infant nestled in her arms. 
Frieda was, I believe, essentially 
“a man’s woman.” She appealed to 
most men since she symbolized the 
ideal of the greater number. She had 
many close and warm friends among 
women nevertheless. Elisabeth Schu- 
mann, Marcella Sembrich and Luisa 
Tetrazzini were closely allied to her 
through the years—others, too, whose 
names forsake me. She was deeply 
attached to Rosa, her faithful maid 
of long years. Her last companion, 
Elizabeth Johnson, the one who was 
with her at the end in Berlin, who 
knew her in every mood and under 
the worse conditions, idolized her. 
Frieda was ever kindly to her fellow 
artists. She had the highest opinion 
of such contemporaries of hers as 
Geraldine Farrar (she _ considered 
Farrar’s Manon a unique artistic 
achievement—never to be equalled). 
Others of whom she spoke with ad- 
miration for their artistry were Mar- 
garete Matzenauer, Rosa Ponselle. 
Lotte Lehmann, Tiana Lemnitz, Mar- 
garethe Siems (the first Marschal- 
lin), Hermine Bosetti, Luisa Tetraz- 
zini and many others. She spoke of 
Galli Curci as “a fine musician and 
a fine lady,” ‘which was the highest 
compliment that she could pay a fel- 
low artist. Of Emmy Destinn: “She 
was the greatest singing actress that 
I ever heard.” And of Kirsten Flag- 
stad: “That was an unbelievable 
voice. I cannot conceive of anyone at 
any time having had a greater voice.” 
I once asked Frieda to compare Frem- 
stad with Flagstad. “But George,“ she 
exclaimed, “I cannot compare them 
because never, at any time, did I hear 
Fremstad sing.’”’ When I reminded her 
that she sang in the same opera with 
the noted Swedish star, she hesitated 
a minute and then said: “Oh, a trick 
question! You are perfectly right, of 
course, The Tales of Hoffmann; but 


remember that I sang Olympia in the 
first act, while Fremstad sang Giuliet- 
ta in the second. After my act was 
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FRIEDA HEMPEL as Violetta in “La Traviata” 





over, I put on my coat and went 
home.” Fremstad left opera a year 
later—1914, and Frieda with her oth- 
er engagements evidently never had 
the opportunity to hear Fremstad. 
Of Caruso, she had the same opin- 
ion as she had of Flagstad. However, 
with Causo it was not only his great 
voice that she admired for, like so 
many others, she loved him for his 
great heart. Her autobiography is full 
of reminiscences of Caruso. Of Mar- 
garete Ober, a fellow German artist 
who behaved badly at the Metropol- 
itan when the First World War broke 
out, Frieda said that she deserved to 
be discharged. When Frieda became 
an American citizen, she was more 
American than most native born. Yet, 
her roots were definitely in Germany 
and, at the end, she told me that she 
was going home,” perhaps with the 
thought of being buried near her 
family, 
Frieda had the usual German nai- 


veté in politics, and the artist’s im- 
practical views in monetary matters— 
faults all too common among us. How- 
ever, in matters of generosity of 
heart, she stands supreme in my mem- 
ory—as an artist and musician unique 
in her time. I have covered most of 
the subject matter in this short trea~- 
tise in an article I wrote for The Rec- 
ord Collector of England (August 1955 
issue), In it, I also spoke of some 
of her wonderful recordings, though 
‘a longer article on her recordings by 
my friend, Peter Hugh Reed, ap- 
peared in the same issue. 

Although Mozart was Frieda’s fa- 
vorite among operatic composers, she 
rated Verdi very close. I once said 
something about not liking Verdi’s 
Il Trovatore, stating that its libretto 
bored me. “But George,” she ex- 
claimed, “listen to the music. It’s a 
great score—oh, so grateful to the 
singers.” I think now that she was 
right. Her memory was a long one. 
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Once she was staying with me at my 
California. home in Rancho Santa Fe. 
I had been playing some older record- 
ings for her and, without an intro- 
duction, I played Elisa Stiinzer’s re- 
cording of the great soprano aria 
from Ewuryanthe and asked her if she 
remembered what it was. Before the 
words were out of my mouth she was 
singing along with Stiinzer, yet she 
had probably not heard or thought 
of that aria since she sang it 30 years 
before at the Metropolitan. Frieda 
ranked Schubert first among the great 
Lieder composers, then Wolf, Schu- 
mann and Brahms about on a par. 
She loved the songs of Richard 
Strauss, and also favored those of 
Mendelssohn, Rubinstein, Cornelius 
and some lesser known composers. She 
stopped her career too soon—her re- 
citals were as fine as those of ‘any 
other singer of her time. She could 
have left us a still richer heritage 
of her art in recordings. 

To eulogize Frieda is surely the pre- 
rogative of a friend of long standing. 
How else could an old friend whose 
heart is full with the memory of her 
many kindnesses? My wife and I 
knew her well. She honored us by 
dedicating to us her autobiograhy, 
Mein Leben dem Gesang, which was 
published in Berlin in November 1955, 
one month after she passed on. I 
hope that it will be published in an 
English edition in this country be- 
fore long. 

That the younger critics, who take 
the trouble to make comparisons be- 
tween older recordings and the newer 
ones, are aware of Frieda’s memor- 
able artistry was borne out recent- 
ly in publications in this country and 
in England. Writing in the Saturday 
Review, Philip L. Miller of the Music 
Department of the New York Public 
Library, in his review of 50 years 
of Mozart on records, had this to say 
of Frieda’s 1910 recording of the 
Queen of the Night’s aria, “Der Holle 
Rache,” from The Magic Flute: 
“Hempel was one of the great sing- 
ers of the present generation and her 
Queen of the Night was a feature of 
the Metropolitan performances dur- 
ing the ’teens. I defy anyone to show 
me another performance to match the 
combined vocalism, characterization 
and drama of this one.” And, speak- 
ing of Frieda’s 1914 recording of 
“Deh vieni, non tardar”’ from Le 
Nozze di Figaro, he said “The contro- 
versy will probably never come to an 
end as to which of Hempel’s various 
recordings of this aria is really the 
best. To my taste this one, final caden- 
za and all, is the long established fa- 
vorite. ‘Deh vieni’ has always seemed 
to me to settle the appoggtatura ques- 
tion, for its smooth flowing lines cer- 
tainly lose the touch of grace when 
a as in the printed score. 

empe] sings it as I feel it should 
be sung; in any case she has spoiled 
me for anything else.” 


In the January 1955 issue of The 
Gramophone, another fine vocal crit- 
ic, Desmond Shawe-Taylor, speaking 
of great singers of the past, says: 
“Individual singing of such a level as 
that—the level of Frieda Hempel or 
the youthful Elisabeth Schumann—is 
nowhere now to be found.’ ’And, in 
writing of later-day recordings of 


The Magic Flute, he says, speaking 
of the second recording of Erna Ber- 
ger’s Queen of the Night: “She (Ber- 
ger) gives a brilliant, starry perform- 
ance, perhaps the best since that of 
Hempel (who scores by the greater 
weight of her voice in the denuncia- 
tory passages).” 

Along the highway of life, we must 
have our minstrels to sing and play 
for us, to lift us above the intrigues 
and “slings of outrageous fortune.” 
Frieda was one of the rarer minstrels, 
and I am certain that we will hear 
her glorious voice once again when the 
record of life comes to the last groove.

MORE ABOUT COLUMBIA 
35,000 SERIES 

This letter came from the ever- 

helpful, ever-alert, Bill Moran: 
Dear Aida, 
I have just come home with a 1904 

Catalogue of Columbia 

Records’’ which I had hoped would 
add to the Columbia 35000 listings 
by Austin Morris in the July, 1956 
issue of HOBBIES. It proves to add 
only one number to the list, and here 
it is for what it is worth: 

35181 Russian National Hymn 
(Lwow) ‘Played by the Orchestra of 
the Imperial Russian Court, under 
the personal direction of Maestro Hu- 
go Warlich.” 

While we are digging in this lit- 
tle known series, why not a few de- 
tails on some of the ‘“‘Numbers of 
no interest (bands or dialogue)” 
which Austin gave at the end of his 
vocal listing? Perhaps these details 
will be of interest to someone: 

35131 is Swan Song (Gopp) “Duet 
for flute and cello with piano accom- 
paniment by A. N. Semenoff, Flute 
and Piccolo Soloist to the Czar and 
G. Morozoff, renowned Violin-cellist. 
Fine cello and perfect flute tones. 
A record of great musical merit.” 

35173 Intentions, A Romance 
“Played by the Private Band of the 
Czar, Nicholas II. Conducted by Maes- 
tro Hugo Warlich, St. Petersburg... 

35134 Falling Stars (Tier) “A Flute 
Solo requiring brilliant execution, 
played in masterly style by one of the 
world’s great soloists, A. N. Seme- 
noff, Piccolo and Flute Soloist to the 
Cezar.” 

In addition, the following vocal rec- 
ords appear in this catalog (all al- 
ready in the published list): 35077, 
35041 (Composer is given as Wag- 
ner!), 35121, 35096, 35058, 35009, 
35080, 35123. 35104 and 35185 (records 
listed in that order). In the para- 
graph which introduces the listings, 
is the following statement: 

“The Columbia Phonograph Comp- 
any, pioneer and leader in the talk- 
ing machine business, has had ex- 
perts in Russia many months, ob- 
taining records of the great artists 
—all of the Czar’s favorites. To do 
this satisfactorily has required an 
enormous outlay of time and money, 
and the use of rare diplomacy, but 
the results have proven in every 
way successful, over two hundred 
selections, representing a list of 
records which baffles competition, 
have already been made, and these 
will be constantly added to. These 
records are primarily made for sale 
in Russia, where a great sales de- 
pot has been established for their 
distribution, and where an extraor- 
dinary interest is displayed in the 
talking machine business, In order 
to give our American patrons a 
chance to listen to, and own some 
of these gems, we have decided to 
list a few numbers. The labels are 
printed in Russian; we give the 
translated title.’’ 

Perhaps this explains why the rec- 
ords themselves as well as the list- 
ings are so hard to find. It doesn’t 
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explain the near 500 mark in the 

known numbers. Perhaps the higher 

numbers were made after 1904. 
Sorry I can offer so little....

On the contrary, Bill, this contribu- 
tion of yours is doubly important; of 
interest and informative at the same 
time, Just think, if every collector 
who has any old literature on the Co- 
lumbia 35,000 would bother to do wnat 
you did; why, we would have the en- 
tire Series in no time. 

For my part, I’m pleased to say 
that I’ve also been able to uncover a 
number—only one, but which I be- 
lieve is of no mean significance. Does 
anyone reading this know that Vial- 
tzeva appeared on 35,000? I most cer- 
tainly didn’t, and practically gasped 
when my very good and kind friend 
Jimmy Guglielmi gave me her 35431, 
on which she sings the rarely record- 
ed “Troika” (not to be confused with 
the more common “Gaida Troika’). 


’ I did suspect that she made lateral 


cut discs for companies other than 
Zonophone and G &T , with which she 
is known to have been associated, but 
to find her on a domestic Columbia 
black and silver label was beyond my 
expectations. 

When did this record, or Vialtze- 
va’s name, appear in a ‘Columbia cata- 
log? I have never seen it, nor ever 
heard her mentioned in connection 
with Columbia at all. All serious col- 
lectors interested in this subject (and 
who isn’t?) would be grateful to any- 
one knowing anything about Vialtze- 
va’s Columbia recordings for any en- 
lightment on this obscure point. So 
please folks, if you know something 
about Vialtzeva’s 35,000 ‘'Columbias, 
let us hear from you. 

Incidentally, Vialtzeva on Colum- 
bia is immeasurably better than on 
her other lateral cut records. And 
so is Michailowa. There is a natural- 
ness, forwardness and fullness of 
tone in their discs bearing the black 
and silver label, that both surprises 
and delights the ear. I, personally, 
could never see from her EKs the 
reason for Vialtzeva’s superlative 
fame in Tzarist Russia. But after 
hearing this single Columbia of hers 
I understood without difficulty why 
she was considered tops among all 
other native popular singers of her 
time. 

Alas, due to a lamination crack, a 
good hunk fell off my precious copy 
of this unique rarity —a sad harm 
which I repaired to the best of my 
ability. I doubt that another good 
copy of 35431 will ever come my way 
to replace this damaged one. Mean- 
while, I’m happy to have at least this 
specimen of the real Vialtzeva, even 
though the disc ticks, and skips a 
word or two here and there in the 
injured places.

RECORDING ARTISTS 


George Alexander 
(CLIFFORD ALEXANDER WILEY) 


By JIM WALSH 


One of the most rewarding mom- 
ents of Favorite Pioneer Recording 
Artists’ long history occurred in the 
mid-afternoon of Saturday, February 
5, 1955, when I opened post office 
box 476 in Vinton, Virginia, and re- 
moved an envelope with the name 
of the City of New York Department 
of Health in the upper left hand cor- 
ner. 

I opened the envelope with a grim- 
ace of anticipatory disappointment, 
but my mood quickly changed. In- 
stead of the form letter apology I 
had expected, I found myself clutch- 
ing something I had almost given up 
hope of obtaining — a photostatic 
copy of the death certificate of Clif- 
ford Alexander Wiley. I can’t dance, 
but I felt like executing a few im- 
promptu steps as I realized a search 
of more than twenty years had come 
to a successful end and I should be 
able to write a HOBBIES article 
about a singer once highly popular, 
but now one of the most bafflingly 
obseure of all early-day record mak- 
ers. 

Most likely there are few readers 
of this department to whom the name 
of Clifford A. Wiléy has a significant 
meaning, but when I explain he was 
the baritone who made so many fine 
records under the assumed name of 
George Alexander you will understand 
why I felt elated. Despite his former 
prominence, there are few bygone 
phonograph stars about whom less is 
known today. I believe my research 
concerning George Alexander and his 
career has involved more prolonged 
effort and Sherlock Holmes technique 
than has been required to track down 
information concerning any other art- 
ist. 

Up to now I have never mentioned 
Alexander to any other performer 
who made records during the same 
period in which he “flourished” and 
brought forth any sign of recognition. 
“Never heard of him; what did he 
do?” has been the stock reply. I once 
asked Billy Murray if he remembered 
George Alexander, but “The Denver 
Nightingale,” who was not a student 
of record catalogs wrinkled his brow 
in perplexity as he said he couldn’t 
recollect having ever’ before heard 
that name. 


Billy also said he had 


never heard of the accordion playing 
jigs and reels specialist, John Kim- 
mel, concerning whom I have carried 
on an investigation almost as long 
and extensive as that dealing with 
Alexander. 

Yet, although the singer himself is 
so dimly recalled, there is no doubt 
concerning his popularity as a record- 
ing artist in the first decade of the 
present century. From 1902 to 1907 
no Columbia monthly supplement was 
thought complete without at least one 
Alexander recording of a ballad, a 
hymn or a patriotic number. His 
fame extended overseas. In the 
Talking Machine News for February 
15, 1906, a writer said, in commenting 
on the influence of the phonograph 
upon British musical tastes: 

“If George Alexander or Henry 
Burr or J. W. Myers were to adver- 
tise a concert in the Albert Hall 
next month, nine-tenths of their au- 
dience would be talking machine 
users.” 

A once highly esteemed artist but 
for more than a generation a mystery 
man — that was George Alexander. 
No wonder my heart pounded joyfully 
at the knowledge that, after almost 
a quarter of a century of off-and-on 
research, I was at last prepared to 
write this article, which I now take 
a properly modest pride in submit- 
ting. 

II Preliminary Investigation Failures 

I have pored over record catalogs 
since I was six or seven years old, 
and even as a tot I was mystified by 
the abruptness with which George 
Alexander’s name had dropped out of 
the Columbia monthly supplements, 
even though many of his discs held 
their place among the company’s best 
standard sellers. When I later ob- 
tained old Columbia catalogs I was 
intrigued to find each artist assigned 
a code letter, to save the space that 
would be needed for printing a per- 
former’s name in full after each re- 
cord. An A after the title indicated 
a record by George Alexander; a B, 
one by Henry Burr, and a Z, a so- 
prano unknown to me, Hedwig Zim- 
mer. The lady obviously was given 
a Z because no other singer whose 
name began with “zed,” as our Eng-

lish friends call it, was making re- 
cords. 
A. few instrumental soloists also 


were single-letter men. These in- 
cluded the xylophonist, Charles P. 
Lowe; Thomas Mills, who played 


orchestra bells and xylophone, and 
Edward F. Rubsam, also a bells and 
xylophone virtuoso. But other per- 
formers, no matter how popular were 
given longer designations. As an 
example, take the letter M. Lucy 
Isabella March was shortened to 
“Mar”; Corinne ‘Morgan, “Mor”; 
Emil Muench, “Mue”; Billy Murray, 
“Mu,” and J. W. Myers, “My.” You 
probably are thinking “What a silly 
system!” and I concur. The catalog 
from which I am quoting is the 1909 
issue, containing the first listing of 
Columbia double-faced records. In 
the preceding years there was an 
even sillier method. Most of the 
artists weren’t identified by name, 
but were dismissed as “tenor,” “bari- 
tone,” “soprano” and the like. Hence, 
figuring out who made any given disc 
in Columbia single-faced record cata- 
logs is often a matter of heartrend- 
ing difficulty — sometimes an impos- 
sibility! 

For a while I toyed with the belief 
that the George Alexander who had 
made records was the same man as 
a noted English theatrical producer, 
Sir George Alexander. The idea sug- 
gested a certain versatility, since 
theatrical producers, I assumed, or- 
dinarily didn’t sing a large repertoire 
of gospel hymns. Nevertheless, the 
conception pleased me, and seemed 
plausible enough to delude me into 
thinking I could hear an English ac- 
cent in the Alexander records. 

My first sustained effort to find 
out something about George Alexan- 
der occurred when I struck up a 
friendship by correspondence with the 
late Frank Dorian, then assistant to 
the president of the Columbia Phono- 
graph Company. Mr. Dorian, who 
had been ‘with Columbia during most 
of his 40-year business span, answer- 
ed my innumerable questions with a

gracious patience I have never ceased 
to marvel at and gilowingly recall. He 
once wrote he suspected I wag “the 
destined historian of the phonograph” 
and he therefore was glad to help 
me all he could. 

I mentioned to Mr. Dorian I was 
puzzled why no new records by 
George Alexander appeared from 
about the time double-faced discs 
were introduced. I also asked for 
any information he could give me 
concerning the baritone. Although 
I have tried to keep all Frank Dor- 
ian’s letters, valuing them as a store- 
house of first-hand information about 
the antique phonograph days (they 
would make fascinating reading for 
recorded music enthusiasts), I seem 
to have mislaid the one in which he 
answered my Alexander questions. 
However, I recall his saying that 
Alexander was “a young concert sin- 
ger” when he began making Colum- 
bia records, his real name was Cliff- 
ord Wiley and he was a native of 
Baltimore. 

Mr. Dorian said the reason why 
new Alexander recordings ceased to 
be issued was simple. The singer, 
he said, had a painful lingering ill- 
ness and died about the time double- 
faced records were introduced. In 
making that statement, Mr. Dorian’s 
usually reliable memory led him 
somewhat astray. The death certifi- 
cate photostat which I clutched that 
memorable February afternoon re- 
vealed Clifford Alexander Wiley did- 
n’t die until several years after 
Columbia’s first double-disc record 
catalog appeared. 

Frank Dorian’s statement was the 
only George Alexander information 
I was able to obtain for a long time. 
I had never even seen a photograph 
of Alexander. Then another veteran 
Columbia executive, Walter A. For- 
bush, gave me a large poster of 
“Some Columbia Talent,” which had 
been sent to record dealers in 1907. 
Among the artists depicted was 
George Alexander, who didn’t look 
much like the young ginger described 
by Mr. Dorian. The photo had no 
resemblance to my mental conception 
of a clean-shaven, hatchet-faced man 
wearing a black felt hat. The man 
on the poster seemed to be rather 
stout, with what used to be called 
“walrus” mustache, and gray hair. 

That remains the only picture I 
have ever seen of George Alexander, 
aside from reproductions of the same 
photo in old record supplements and 
the company’s “house organ,’ The 
Columbia Record. Perhaps because 
he was well known in the recital and 
concert field as Clifford Wiley,’ the 
singer wasn’t proud of his phonograph 
affiliations (many recording artists 
weren’t in those days) and didn’t 
encourage any extensive use of his 
likeness. I have had his photo copied 
from the old poster and hope it is 
clear enough to be reproduced. 


Ill Fruitless Baltimore Research 

As time went on and I began to 
write for HOBBIES and other publi- 
cations, I was never free from a de- 
sire to fathom the mystery and tell 
the romantic life story I was sure 
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lurked behind the commonplace as- 
sumed name of “George Alexander,” 
but none of my occasional efforts to 
learn more about Baltimore’s native 
son were successful. For the purpose 
of this narrative, I shall disregard 
my earlier efforts and concentrate 
on attempts made in the past few 
years that eventually brought suc- 
cess. 

In October, 1952, I wrote to the 
Reference Library of The Baltimore 
Sun, telling why I was interested in 
Clifford Wiley and asking if the 
newspaper “morgue” contained a 
death notice or any other informa- 
tion concerning him. More than two 
years later, I received the following 
letter, dated January 23, 1955, from 
the librarian, Weldon Wallace — a 
letter which came, ironically, after 
I had finally achieved my objective 
through another source but still with 
the Sun’s help: 

“Dear Mr. Walsh: Tonight, among 
some other papers, I found your let- 
ter of December 16, 1952, which 
someway got misplaced. You made 
inquiry about a singer named George 
Alexander, also known as Clifford 
Wiley. In case you are still seeking 
information about this oldtimer, I 
am sorry to disappoint you, for I 
have been unable to find anything in 
the library of this paper — either in 
the clippings or in our books — 
about the gentleman. My apologies 
for the delay in answering.” 

Apparently I forgot that I had al- 
ready written to the Sun without re- 
ceiving a reply, for on August 4, 1954, 
I tried again, saying: “I believe Wiley 
to have died around 1910, and he 
presumably was in his forties. I be- 
lieve he was buried in Baltimore, but 
have no trustworthy information. He 
was well known on the concert stage 
in 1900 and for several years there- 
after. Since he was a notable, I im- 
agine your files will contain some- 
thing about him and would very 
much appreciate either a typewritten 
copy or information as to what a 
photostat would cost.” This brought 
a brief reply from “M. B.” of the 
Information Bureau: “We regret we 
have no record on Clifford A. Wiley, 
known as ‘George Alexander,’ in our 
files, and none of our sources have 
been able to help us. One of our 
sources suggested that you write to 
the New York Public Library.” Alas! 
I had already tried the New York 
Public Library with no luck. 

Still thinking that since Wilev was 
born in Baltimore he was likely to 
have been taken there for burial, I 
wrote to the Bureau of Vital Records 
of the Baltimore City Health Depart- 
ment and had a search made of the 
years 1908 through 1916 — the span 
during which I was reasonably cer- 
tain the singer must have died. The 
result was negative. There was no 
record of Wiley’s death and burial, 
for the good reason, as I learned 
later, that he neither died in nor 
was buried in Baltimore. 

Well, I thought, perhaps the Enoch 
Pratt Library would have something 
on its shelves dealing with Balti- 
more’s once famous resident. But a 
letter of inquiry’ brought the follow- 
ing let-down from James K. Dickson, 
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head of the Fine Arts Department: 

“Your letter .. . regarding a Clif- 
ford Wiley has passed about the 
various departments of this library, 
which might have information, in 
vain. I am sorry to report that we 
cannot help you.” 

Eager not to overlook any possible 
source of information, I tried the Has- 
kin Information Service in Washing- 
ton. This effort also was without 
success, though it brought me an un- 
expected compliment ‘which I had no 
reason to anticipate: 

Dear Mr. Walsh: We have done 
more than the usual amount of re- 
search on your inquiry ... 

“Your articles in HOBBIES about 
former phonograph recording artists 
have always been of great interest. 


“Unfortunately in 1910 and earlier 
the record companies did not keep 
the biographical material that is a- 
vailable today for present-day sing- 
ers. You might write to RCA Victor 
or Columbia and ask if they have 
any information. . It will be a 
pleasure to hear from you again.” 


I appreciated the friendly spirit of 
the reply, and if this article chances 
to be read by the lady who dictated 
the latter, I assure her that if the 
Haskin Service should receive any in- 
quiries it is unable to answer con- 
cerning pioneer recording artists I 
stand ready to help. 


IV Success At Last} 

Then I took what proved to be the 
most sensible step in the whole of 
my sleuthing. I wrote a letter to the 
editor of the Baltimore Sun, asking 
any reader with information about 
Clifford Alexander Wiley, who made 
phonograph records under the name 
of George Alexander, to write to me. 
I thought it barely possible somebody 
might still be living and reading the 
Sun who had known, or at least 
known of,” the elusive artist. 

_ I was right. On August 16, 1954 - 
just ten days before I moved from 
the house I had occupied in Vinton, 
Virginia, for the preceding eleven 
years, I received a letter from a 
gentleman to whom I owe an abject 
apology — Harry F. Klinefelter of 
19 Commerce Street, Baltimore. I 
shali beg Mr. Klinefelter’s pardon by 
mail, but I herewith also apologize 
in public. His letter brought me al- 
most as great a thrill as receiving 
the death certificate photostat, for it 
was the letter that made it possible 
to obtain the photostat and write this 
article. 

“I am writing this from bed where 
I have just read your letter inquiring 
about my old friend, Clifford Alex- 
ander Wiley, who possessed just about 
one of the grandest natural baritone 
voices I have ever heard, and had he 
studied French, Italian and German 
they couldn’t have kept him out of 
grand opera, but he, like my very in- 
timate friend, James W. Clayton, who 
also had a magnificent baritone voice 

. .. wasn’t a linguist. I was fortun- 

ate enough to appear in many con- 

certs with both Wiley and Clayton. 
‘In 1904 I spent a week in Moun- 

tain Lake Park, Md. Wiley and I 

appeared twice daily in the Chau- 

taqua, and I still at 78 am able to 
do my specialty, although I have long 
since stopped appearing in public. 

Nobody enjoys hearing an ugly woman 

sing, and I am too. . old to whistle 

in public. 
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“Actually, I began whistling before 
I was tnree years vid and lor many 
years appeared .n concerts. 1 am not 
a bird imitator. 1 whistle popwar 
and classical music, otuerwise i could 
have not appeared with such singers 
as Wliey and Clayton. 

“I once visited Cliff in New York. 
I was 24 at that tume (1904.) Cliff 
was about 30 or so. That would make 
him about 85 were he alive. He 
couldn’t have been 50 when he died. 
I also have appeared with John 
Charles Thomas and many other great 
singers, and even now I appear in 
the musicals of the University Ciub of 
which [ am a member, but am not a 
university man as I never got past 
the eighth grade, 

“A contemporary of Cliff’s, a fine 
tenor singer who used to teach lo- 
cally said that Wiley had the greatest 
natural baritone voice he had ever 
heard. I can hear him now and I am 
sure I can remember most of the 
songs he sang in Mountain Lake Park. 
Two years ago I visited Mountain 
Lake. The Chautauqua has gone with 
the wind. A gas well occupies the 
site, but I am sure is not giving off 
as much gas as the Rev. Dr. ————, 
who ran the Chautauqua... 

“The vocal teacher who taught 
Wiley was Clifton Andrews, long 
since dead, whose wife survives him 
and who was quite a soprano with 
whom I have appeared. 

“TI hope I have been able to furnish 
you with at least a part of what you 
desire. Just where is Vinton? I 
get down to Winchester occasionally 
and expect to be down that way in 
Te HARRY F. KLINEFEL- 


In spite of being almost distracted, 
and with good reason, by the worry 
of my impending moving, I replied 
immediately to Mr. Klinefelter, ask- 
ing if he knew whether Clifford 
Wiley had any surviving relatives 
and where he died and was buried. 
He replied on August 19. I had 
mailed my letter to him in an insur- 
ance company envelope, and his open- 
ing sentence shows he took me to be 
an insurance man, like himself, in- 
stead of a radio-TV newsman and 
free-lance writer: 


“Dear Jim Walsh: So you are in 
the insurance business. Well, I'll be 
damned! 

“When I tell you how I found out 
the following you will think me a 
Pinkerton. We have represented the 
BEXmployers’ Group for over 50 years. 
... In their office was a girl named 
Bowland. One day she told me her 
mother’s maiden name was Wiley. 
I told her that I once knew a very 
great haritone singer named Clifford 
Alexander Wiley. ‘Why,’ she _ said, 
“he was my uncle—my mother’s 
brother!’ For the life of me I couldn’t 
remember her name, but I remem- 
bered the name of her chum in the 
Employers’ office, a Miss Sheely, so 
I called up her father, the agent of 
Moore and McCormick Steamship 
Lines, whom I know quite well, and 
he gave me the name of Mrs. W. A. 
N. Bowland, 3507 North Charles St., 
Baltimore, whom you can write, but 
she knows very little about Cliff, 
whose brother, Maurice Wiley, was 
quite successful in the lumber _busi- 
ness. .. . Cliff was married. I vis- 
ited him and his wife at¢their a@part- 
ment in New York. He did die in 
his forties, is buried somewhere on 
Long Island, but his_ sister doesn’t 
know where. They had no children. 

“I hope this will be some help. I 
shall never forget the way Cliff sang 
Valentine’s song from ‘Faust.’ (he in- 
terpolated a high A), ‘The Publican’ 
and the Toreador Song from ‘Car- 
men.’ Then Mr. Klinefelter added a 
colorful vostscript; 


“TI am sorry you can’t whistle, but 
I can’t sing worth a damn, and, be- 
lieve it or not, I can’t play a single 
musical instrument, and I can’t read 
a note, but I know hundreds of songs 
and instrumental pieces to whistle in 
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concerts. I am quite a musical freak. 
Excuse this penmanship, It’s hard to 
write in bed with an electric light 
coming over my right shoulder. I 
should be left-handed,’ ” 


Now comes the regrettable part of 
my correspondence with the candid 
and kindly Harry Kiinefelter. When 
his second letter reached me I was 
in the throes of packing. The let- 
ter together with much other corres- 
pondence, was tossed into a box, be- 
came misplaced and was found only 
a few days ago when I ransacked 
my new house for the material I 
needed to write this long-delayed 
biographical sketch of George Alex- 
ander. Mr. Klinefelter must have 
thought me ungrateful, to say the 
least, because .1 didn’t reply. It 
couldn’t remember his address. How- 
ever, I shall send him a copy of this 
article and ‘have the issue of HOB- 
BIES containing the published ver- 
sion mailed to him, and perhaps that 
will make amends. I hope so, for 
had it not been for his thoughtful 
reply to my letter to the editor this 
article would still be in the dream- 
plan stage. 


VA Letters From Alexander’s Niece 


Feeling myself on the way to suc- 
cess, I wrote to the lady Mr. Kline- 
felter had mentioned. I told her of 
my long search for information 
about her uncle, Clifford Wiley, and 
also said that my WSLS news de- 
partment associate, Ed. Thomas, the 
station’s sports director, expected to 
be in Baltimore within a short time 
and had offered to phone to her and 
take down all the information she 
could recall concerning her illustri- 
ous uncle. The letter which I received 
a few days later was dated August 
29, and signed Elizabeth Bowland 
Gillet (Mrs. Bowland Gillet). It was 
rather disappointing, for it revealed 
little I hadn’t already known: 


“My dear Mr. Walsh,” Mrs, Gillet 
wrote, ‘‘this is in reply to your let- 
ter of August 24th, . . . My mother, 
who , , , is quite ill at the moment, 
feels it should have an answer at 
once. 

“You suggested Mr. Thomas... 
would call mother, and while she 
would be very glad to receive him, 
she has no real information to give. 
Her illness is a respiratory infec- 
tion, and it is very difficult for her 
to talk, so the doctor has ordered 
complete rest and quiet. 

“In her telephene conversation with 
Mr. Klinefelter, she answered his 
questions as best she could, How- 
ever, mother was the youngest of 
seven children, while uncle Clifford 
was the eldest, and there were many 
years difference in their ages; in 
fact, the next in age to mother, un- 
cle Maurice, was a grown man when 
mother was still a little girl. Thus, 
as you can readily see, dates and oth- 
er pertinent data such as you might 
want for your biography have be- 
came considerably hazy. Further, un- 
ele Clifford died in New York City 
approximately 40-45 vears ago. How- 
ever, she does remember, that he 
sang under the name of Clifford Alex- 
ander rather than ‘George Alexander.’ 
as your letter mentions, 

“Mother says that in addition to 
her many pleasant childhood mem- 
ories of her very talented brother, 
it is nice to know that he is remem- 
bered by others after so many years. 

‘‘We are indeed sorry that we can- 
not help you further and hope you 
ean appreciate the difficulty made 
by the many years difference in their 
ages.

This was a charming letter, but 
it was, as I:have said, to some ex- 
tent disappointing, and it contained 
one piece of unintentional misinfor- 
mation—the statement that Clifford 
Wiley used Clifford Alexander, rath- 
er than George Alexander, as his 
professional name. The memory of 
Wiley’s sister had played her false 
here, as reference to any old Colum- 
bia catalog would show. -: Neverthe- 
less, there was one valuable piece of 
information—the statement that Clif- 
ford Wiley died in New York City. 
Having that knowledge, I was able to 
ask the Bureau of Records and Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Health 
of the City of New York (to quote 
its round-about title in full) to send 
me a photostat of the death certifi- 
cate. And it was that photostat which 
I was so happy to receive on that 
February afternoon. 


VI What the Photostat Said 


Now that I had it, the photostat 
didn’t absolutely dazzle me with the 
variety and extent of its information, 
but it did ‘give the date of Clifford 
Wiley’s birth and death, the cause 
of his death and some other per- 
tinent information—enough to make 
it possible for me to produce the ar- 
ticle I had long hoped to write. 

Applying a magnifying glass to the 
photograph of the death certificate 
(filled out in handwriting instead of 
the typewriting that is more com- 
mon nowadays) I found that Clifford 
Alexander Wiley died in his apart- 
ment at 2469 Broadway, New York 
City, at the age of 45 years, seven 
months and 21 days. He was born 
July 9, 1867. His birthplace is given 
as Baltimore and his profession as 
“vocal instructor.” His father was 
Alexander Wiley and his mother’s 
maiden name was Anne Wells. Both 
were born, like their son, in Balti- 
more. 

Wiley died March 2, 1918, and was 
buried March 5 in the New York- 
New Jersey cemetery. The undertak- 
er’s name appears to be Frank Cal- 
yer, of 154 East 28rd. Street. I make 
the doctor’s signature out, rightly or 
wrongly to be John Henry Wychett, 
Jr. He says he attended Wiley from 
February 21 to:March 2, 1913, and 
death occurred at 4:15 p.m. of the 
latter day. Complex medical terms 
are used to ‘ilidicate that the singer 
died of chronic Brights disease and a 
heart condition, from which he had 
suffered for four years, with “gen- 
eral arterial sclerosis” (hardening of 
the arteries) as a secondary cause. 
From this it appears safe to deduce 
that Wiley became chronically ill 
about the time his records ceased to 
appear in Columbia supplements 
(roughly speaking, the period in 
which single-faced records began to 
be succeeded by double-faced), but 
that he seems ‘to have been able to 
teach singing even though he was 
no longer (with one or two excep- 
tions to be mentioned later) making 
records. 

And now, with the statistical data 


‘out of the way, we:may proceed to 


a ‘consideration of Wiley’s record- 
ings. However, first I should like to

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COLLECTORS’ 
RECORDINGS 


Grace La Rue was one of the most 
popular stars of musical comedy from 
shortly after the turn of the centu- 
ry until the mid twenties. Her death 
on March 12 of this year at the age 
of seventy-five made me pause a mo- 
ment to review her career and her 
recordings. 

She was celebrated as being the 
first woman performer to earn $1500 
a week and her style was so distinct 
that she was a common subject for 
imitators. Grace La Rue had studied 
voice on the continent and she was 
well known on the concert stage as 
well as in vaudeville. In musical com- 
edy she starred in such productions 
as “The Tourists” (1906), “Ziegfeld 
Follies of 1907,” “Ziegfeld Follies of 
1908,” “Madame Troubadour” 1910), 
“Betsy” (1911), “Hitchy Koo” with 
Raymond Hitchcock in 1917, “Dear 
Me” (1921), and the “Music Box Re- 
vue” of 1922. 

The only recording I know of by 
her is Columbia A904 which has two 
numbers by her: “Clap Hands” and 
“Has Anybody Here Seen Nancy?” 
This recording was released in 1910, 
and although neither of the songs 
seem to have become “hits”, she sang 
them well, and it is evident that her 
voice was well suited for acoustic re- 
cording. Her photograph was printed 
in the 1912 Columbia catalog, and it 
is mentioned that “Grace La Rue, one 
of America’s foremost light opera 
comediennes, under exclusive Colum- 
bia contract, has sung some of her 
most successful numbers.” This re- 
cording seems to be quite rare to- 
day and it evidently had a rather 
small sale, It is probably because of 
this reason that no more discs were 
released by her. 

In the last year or two several col- 
lectors have written in to give addi- 
tional information in reference to 
some of the artists I have discussed 
in this column. I am always most 
happy to hear from my readers and 
it seems particularly worthwhile to 
devote some space this month to these 
letters because of the additional in- 
formation that has come in to me 
concerning other recordings made by 
Elsie Janis for HMV than those I 
mentioned in my July column. 

First. Alan H. Mueller wrote to 
me that he had in his collection a 
copy of the twelve-inch HMV record- 
ing of “I’ve Got Everthing I Want 
Rut You” from the “Passing Show.” 
This disc is a duet made by Elsie 
Janis and Basil Hallam. The number 
is 04116. After receiving this intor- 
mation, I received a letter from Mar- 
vin Smissman of St. Louis who had 
consulted his extensive collection of 
catalors and had come up with the 
following.

In regard to the Jolson series which 
began in the April, 1955. issue of 
Hobbies, it should be mentioned that 
it seems almost positive now that the 
quoted Victor sales figures on the 
Jolson records are incorrect. A letter 
from Jim Walsh dated May 5, 1955 
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gives some interesting data on Jol- 
son’s Brunswick releases: 


Looking through a scrapbook I 
came across a couple of Al Jolson 
items that should interest you. One 
is a 1924 clipping from the Roanoke 
Times headed ‘Jazz Worth More 
Than Caruso’s Tones.’’ A cut shows 
Jolson singing into a phonograph 
recording horn with Isham Jones, be- 
hind him, playing a saxophone, and 
the cut lines read: 

“Caruso’s golden tones have turned 
into baser medal (metal) and Al 
Jolson, jazz king, supplants the fa- 
mous tenor as the gold getter, for 
Jolson, shown here, making his 
first record has signed a contract 
with P. L. Deutsch, of the Bruns- 
wick Phonograph Company, which 
agrees to pay the blackface come- 
dian $30,000 a month for four years 
to make phonograph records—a to- 
tal of $1,400,000. Playing the sax- 
ophone for Jolson is Isham Jones, 
jazz millionaire, who has made his 
million in the past five years with 
his saxophone and his syncopation 
compositions.”* 


If that contract was real and not a 
press agent’s imagination, Brunswick 
must soon have experienced a terrific 
headache whenever it thought of Jol- 
son, for partly, because of the gen- 
eral decline in record sales from ra- 
dio competition, he was a flop as a 
Brunswick singer and didn’t have a 
big selling record until “Sonny Boy” 
and “There’s a Rainbow ’Round My 
Shoulder” were paired. His_ first 
Brunswick was “California, Here I 
Come” and “I’m Goin’ South” (he had 
previously recorded the latter for Co- 
lumbia) and the “Melody Mart” de- 
partment of the Billboard remarked, 
after the record had been out a few 
months: “There are no songwriters 
on Broadway making more of a holler 
than the writers of “California” and 
“Goin’ South.” These two numbers 
were backed upon first Brunswick rec- 
ord made by Al Jolson. It was hoped 
that 200,000 would be sold. Accord- 
ing to the statements rendered the 
writers, 85,000 was all.”

mention the sixteenth annual catalog 
of the Henry Wolfsohn Musical Bur- 
eau of 131 East 17th Street, New 
York, which has recently come into 
my possession. Covering the seasons 
of 1901 and 1902, it lists Clifford A. 
Wiley as one of the'baritones under 
Wolfsohn management—an indication 
that at about the time he began to 
make records he was already well 
established in his career. Other Wolf- 
sohn artists who made records and 
whose names will be familiar to 
some, if not all, collectors, are: 
Soprano—Mrs. Hissem De Moss 
ee De Moss); ‘ tenors— 
Evan Williams, John Young and Elli- 
son Van Hoose; baritones—Gwilym 
Miles (who did w little duet singing

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CIRCUSIANA 


By DANA STEVENS 


QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Q: Are there many women per- 
formers who work as “singles” in 
aerial acts as Lillian Leitzel used 
to do? 

A: Yes, there are many excellent 
women performers today. The Ring- 
ling show has a number of them. 
Josephine Berosini works on the high 
wire some fifty feet above the ring. 
She lies flat on her back with only 
a balancing pole to aid her. Mara, 
a spectacular trapeze star, does a 
thrilling heel-catch backward off a 
bar. Several years ago she had a 
severe fall and was told that she 
might never walk again. But today 
she is performing as dazzlingly as 
ever. Another solo act is the balanc- 
ing act of Pinito del Oro, who does 
a headstand on the narrow bar of 
a thigh trapeze. 


Q: Is there any difference in Euro- 
pean performers and American per- 
formers with a circus? ‘ 

A: If a difference does exist I 
think it possibly is in the way they 
think of their performance. Most 
European performers think of them- 
selves as artists and not entertain- 
ers. Most of them have a long fam- 
ily tradition on the trapeze, the high 
wire, or whatever their specialty, 
and they think of their calling as 
going back to the old classical art of 
Greece and Rome. 


Q: Was there ever .a circus ele- 
phant named Tusko? 

A: Yes. Tusko was a much-bally- 
hooed giant who also carried the 
name of Black Diamond. Both names 
were famous in circus lore many 
years ago. 


Q: How do elephants walk? 

A: I presume you are referring to 
their pace. It is normal for most 
elephants to be pacers—that is, they 
walk with the two left legs in uni- 
son, then the two right legs in uni- 
son. Big Ruth of the Ringling Show 
was the only known “trotter.” Her 
legs moved forward in diagonal pairs. 


Q: What is a “jughead” elephant? 

A: A jughead means a circus work 
elephant. Some elephants are rele- 
gated to this position all their circus 
career. 


Q: Do cireus elephants smell? 

A: Normally, elephants are said to 
have very little or no body odor. 
They perspire only through the soles 
of their feet. 


Q: How long has Felix Adler, the 
circus clown, been in the business? 

A: Mr. Adler is an old hand in the 
clown business. He has been in cir- 
cus business since 1910. 


Q: Last summer I watched the 
Ringling Circus set up and heard 
some canvas hands talk about Big 
Bertha. What were they talking 
about? 

A: Big Bertha in circus language, 
means the Big Top. It is called that 
sometimes for no valid reason. Old 
— usually speak of it as the Big 

g. 


Q: What is a circus herd of ele- 
phants? I could never figure out how 
many were supposed to be a herd. 

A: Two elephants constitute a cir- 
cus herd, and for a very good rea- 
son. Eighteen herds sounds grander 
than saying thirty-six elephants. 


Q: How do some of the circus side 
show attractions get their peculiar 
names ? 

A: In most cases you’ll find that 
weird names are given only the 
queerer-looking specimens of human- 
ity. Shrewd showmen tag such at- 
tractions with odd names in order 
to excite the public’s curiosity. One 
of the most famous attractions of 
this order was “Old Zip,” ‘who was 
advertised as “What Is It?” “Old 
Zip” was a Negro who was_ born 
pin-headed and who trouned continu- 
ously from 1865 until 1926. He was 
81 when he died in a New York hos- 
pital. The story goes that he was actu- 
ally named by Charles Dickens when 
he visited Barnum’s Museum in 1867. 
The great English writer took one 
look at Old Zip, and then turned 
around and asked Barnum, “What 
is it?” Barnum didn’t miss his cue. 
He quickly answered, “That’s what 
it is! 


Q: How much equipment did the 
Ringling Brothers have when they 
first started their show? 


A: The Ringling Brothers first 


started out in 1884 from Baraboo,. 


Wisconsin. Their first real circus con- 
sisted of eleven wagons, twenty hor- 
ses, and a wild animal menagerie 
consisting of one hyena. 


Q: Was the late Rud E. Anderson 
ever a performer himself? 

A: Yes. In 1934, for example. Mr. 
Avrderson handled and directed all 
wild and domestic animal acts such 
as pony drills, high school and danc- 
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ing horses, performing elephants, 
etc., for the Seal Bros. 3-Ring Wild 
Animal Circus. 


Q: When did circuses start using 
three rings? 

A: The third ring is said to have 
been introduced into circuses by 
James A. Bailey, who in 1887 teamed 
up with P. T. Barnum in the famous 
Barnum & Bailey show..This was the 
show that was later bought by the 
Ringlings. 


Q: What were the Roman circuses 
like? 

A: The circuses of Rome—which 
were three times as long as they 
were wide, the arenas that is—were 
actually designed for races between 
horses, either driven or ridden. 


Q: Who was the man who jumped 
over elephants with the Ringling 
Show ? 

A: I think you must mean Ugo 
Bogino. He leaped over five elephants 
and turned somersaults in mid-leap. 
Ugo is from Milan. He takes off 
from a springboard, sails thirty feet 
and lands on mattress. 


Q: Who originated the opening 
“spec” in circuses? 

A: Actually, I don’t think any one 
person has ever laid claim to the 
origination of this. As far back as 
the 1790’s pantomimes of the type 
John Bill Ricketts, America’s first 
circus owner, introduced as a con- 
cluding feature of his show, were 
popular with the one ring circuses 
until Civil War days. 


Q: Does the Ringling Circus still 
have an opening spec? 

A: They still have a spec, but I 
think that they are continuing the 
practice of placing it down in the 
program and not opening with it. 


O: Was Mabel Stark ever with 
the Al G. Barnes Circus? Seems I 
remember seeing a woman animal 
trainer some fifteen or twenty years 
ago when I saw that show. 

A: It very well could have been 
Mabel Stark for she was with the 
Al G. Barnes show in 1936 with her 
tigers. 


Q: I’m doing research on the Sun 
Bros. Circus. Do you know when it 
started ? 

A: The beginning of this show 
dates back to 1894, when it started 
out as a small overland wagon show 
from Toledo, Ohio. The full title of 
the show was Sun Bros. World’s 
Progressive Shows.

The cornerstone of New York’s 
third City Hall was laid in 1803 and 
McComb recorded the event in his 
diary, now preserved at The New- 
York Historical Society (the spelling 
is McComb’s): “The Mayor (Edward 
Livingston) on Laying the stone gave 
the workmen One Hundred dollars on 
which ‘we had a handsome collation 
provided for the workmen and plenty 
of drink given them. All the builders 
supped with a part of the Corporation 
at the Alms House - had an excellent 
Supper, plenty of good wine. We

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in those days were paid $7.00 a week 
while he received $6.00 a day for 
supervision of the construction. When 
completed the building cost about 
$500,000. Almost four times that 
amount has been spent to restore it 
today. 

The new City Hall, pronounced the 
finest public edifice in the United 
States, soon became a favorite subject 
of artists and lithographers. One of 
the earliest views included in The 
New-York Historical Society’s exhibit 
is a print by Baron Klinckowstrom, 
1819. The Baron put an imaginary 
cross on the cupola and showed sev- 
eral pigs rooting in the street. The 
hogs roaming loose about the city 
were a nuisance which never failed to 
impress foreigners: “These pigs have 
on several occasions been the cause 
of remarkable scenes, jumping here 
and there bowling over richly dressed 
ladies” wrote Klinckowstrom. Other 
prints on display show City Hall in 
1826 by William G. Wall, in 1828 
by A. J. Davis and in 1851 by N. 
Currier. 

Receptions, celebrations, funeral 
processions and many other notable 
events have occurred at City Hall 
throughout its history. One of the 
first occasions celebrated was the 
completion of the Erie Canal. On 
November 4th, 1825, the building was 
illuminated with “1,548 wax candles, 
454 lamps... and magnificent and 
extraordinary fireworks,” according 
to a description accompanying a print 
of the event. Another fireworks dis- 
play took place after the completion 
of the Atlantic Cable on August 17, 
1858, causing a fire that seriously 
damaged the upper part of the build- 
ing. Despite the conflagration anoth- 
er fireworks demonstration took place 
two weeks later at the same spot. 

Other events depicted in the Socie- 
ty’s exhibit include General Jackson’s 
funeral procession in 1845; Lincoln 
lying in state at City Hall ‘after his 
death in 1865; Mayor Oakie Hall re- 
viewing the Metropolitan Police, 
1871; breaking ground for the first 
subway, 1900; and General Mac- 
Arthur’s reception in 1951. 

Interior views of the City Hall 
show the Governor’s Room and Coun- 
cil Chamber in 1880 drawn by Charles 
Burton, and Mayor Wickham receiv- 
ing callers on New Year’s Day, 1875.

at large is represented by the artist. 

In his use of color Wight departs 
from the literal employing red-brown 
grounds which require color adapted 
to the paintings rather than to the 
object. 

His paintings are freely executed 
and only painted some time after 
they have been completed in mind. 
Wight comments: “Like so many 
other painters, I have to have some 
other employment, and the paintings 
tend to be worked out in thought 
and plan as though that were the 
conclusion of the matter. The paint- 
ing of them is almost a secondary 
necessity, and perhaps the style is 
adapted to a certain urgency which 
forces them into the open.” 

Frederick S. Wight was born in 
New York City in 1902. He studied 
at the Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts in 1917, then went to the 
University of Virginia, and studied 
art again in Paris principally at the 
Academie Julian in 1924 and 1925. 

He has had four one-man shows 
in New York, having been introduced 
at the Art Center, then shown at the 
Marie Steiner Gallery, the Kleeman 
Gallery, and the New School for 
Social Research. He also had a one- 
man show at the Mayo Hill Gallery 
in Wellfleet, Massachusetts, in 1953. 

Wight was on the staff of the 
Institute of Contemporary Art in 
Boston from 1945 to 1953 when he 
assumed his present position as Dir- 
ector of the Art Galleries at UCLA. 
During these years he has organized 
exhibitions which have traveled from 
coast to coast notably of the work of 
Orozco, John Marin, Jack Levine, 
Hyman Bloom, Charles Sheeler, and 
Morris Graves. This last exhibition 
is currently being circulated and will 
be shown at the de Young Museum 
in the fall. In addition Wight has 
organized international exhibitions of 
the work of the architects Le Cor- 
busier and Walter Gropius. 

He has published books and cata- 
logues in connection with the exhibi- 
tions listed as well as on Van Gogh 
and Goya. He has also written five 
novels and a forthcoming book based 
on the life of Modigliani.

Presto Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A rare bank with unique utilization of the coin in its 
operation is our choice as No, 48 in the numerical classifi- 
cation of the mechanical banks. This bank, the Presto, 
is — distinct in that only one specimen has been found 
to date. 


The bank was designed and patented by H. C, Hart 
and J. W. Cross of Detroit, Michigan, April 8, 1884. It 
was manufactured by the Henry C. Hart Manufacturing 
Company also of Detroit. There are certain indications 
that Mr. 'Cross had an interest in a hardware store that 
distributed and sold the Presto. 


The bank pictured is from the fine collection of Mr. 
and Mrs. William H. Roup. It is in good original condi- 
tion and the paint is practically mint. This bank, along 
with a Trick Pony, was sold to an antique dealer at an 
auction near Morgantown, Pennsylvania. Mr, Roup pur- 
chased both banks from the antique dealer. 


The Presto is painted an all over red with all fig- 
ures and lettering in gold. The viewing section, operat- 
ing lever, lip on the coin slot, and the base plate are 
painted black. The paper label on the frosted glass sec- 
tion is dark blue with the operating instructions printed 


in gold. 


The bank has very interesting decorations as can 
be seen in the pictures which show both sides. People 
and children are shown in various activities. The verse 
on the viewing section end is as follows: “We offer aid 
To all who strive To make one penny Twenty-five”. The 
coin section end of the bank has the name ‘Presto!!’ 
thereon. 


There are 26 parts that make up the Presto, and the 
inside working mechanism is cast iron and sheet iron. 
A flat piece of black sheet iron slides back and forth 
under the frosted glass section when the lever is pulled 
back and forth. This also releases the penny after in- 
sertion in the coin slot. There is a piece of plain glass 
inside the viewing section that reflects a twenty-five cent 
piece into the position occupied by the inserted penny. 
The twenty-five cent piece is permanently located inside 
the bank in the proper position for the illusion. 


To operate the bank a penny is placed in the recep- 
tacle or coin slot holder located at the tapered end of 
the bank over the name ‘Presto’, This is shown in the 


picture, The penny stays in position inside the bank, 
the bank is then held so that light is reflected on the 
slanting frosted glass surface. The individual then looks 
into the viewing section as shown in the other picture. 
When the lever ig pulled the penny automatically drops 
into the base section and in its place there appears to 
be a twenty-five cent piece. This gives the effect of the 
penny magically changing into a quarter. The illusion 
is caused by the reflecting glass surface, not a mirror. 
Pennies are removed by means of a rectangular coin 
trap in the base plate. The base plate is a clover leaf 
perforated pattern with the wording ‘Pat. Applied For’ in- 
scribed thereon. 


The Presto Bank is a very interesting rare item and 
completely different than the other mechanical banks 
with its illusion effect. The Smyth X-Ray and the semi- 
mechanical Multiplying Bank are somewhat similar, but 
each employ mirrors, the X-Ray in seeing through the 
coin and the Multiplying in showing one coin as several 
coins. The Presto is obviously a real challenge to the col- 
lector and so far, to repeat, only one is known to exist 


in a private collection.

What’s in a Clapper? 


For convenience’s sake, bell col- 
lectors may now and then be grouped 
in different categories. They may, for 
instance, be divided into two groups: 

who are clapper-conscious and 
those who are not. There is much to 
be said for the former group. 

Among the many eminent author- 
ities to be quoted is Mrs. Frank 
Hayes, a Wisconsin collector and fre- 
quent contributor to our column. 
“Clappers of course are usually out 
of sight,” ‘says Mrs, Hayes, “but I 
study them just as carefully as I 
do any other part of a bell.” 


Clappers Add Significance 

One might even go a step further 
and point out that often a clapper 
adds to the significance of the bell 
itself. My silver replica of the Kai- 
ser’s bell, for example, has a beau- 
tifully modelled silver acorn clapper, 
presumably in recollection of the 
Kaiser’s daily exercise of sawing a 
— oak logs from his vast oak for- 
ests, 

Another silver bell, this from a 
Royal English boudoir, has the Em- 
pire’s griffin as its handle and on 
its shallow skirt Mag engraved the 
crown surmounted by a regal swan. 
Below this engraving is the mono- 
gram, for the House of Warwick. The 
clapper here is a miniature head of 
an English court gentleman, presum- 
ably the first Earl of Warwick who 
was known as “Kingmaker.” 

In a New York collection there is 
a figure bell of an old monk, the 
clapper in the shape of a skull to 
carry out the lugubrious thought that 
monks meditate much on death and 
after-life, 

In contrast to such elegant little 
bells are the crude and _ bulpous 
Basque sheep bells with their knu- 
ckle-bone clappers. Shades of all the 
animal carcasses the sheepherder in- 
evitably encounters in his mean- 
derings! Another gruesomely signifi- 
cant clapper is found on the Pom- 
pelian crane bell, a favorite in many 
collections. The crane stands atop a 
bell and holds from one raised claw 
a chain and clapper that swings 
against the outside of the bell. The 
clapper in this type bell is sometimes 
a dog’s head, sometimes a dog’s paw.

Collectors believe that the triumphant 
pose of the bird dangling such a 
clapper must signify triumph over the 
destruction wrought by Mt. Vesu- 


vius. 

A 17th Century Tibetan Lamasery 
bell belonging to Mrs. Hayes, as pic- 
tured in HOBBIES, October 1952, thas 
a fish clapper . . . significant because 
this is one of the eight Buddhist 


symbols. 


Clapper and Handle Related 


Often the bell’s clapper and han- 
dle appear to be designed to com- 
plement each other. There are sev- 
eral handle-clapper combinations in 
a set of old French glass bells well

known to collectors. The bells, though 
small, are charming in their detail. 
The dozen or so known to be in vari- 
ous collections are all green glass 
in quadrilateral shape. On one the 
handle is a rabbit, the clapper a 
carrot; on another the handle is a 
cat, the clapper a mouse; still anoth- 
er hag a skeleton for a handle and a 
skull for a clapper. My own has a 
cock on the handle, with a claw clutch- 
ing an egg as the clapper. 

Mrs. Kirkland Douglas, an Ohioan 
specializing in unusual bells, has an 
all-brass feather hanging in one of 
her bells whose handle appears to be 
the claw and leg of some large 
bird. Still another collector has a bell 
with a holly-berry clapper and a han- 
dle of holly leaves, 


Clappers Vary in Their Sensitivity 

Those who have studied bell clap- 
pers in action are aware that they 
vary in sensitivity. Windbells (Fig. 1) 
with an appendage to the clapper it- 
self tinkle at the slightest air mo- 
tion, of course. But even on a table 
or shelf will be found bells whose 
clapperg respond to every little vi- 
bration. A Delaware collector claims 
to have a large elephant bell with 
a clapper she has never seen wholly 
motionless, 

This sensitivity is especially ap- 
pealing in glass bells with glass clap- 
pers where the sunlight plays against 
them on a window shelf. The clap- 
pers, if they move even a little, pick 
up the sun’s rays and give off danc- 
ing reflections through the bell. My 
Bristol ruby bell ig loveliest when its 
purple tear-drop clapper gently 
swings to catch the sunlight. The re- 
flections in cut crystal bells, too, take 
on new life and sparkle when their 
crystal balls swing ever so slightly. 


They Make or Mar the Tone 

Clappers are frequently lost simply 
because they are suspended rather 
loosely so that they may be sensitive 
to every motion and may function 
easily. This is regrettable; for, re- 
gardless of any other interest they 
hold, all clappers’ chief purpose is 
to bring out the inherent tone in bells. 

It is worth noting that most bells. 
especially the metal ones, are made 
with clappers which will guarantee 
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maximum tone. Yet how often col- 
lectors have the experience to. find 
an attractive bell, only to pick it up 
and notice an old bolt or other in- 
appropriate piece of hardware serv- 
ing as clapper and giving a thin 
tone, Replacing a missing or ill-cho- 
sen clapper should be a matter of 
some concern, if the bell ig valued. 
Not only the quality of the clap- 
ed should be taken into consideration, 
ut also its capacity to ring out what- 
ever tone the bell may possess. 


An Index to Value and' to Age 


Any discussion on this subject 
brings up the question as to wheth- 
er a bell with its original clapper 
missing is of less value in dollars 
and cents, Much depends on the bell 
in question. In the case of sleigh or 
other animal bells, clappers can be 
duplicated. The same is often true 
of china or glass bells, collected per- 
haps more for beauty than for tone. 
Their glass or wooden beads, or prism 
drops, are usually replaceable. 

But in the case of fine old brass, 
bronze or silver bells, the case is dif-

ferent. Nathaniel Speare, eminent 
eastern collector, is authority for the 
statement that a well wrought metal 
clapper is often proof that the bell 
is a genuinely old one. Few modern 
copies of old bells, cleverly antiqued 
as they may be, have the well-turned 
and matched clappers that went into 
18th ‘Century and early 19th Century 
bells. A brief compairson of clappers 
in early and in more modern metal 
table bells will bear out the truth of 
Mr. Speare’s contention. Most assur- 
edly then, the loss of a clapper in a 
fine old decorative metal bell does 
devaluate the piece, handsome as it 
may otherwise be. 

In the case of figurine bells, clap- 
pers in the form of two swinging 
legs and feet are said to be an in- 
dex to the figurine bell’s age. These 
quaintly turned clappers are not 
found except in genuinely old bells. 
(Fig. 2) 


History in Clappers 

Because their chief role is to sound 
a bell, clappers are of themselves not 
usually a collector’s item. A most in- 
teresting exception to this statement, 
however, may be found in the collec- 
tion of Mrs. Joseph M. Johnson. A 
devoted student of early Chicago his- 
tory, Mrs. Johnson was some years 
ago privileged to secure the clapper 
from the Old Chicago Court House 
bell which fell in the Chicago Fire 
of October 8, 1871. Thereby hangs a

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tale and proof that a clapper may 
even outlive the bell it once served. 

After the Great Fire, the Old Cook 
County Court House bell that had 
rung out the alarm was so badly 
melted that it was sold on Decem- 
ber 16, by the Bureau of Public 
Works, to Everhart & Company. The 
clapper was taken across the street 
to St. Ignatius College, where it lay 
in their museum until 1940 when, in 
order to make more room for class- 
es, the college sold the articles in their 
museum. The large worn clapper was 
bought by Dr. Charles W. Olsen, who 
later gave it to Mrs. Johnson. 

After a public exhibit of the John- 
son bells in downtown Chicago, much 
publicity was given the clapper from 
the Old Court House bell. A personal 
visit from T. M. Jones revealed that 
it was his grandfather Octavius O. 
Jones who had cast the historic bell 
at the Jones Troy Bell Foundry in 
New York state. All during his life- 
time the elder Mr. Jones was partic- 
ularly proud to have cast the bell 
that warned of Chicago’s greatest 
conflagration. 

Another interesting caller was A. 
B. Babcock, who informed Mrs, John- 
son that his uncle had been the one 
to purchase the damaged old bell and 
have souvenirs made of its metal. The 
souvenirs here referred to are at- 
tractive replicas of the original Court 
House bell and are today much prized 
by collectors. Mr. Babcock presented 
Mrs. Johnson with one of these little 
bells and a certificate verifying its 


origin.

liberated and went to the hereafter 
as did the Soul. In the hereafter it 
would live not unlike it lived on earth, 
possessing many of its earthly treas- 
ures.

Notes on some 


Old Church Silver 


Old church silver seems to have an 
interest not always found in pieces 
of household use. The gifts from 
devout persons of wealth of gold and 
silver articles to temples and chur- 
ches for centuries have greatly en- 
riched the altars of many religions 
all over the world. 

The burning of candles is a cus- 
tom of great antiquity, found in re- 
ligious rites of many different lands, 
and in consequence, silversmiths have 
delighted in fashioning beautiful 
holders for burning tapers. Candle- 
sticks used on Roman Catholic altars

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eight, and even more, depending upon 
the size of the altar. On the mar- 
riage altar of St. Francis Chapel at 
Mission Inn, in Riverside, Calif., is a 
set of six old silver candle holders of 
Renaissance style. Their round bases 
have borders with floriated design, 
which also appears on the lower part 
of each stick. The spiral effect of 
the stem adds interest and grace to 
the design of the whole. This set for 
many years was used in a church in 
Quertaro, Mexico, but now holds 
bridal tapers for weddings which 
take place before the beautiful gold 
altar at the Inn. 

The monstrance on the same altar 
is one of great beauty. It is “silver 
gilt” with crystals outlining the cross 
which surmounts the round chamber 
for the Host. This round opening 
is also rimmed with stones. The clus- 
ter of rays radiating from it are 

of delicate workmanship, as are the 

bunch of grapes and ears of wheat, 
symbolizing the Holy Eucharist. This 
monstrance, known also by the Latin 
name, “Ostensorium” was originally 
made for a church in Spain and dates 
from the 18th century. 

Silver roses in a large silver urn of 
classic outline were a handsome vo- 
tive offering of long ago to a church 
of the Netherlands. There were four 
of them originally, according to the 
inscription, faintly discernible on one 
of the two now at Mission Inn. The 
inscription reads “Deze Vier Fazen 
Met Bloemen Geoffert Door Den Ham 
en Leeremerkt 1665-1667,” (These 
four vases with flowers presented by 
Dem Ham and Leeremerkt 1665- 
1667). The intricate monogram on a 
shield on the front of each vase is 
the initials of the Virgin Mary, with 
a crown over it, designating her as 
“Queen of Heaven.” 

Another very lovely piece of silver, 
not so old, is a Spanish alms basin, 
with its handle rising from the center 
of the bowl. The design of the 
handle is of the crowned Madonna 
and Child, standing within a circle- 
halo, surmounted by ai cross. This 
quaint use of the halo makes a very 
good handle as well as a frame for 
the figures. The rim of the basin 
is inscribed in Latin translated “Our 
Lady of Pity, 1802 Restored 1840.” 

A benitier, or holy water font, with 
the Virgin Mary in relief as the cen- 
tral motif of its highly decorative 
plaque back, is an example of silver 
work of the 18th Century, and came 
from Lucerne, Switzerland. The 
plaque has floriated borders and 
shells in its design, the shells being a 
reminder of the first baptism of 
Christ by John, The Baptist. Artists 
portraying this baptism, usually show 
in the hand of John a shell, full of 
water, for the ceremony. 


A scourge with heavy silver handle. 
hand wrought, is a very fine and 
rare specimen of a “disciplina,’”’ used 
by nuns for self punishment during 
Holy Week. Its thongs are braided 
raw hide. It dates from the 18th 
century and is from Spain. 

A jeweled key of heavy silver, sur- 
mounted by the Papal insignia, is 
one which belonged to a “camerlingo” 
of the 18th century. It was the official 
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key of the apostolic chamberlain, his 
badge of office, and was carried be- 
fore him on a velvet cushion on state 
occasions. The duties of the official 
of the Papal household at Rome was 
that of custodian of the personal 
jewels, treasures, and vestments of 
the supreme pontiff. The key is most 
interesting in its symbolism. Two 
cherubs support the triple crown of 
the Pope, and also hold a procession- 
al cross, typifying the Christian re- 
ligion, and a crozier, designating the 
Pope as the shepherd of his flock. 
The keys to the gates of Heaven, 
always associated with St. Peter, the 
first Pope, are crossed on the handle 
of the key itself, partly covered by 
winged ‘angels holding a shield set 
with jewels. 

The Renaissance monstrance from 
Salzburg, Austria, is of the 17th cen- 
tury and an interesting example of 
the silversmith’s craft of that time in 
Austria. The garlands of wheat and 
quaint cherub’s heads are interesting 
even if conventional in their render- 
ing, and the silver rays, surrounding 
the circular opening are short and 
have a substantial rather than ether- 
eal look. 

The lure of antique silver is great, 
and to those interested in religious 
symbolism, an added charm is pos- 
sessed by pieces made for church 
use.

A collector told the compiler of 
these notes recently that in research- 
es into books on his hobby of old 
jewelry he has found evidence show- 
ing, that of all classes of the jewelry 
art, the finger ring had been pre- 
served in the greatest number. He 
could not account for it, he said, ex- 
cept that the ring had been four- 
fold in its use—1, ecclesiastical and 
devotional rings; 2, charm rings; 3, 
love and marriage rings, and 4, orna- 
mental rings. 


Each classification he said had 
many survivors, showing wide usage. 
The church required the use of the 
ring in many ceremonies. An early 
bishop always wore a jeweled ving. 
Pope Innocent III in 1194 specified 
that the Episcopal ring was to be of 
solid gold. It was to be mounted 
with a stone such as the ruby to in- 
dicate glory, the sapphire for purity, 
the emerald tranquility and happi- 
ness, and crystal simplicity. Other- 
wise, the ring was plain, except that 
it was polished. Through the years 
edicts changed the finger; sometimes 
it was worn on the right hand, some- 
times on the left. The Episcopal 
ring was usually worn on a glove. 
Hence, they were usually large. 


The story of the love and marriage 
rings seem the most personal and 
original in the entire ring collecting 
category. Faith hope and sometimes 
charity are found in the legends in-

scribed on this class of rings. The 
“motto” rings were not always con- 
fined to love and marriage apparent- 
ly, for none other than Horace Wal- 
pole, himself a collector of art ob- 
jects, once said: “My Lady Roch- 
ford desired me t’other day to give 
her a motto for a ruby ring.” 


Among the inscriptions found on 
old love and marriage rings are 
these: 


“Love and live happily” 

“Let us share in joy and care” 
“May it last forever” 

“A faithful wife preserveth life” 
“Till death do us part”. 


Quite different aren’t they than the 
non-committal inscription, so com- 
monly used today such as “E. H. to 
D: O; Date: 2... m 


Like the tombstone epitaph the 
ring has also recorded little facts of 
life. My collector friend told of one 
Bishop of Lincoln, Dr. John Thomas, 
who in 1753 inscribed his fourth 
wife’s ring with this: 


“Tf I survive 
I’ll make it five.” 


No one ever took the trouble to 
find the outcome of this prophetic 
prosing apparently, but it would be 
interesting to know if he took unto 
himself a fifth wife and if he sub- 
stituted the word sixth for fifth and 
used the same phrasing.

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The memorial or portrait rings of 
yesteryear are ap ntly few in 
number. My confrere said he had 
seen none in private collections. This 
type is similar in shape to a signet 
ring, except that the small case when 
opened records a portrait of some 
dear one, alive or departed. 


I wondered as we talked whether 
collectors of the remote future would 
be as intrigued over our present day 
watch-ring novelties. 


Before our talk was over I knew 
also that the ring collector is able 
to surround himself with associated 
historical material regarding his 
hobby. Said he, “Old paintings and 
old prints give you wonderful insight 
into the ring styles and practices in 
the long ago. I stood long before 
the mummy of a woman in the 
British Museum once intrigued by 
the figure’s crossed fingers loaded 
with rings. Archaeological decorative 
stones also show the hands decorated 
with numerous rings in many in- 
stances. Passages in our classical 
literature allude to the finger ring 
time and time again. Itis a hobby 
offering endless study.” 


Our talk was all but ended when 
in burst my friend’s young son with 
the enthusiastic remark that he’d 
just given his chum a “ring” to see 
if he wanted to go see the Cubs play 
the Brooklyn Dodgers that afternoon. 
So old ring history was turned aside 
for the events of the present. To 
which the father casually remarked 
with a smile in his eye, “that he 
guessed the Dodgers were playing 
‘rings’ around a few of the other 
teams ”

The story of Japanese clocks has 
been reported in comprehensive stu- 
dies by several eminent horological 
authorities. Unfortunately their works 
are not always available to collectors, 
while at the same time interest in the 


subject of Japanese clocks has in- 
creased considerably within recent 
years as a natural result of World 
War II and the Korean conflict. Ac- 
cordingly the following is presented 
ag a brief review for the guidance 
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of our readers in response to requests 
received. 

Japanese clocks are generally clas- 
sified into four basic types, namely: 
lantern clocks, bracket clocks, pillar 
clocks and a fourth group of miscel- 
laneougs forms that are other than 
the foregoing. This article will be con- 
cerned only with lantern clocks, which 
were the earliest type to be produced 
by the Japanese. 

Japanese lantern clocks were of sev- 
era] forms and they were designated 
in accordance with the purpose each 
form would serve. Some clocks were 
furnished with a vertical loop so that 
the clock could be suspended on the 
wall or a main pillar of the Japa- 
nese homes. These were called ‘‘Kake- 
Dokei” or “hang-up clocks.” Others 
were designed to be placed on a stand 
or similar structure and were known 
as “Yagura-Dokei” or “turret clocks.” 

The basic elements of the lantern 
clocks were fairly standard. The four 
square cases were made of several 
materials, including silvered plates 
of copper as well as plates of steel 
or damascened iron. The movement 
was completely enclosed with metal 
doors which were arranged to hinge 
in a simple manner with the back 
plate. The front and back plates were 
slotted at the bottom to fit into the 
frame and were friction fitted under 
the top frame. The plates were often 
left plain and others were decor- 
ated with engraving of foliage and 
flowers or symbolic designs including 
the dragon, and sometimes the sur- 
face was mottled in all-over patterns. 

The dial consisted of a central disc, 
often lacquered in red to which a 
pointer might be affixed, and which 
revolved within an outer disc on 
which the hour numerals appeared. In 
other examples the pointer revolved 
and the disc remained stationary. 

One of the most distinguished fea- 
tures of the Japanese lantern clock 
was the bell, which gradually changed 
its shape with the passage of time. 
The earlier examples were very deep 
in comparison with European clock 
bells, and they were fastened by a 
nut to an iron rodlike support which 
was attached to the top plate of the 
clock. Later the bell became more 
shallow and eventually in its latest 
form it was reduced to an almost 
flat top and was fastened with a 
decorative wing nut. A projecting rim 
inside the inner edge was an unusual 
feature of the Japanese bells which 
they had in common with some of 
the early Italian clock bells. 

The lantern clocks had a simple 
three or four wheel time train in 
front and a strike train of the Euro- 
pean pattern behind, housed in an iron 
or steel] framework. They were weight- 
driven. The escapement consisted of 
a crown wheel with foliot balance, a 
feature which continued in use well 
into the 19th Century. 

The wheels were cut from iron or 
steel, usually rather crudely, 

In earlier examples the locking 
plate of the strike train was notched 
to provide a single blow at the half 
hour in addition to the hourly strike. 
Later on Japanese clockmakers de- 
vised a method for providing a more 
accurate indication of just which half 
hour had been struck. Accordingly 
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they made the locking plate with 
notches arranged so that two blows 
were struck after the even hours of 
8, 6 and 4, and a single stroke after 
the uneven hours of 9, 7 and 5. 

At this point it must be said 
that the Japanese did not calculate 
their hours progressively from 1 
through 12 twice a day in the Oc- 
cidental manner. Instead their hours 
were calculated retrogressively twice 
daily from 9 through 4 in descending 
order. The numerals 1, 2, and 3 were 
not used and some authorities believe 
that they were reserved for temple 
use only. 

The Japanese hour did not have a 
duration equal to our own sixty min- 
utes; instead it was equal to 120 
minutes and a Japanese day includ- 
ed only 12 hours instead of 24. 

Briefly, the Japanese measured time 
either by means of an equinoctal sys- 
tem borrowed from the Chinese, or 
by a civil system of their own which 
was akin to the so-called (“Italian 
hours”) which were in common usage 
in Italy and certain parts of Ger- 
many from the 14th Century until as 
late as.the end of the 18th Century. 

Late in the 17th Century the Japa- 
nese introduced a double escapement 
utilizing two foliot balances. One of 
these was for the daylight hours and 
the second was for the hours of the 
night. The movement had two sus- 
pended verges placed one above the 
other, the upper one of which was 
for the hours of the day. The pal- 
lets of the verges alternately engaged 
the pair of crown wheels fixed on a 
mutual arbor back to hack. 

The division between day and night 
was made at the stroke of 6, at which 
point of the locking plate a pin en- 
gaged cams on rods related to the 
ends of verges to cause the rods to 
turn and push one verge up to dis- 
engage its pallets from the crown

wheel, at the same time causing the 
other rod to descend and engage its 
pallets with the other crown wheel 
to continue operation When the clock 
next struck six, the action took place 
once more to reverse the verges. 

The art of the Japanese clockmak- 
er progressed with the course of time 
and brass gradually replaced iron and 
steel for the wheels and other parts 
of the movement, 

Refinements in the decoration of 
the case were also introduced, and 
turned brass pillars eventually re- 
placed the iron framework. The de- 
gree of decoration increased into lav- 
ishness and the basic quality of sim- 
plicity which distinguished early ex- 
amples was gradually lost. 

It is of incidental interest to note 
that extremely few of the Japanese 
clocks were marked with the names 
of the makers, place names or dates. 

The lantern clocks were made to 
be placed either on wall stands or 
shelf brackets, which were usually

The floor stand used for the sup- 
port of the “Yagura-Dokei” lantern 
clock took several forms. Probably 
the earliest type was the wooden 
truncated pyramid which is illustra- 
ted in Figure 3. Some of the stands 
were in the form of tabular supports 
with four curved legs sueh as the 
one shown in Figure 5. Often a spe-

The Bisque Headed Jointed Doll 


It is safe to say that the great 
majority of collectors of antique dolls 
have among their treasures more of 
the bisque-headed jointed dolls than 
any others, for they are more plen- 
tiful, and not every collector can 
afford the rarities, although, as a 
matter of fact, some of these are 
rare. Outstanding among them are, 
as dol] fanciers know, the Jumeau 
child doll of the last century and 
the lovely Bru. 

As we look through some of the 
old-time colorful, embossed figures of 
children printed in Germany for Ra- 
phael Tuck and Sons in the 1890’s 
and early twentieth century, we find 
them so strikingly like the best of 
the Bisque-headed jointed dolls that 
we wonder if the “doll” artist of the 
time used them as models, The round 
face, the set of the eyes, the rather 
small but full lips, the general pro-

portions remind us so much of the 
dolls in question. 

Since we rarely find these dolls 
in their original costumes many col- 
lectors find it a problem to dress 
them authentically. In this connec- 
tion the accompanying illustrations 
might help those who have late nine- 
teenth century jointed dolls which 
need clothes. The sketches were tak- 
en from particularly fine nine-inch 
colored, embossed figures sold in the 
long ago by Raphael Tuck to great 
grandmother and which recently ar- 
rived at my door, 

Figure 1, a blue-eyed brunette, 
wears a white embroidered dress with 
rose-orange sash and hat. A yellow 
bow at the neck matches the bows 
of her black slippers and the plume 
in her hat. Her stockings are pale lav- 
ender. She carries a bouquet of pink 
and red roses, yellow daisies with 


here and there forget-me-nots and 
lilies of the vallev. 

Handsome little brother, No. 2, 
wears a green coat with brown 
trousers, greenish-black boots, dark 
blue stockings, plum-colored tam 0’ 
shanter with yellow tassel and stream- 
ers, the latter matching his gloves. 
The young man has brown eyes and 
black hair. It looks as if the girl 
might have been his lady-love to 
whom he had just presented the at- 
tractive bouquet she carries. 

No. 3 is a blue-eyed blond of the 
sporting type. He wears a blue pin- 
striped sailor suit with white back- 
ground and light blue collar trimmed 
with a wide white band, dark blue 
sash and tie, and a blue band around 
his yellow straw hat to match sash 
and tie. Modern children again wear 
black one-strap patent leather slip- 
pers and white socks like thig little 
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boy, but socks now-a-days are apt to 
be shorter. 

One of the cutest costumes a col- 
lector might copy is No, 4. The coat 
is pale pink with darker pink checks 
and red velvet trimmings—cuffs, patch 
pocket, bow at the back and buttons 
all match the red velvet bonnet with 
its white plume and ribbons. The ruff 
around the cuffs is -white to match 
the white leggings, shown above black 
shoes. A tiny bit of the dark blue 
dress appears underneath the coat. 
The child carries blue flowers in her 
uplifted hand, and in the other a 
yellow basket of pink and blue flow- 
ers. We wonder what hidden mischief 
is behind her blue eyes.

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pean—probably Dutch, Italian and 
German, and strongly reminiscent of 
the prototypes from which the ear- 
liest examples were originally copied. 

The earliest of these clocks date 
from the beginning of the 17th Cen- 
tury and were probably produced not 
long after the introduction of the first 
European clocks into Japan. 

The first Europeans to visit Japan 
appear to have been some Portuguese 
sailors who landed at Tanegashima in 
1542 from a storm-bound ship that 
was making its way to Macao. They 
were well received by the natives and 
this first visit resulted in the forma- 
tion of several trading expeditions 
from Macao to Kyushu. The new 
country .excited the interest of other 
elements as well as the traders and 
it was not long before the church 
became interested. 

In 1549 St. Francis Xavier arrived 
at Kagoshima with two Portuguese 
priests and a Japanese from Malacca 
named Anjiro. They were cordially re- 
ceived by the Daimyo of Satsuma who 
visualized a lucrative trade with the 
foreigners in the future. When the 
expected foreign traders landed in an- 
other province instead of his own, the 
disappointed Daimyo forbade Chris- 
tianity and the missionaries moved 
on to Hirado. Xavier visited Kyoto 
and he remained at Yamaguchi for 
some time, where he was welcomed 
by the governor, Yoshitaka Ouchi, In 
addition to letters of credence from 
the Viceroy of India and the Bishop 
of Goa. Xavier brought gifts as well, 
including a striking clock—the first 
to reach Japan. 

Other clocks brought into Japan 
in thig period included one brought 
to Hideyashi, the shogun of Japan, 
bv Japanese returning from Rome in 
1591, another presented to Iyeyashu 
by Joas Rodriguez in 1606, and a 
third clock which was brought to Iye- 
vashu in 1612 by an envoy from Mex- 
ico. This last named timepiece is the 
only one which remains in Japan at 
the present time.

THE OLD MAN OF 
THE MOUNTAIN * 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


One hundred and fifty-one years 
ago, a famous American was—not 
born—but discovered: New Hamp- 
shire’s “Uld Manof the Mountain.”** 
In 1805, road-builders, hacking a pas- 
sage through Franconia Notch, “hit- 
ed up their eyes unto the hilis,” and 
beheld the Great Stone Face. Tne 
identity of the first white man to 
see the Profile is not certain. Accord- 
ing to one authority (the Reverend 
Guy Roberts), Nathaniel Hall of 
Thornton (engaged by the state to 
lay out the road) was the first. But 
there is also evidence that two sur- 
veyors, Luke Brooks and Francis 
Whitcomb (probably of the same 
road-building party) saw the Old 
Man reflected in the water when they 
stopped to wash in Profile Lake. Since 
then, countless millions have stood be- 
side the lake and looked up at that 
rough-hewn yet noble countenance. It 
is estimated*** that during one six- 
month period in 1953, 570,000 per- 
sons visited the Notch and viewed the 
world-renowned Profile. 

Geologists state that the Old Man 
was created by a freak of nature some 
two hundred million years ago. When 
the great sheet of ice that had cov- 
ered the continent took its slow de- 
parture, the Conway granite was split 
and broken into complex and fan- 
tastic shapes. Five layers of ledge 
form the Profile, which measures 
about forty-four feet» from the top 
of the head to the tip of the chin. 
It juts from the upper cliffs of Can- 
non Mountain, the west wall of Fran- 
conia Notch, some twelve hundred 
feet above the surface of Profile Lake, 
and is visible from this one position 
only. 

Serene though he looks, the Old 
Man has had his troubles: about 1880, 
members of the Appalachian Moun- 
tain Club noticed that a huge boulder, 
which forms a part of the forehead, 
was slipping. Nothing was done about 
it, however, and in 1906, when other 
interested parties investigated, they 
became alarmed, fearing that if the 
boulder were dislodged, it would fall 
on the nose and destroy the Profiie 
altogether. A survey in 1915 showed 
still further damage,,and ten months 
later, climbers found that the fore- 
head boulder had slipped an inch 
and a quarter more. 

Guy Roberts, proprietor of the Old 
Profile House, and E. H. Geddes, a 
quarryman from Quincy, Mass., were 
instrumental in persuading the state 
government to authorize repairs, Mr. 
Geddes himself made many trips up 
the mountain, carrying three sets of 
anchoring tools, which weighed four 
hundred and fifty pounds. (The ascent 
ig so steep that only fifty pounds 


could be carried at one time). Mr. 
Geddes then drilled holes for the an- 
chor pins, mixed cement and per- 
formed the other chores necessary to 
the gigantic “face-lifting” job! 

Since then, periodic checks and 
maintenance work have taken care of 
the anchors that guard the Old Man’s 
safety; and in 1947 he was officially 
adopted by the state. 

The Old Man of the Mountain has 
inspired many writers and artists; 
Nathaniel Hawthorne made him fa- 
mous as “The Great Stone Face,” 
and John Greenleaf Whittier wrote 
(in “The Lakeside”) : 


“‘Beyond them, like a sun-rimmed cloud, 
The great Notch mountains shone, 

Watched over by the solemn-browed 
And awful face of stone!” 


In the legendary story of “Chris- 
tus Judex” by Professor Edward 
Roth, the Italian painter, Casola, is 
supposed to have used him as a 
model for the face of Christ sitting 
in judgment. 

New Hampshire men particularly 
like the story attributed to Daniel 
Webster and quoted by Nathaniel 
Noyes in his history (1856): 

“Said an eccentric speaker at a 
celebration a few years since in 
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Key to “Old Man of Mountain” 
related hobby group 





Fryburg, ‘Men put out signs rep- 
resenting their different trades; 
jewelers hang out a monstrous 
watch; shoemakers, a huge boot; 
and up in Franconia, God Almighty 
has hune out a sign that in New 
England He makes men.” 
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While it cannot be proved that Web- 
ster told this oft-quoted story, it 
is known that he did make a speech 
at Fryburg at about that time. 

The Old Man’s popularity is not 
confined to paintings, post cards and 
literary references. His profile adorns 
countless souvenirs: paperweights, 
mirror-backs, pillow-tops, banners and 
placques; it is found on letterheads, 
envelopes, seals, signs and trade- 
marks. In the “Related Hobby” group 
here illustrated, he appears with oth- 
er characteristic New Hampshire 
items:

Hampshire terms. “Mascoma” is the 
name of a lake near Canaan.

The Old Man of the Mountain has 
been my favorite ‘Wonder of the 
World” ever since I first saw him, 
at the age of eleven. (My father has 
stood on top of his head, but I am 
content to view him from the secur- 
ity of the parking space provided for 
the purpose-) He has “always been 
there,” and I hope that he always 
will be there. Conceivably, an earth- 
quake could send him tumbling into 
Profile Lake; or a rock slide—ever- 
present possibility in the White Moun- 
tains—could do him serious damage. 
But barring such catastrophes, he 
should stand for thousands of years, 
rugged and indomitable, a personifi- 
cation of New Hampshire, the Gran- 
ite State, whose motto is “Live Free 
Or Die!” 

It isn’t safe to take things too 
much for granted, even when they 
have “always” been with us. The Old 
Man existed for a million years or 
more; and Americans have “lived 
free” more or less!) for one hundred 
and eighty years, But—“Eternal vig- 
ilance ‘is the price of Liberty,’ and 
we must not too easily take our free- 
dom for granted. Freedom, like the 
Old Man of the Mountain, must be 
cherished and protected if it is to 
endure.

Historical West Chester 


By MRS. A. WILLIAM BALL, JR. 


In some areas it is impossible to 
move without rubbing elbows with 
history, and Chester County, Pennsyl- 
vania, is just such a place, Having 

n one of the first three counties 
laid out by William Penn in his vast 
“woods”, the area has been on the 
map for a long time. Then, too, five 
of the main roads westward from 
Philadelphia crossed the county bring- 
ing settlers early and-.making con- 
tacts with the culture and trade of 
= Philadelphia accessible and profit- 
able. 

One of these roads, called ‘Marl- 
borough Street” by Penn and laid 
out so that hig daughter Letitia could 
get to her manor iin the western part 
of the county by the shortest route, 
is still in use today as Route 926 or 
“Street Road.” Local lore has it that 
nobody would—or could—spell “Marl- 
borough” so it was shortened to—of 
all things “Street Road’. This his- 


toric highway has been selected as 
the locale for the sixteenth annual 
Chester County Day with some thirty- 
five homes and historic landmarks 
along twenty-five miles of its length 
open to visitors of Saturday, Octo- 
ber 6 from 10 A.M. to 5 P.M. with 
headquarters in West Chester, Pa. 

Where Street Road crosses the 
Brandywine ‘Creek lies the main area 
of the famous Battle of the Brandy- 
wine. Washington’s great defeat. 
Many of the houses to be open on 
October 6 were there then and sev- 
eral have scars to prove it. As one 
travels farther west, past Kenneth 
Square, the rolling, open cattle graz- 
ing and hunting country lies on either 
side of this road. 

The Meeting House at Birmingham 
was Washington’s Hospital until the 
British captured it in September 1777 
during the Brandywine engagement 
and his headquarters were nearby. 
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Lafayette was wounded in this Battle 
and a monument to his memory was 
erected by the school children of the 
county, Behind the Meeting House lies 
the interesting Burial Ground where 
the fallen of each of our Nation’s 
wars lie at rest, The Octagonal School 
erected by the Friends of Birmingham 
is being carefully preserved as an 
educational landmark. The great trees 
surrounding the Meeting House rustle 
softly in the breezes, sighing perhaps 
for the quieter, saner life of years 
long gone for they, too, were there 
then.

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MASK EXHIBIT AT

Emil F. Meier became interested in 
masks some twenty-tive years ago 
when visiting in Mexico. His interest 
has never waned and his collection 
has increased. In August, he exhib- 
ited part of his collection in the Art 
Department of the ‘Chicago Public Li- 
brary. 

Shown were old masks from both 
Guatemala and Mexico, types still 
used in these countries; also Iroquois 
and Apache Indian masks, skin masks 
of the Nascapi Indians of Canada, 
and many from the Eskimo of the 
mainland and islands of the Bering 
Sea, 

From the Far East, examples of 
Ceylon, Java, Bali and New Guinea 
masks were shown; also from Japan, 
where masks are still used in the 
theater.

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The Godey Complimentary Dinner 


Mr, Godey, publisher of the Lady’s 
Book, was complimented on Thursday, 
December 20th 1856, with a dinner, 
by a number of his warm friends, 
most of them booksellers, and mem- 
bers of the Philadelphia press. The tes- 
timonial was the more gratifying, be- 
cause made from a genuine personal 
regard, by men who, for years, hhave 
been close business and friendly re- 
lations with him they sought to 
honor. For over twenty-five years, 
Mr. .Godey has occupied his present 
position of publisher of the Lady’s 
Book, (now cherished mostly because 
of its fine prints), and of the many 
hundreds of persons who, during that 
long period, have had business inter- 
course with him, few, if ‘any, can 
be found, who will not bear earnest 
testimony to his inflexible integrity, 
his generous regard for others, and 
the nobleness of his heart. 

The testimonial continues for sev- 
eral paragraphs, the article also lists 
many of the guests present. However, 
the informative part of the article 
was Mr. Godey’s response to the 
chairman’s address, which I have 
copied in full. (I. B.) 

“I began the “‘Lady’s Book” over 
twenty-five years ago, with but little 
capital, but many good friends, most 
of whom I have had the satisfaction 
to retain, and now see around me. 
It was considered a bold undertak- 
ing for the time; the country was 
not prepared for a work of this kind; 
but as the King’s name is said to be 
a tower of strength, so also, was that 
of my title, the “Lady’s Book.” It 
succeeded from the first, and has 
never retrograded, I; was commenced 
as an illustrated magazine, and the 
first engravings were purchased from 
my friend Hart, then Carey & Hart— 
the plates that Were used in their 
annuals. I paid them twelve dollars 
2 piece for them, and when, in suc- 
ceeding years, they raised the price 
to fifteen dollars, I was inclined to 
strike, and not pay so exhorbitant a 
price for an illustration. I have since 
paid two hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars for a single plate, and in one 
number of my book have published 
engravings that cost me over five hun- 
dred dollars. My friend Carey used 
to smile and joke with me about us- 
ing second-hand plates, The titles I 
of course changed to suit my pur- 
pose; this was a hint upon which my 
friends the booksellers have since ac- 
ted upon to perfection, for I have 
seen plates appear, originally as the 
Grecian Maid, then changed into an- 
other publication as Miranda, then 
Joan of Arc, and then Cassandra, and 
then go through all the poets until 
they got down to plain Marys and 
Janes. For this saving I think, they 
are indebted to me, and they ought 
to make the proper acknowledge- 
ment. The magazines have cultivated 
a taste for the fine arts, which, but 
for them, would still have been some-

what in its infancy. It used to be 
an old saying, “it is good enough for 
the country,” but that won’t now do; 
they know a good engraving in the 
country just as well as we do in the 
city. When I paid for my first copy, 
I thought ruin would come upon me; 
about one article in a number, “Writ- 
ten expressly for thig magazine,” was 
_— enough for my pocket in those 

ays. Since then, what has been paid 
for original matter, by the Philadel- 
phia Magazines, to the Holmes’, Long- 
fellows, Bryants, ‘Coopers, Willis’, 
Hentzs, Pauldings, and others? I have 
seen one number of a Philadelphia 
magazine, the literary matter in which 
cost $1200, and my friend Graham 
was the man who paid it. 

The Philadelphia Magazines were 
the first publications in this country 
to purchase original matter as a reg- 
ular business, and this continued to 
be the case for a long series of years, 
and would probably have been con- 
tinued, had not another magazine, 
with not a line of original matter, ob- 
tained a circulation of over one hun- 
dred thousand copies. We, of Phila- 
delphia, then came to the conclusion 
that our American people did not care 
who wrote the articles they read, pro- 
vided they were good, and the prac- 
tice of paying for original matter 
has somewhat abated. 

Your Chairman has been pleased 
to compliment me upon my industry. 
For the nearly twenty-six years that 
I have conducted the book. I have 
never been absent from the city but 
on three occasions, when the time 
amounted to two weeks. Not a num- 
ber has ever gone to press without 
my seeing and reading every page 
of it. My orders at the printing of- 
fice are to query every article upon 
religion or politics, for fear that it 
might escape my eye— for I will 
allow no man’s religion to be attacked 
or sneered at, or the subject of pol- 
itics to be mentioned in my book; the 
first is obnoxious to myself, and to 
the latter the ladies object, and it is 
my pleasure to please them, for to 
them—God bless the fairest portion 
of His creation—am [ indebted for 
mv snuecess 

I may mention one fact in regard to 
the popularity of the “Lady’s Book” 
among the ladies—a fact that some- 
times makes me feel as if I was 
growing old in years, I never can 
in heart—I sometimes receive letters 
from ladies who take the book for 
their children, whose mothers sub- 
scribed to it for them. 

Untiring industry are the words 
of your Chairman. (A Mr, Morris). 
I am untiring—-I work ten hours a 
day through nine months of the year, 
and for the other three months I 
am at my office until eleven o’clock at 
night. A friend, seated not far from 
me, once told he was never great in 
small matters. I am. I pay as much 
attention to a letter, containing twen- 


ty-five cents, as I do to one contain- 
ing twenty dollars. 

I have stated that I began without 
capital. I did—but I had credit. I 
have bought my paper of Messrs. Me- 
garge & Co. since I have been in 
business, and I can proudly say that 
I have never asked a favor of them, 
except to make me good paper. If 
I had wanted a favor, it would have 
been granted, for there is no man 
who has a kindlier heart than Charles 
Megarge. My bills with them have 
been about $3,000 a month—from 
present appearances, this year they 
will be much larger. 

Messrs. T.L. & P.G, Collins have 
printed the book so long, that I can- 
not remember when they commenced. 
The junior of the firm P. G. Collins 
was a man who was not fully under- 
stood but by those who mind, and 
who, under a rough manner, had the 
kindest of hearts; a man who was 
perhaps better informed on the top- 
ics of the day, and of matters past, 
than many who write professor to 
their names—no offence intended to 
the several professors here present. 
The senior of the firm, who is now 
present, that jolly, fat gentleman 
there, familiarly known as Old Col- 
lins—but why that prefix I know not— 
is my just, my firm, my good friend 
—I wear him in my heart of hearts. 

Adhesiveness must be a prominent 
phrenological development in me, for 
the binder who served up the first 
number of the book, still continues to 
bind it. She has never followed any 
other business, is now living in her 
own house, and the business is con- 
ducted by her own son, in partnership 
with his mother. 

My clerks have been with me a long 
time, One of them, now present, has 
been with me fifteen years, and I 
honor him as I would a brother. One 
of my clerks, who was with me from 
boyhood, became your Postmaster; 
two of them are brokers, and one a 
stationer, doing a very large business, 
I give employment to about eighty 
women, and men innumerable. 

These details may amuse some of 
my publishing friends here present 
but remember, gentlemen, this is a 
single publication; you have many, I 
have always rewarded labor well, as 
those who work for me can testify. 
I have never. had a note protested, 
and have always fulfilled every busi- 
ness obligation. 

It would take me the whole eve- 
ning to give a history of my friends 
here present; but I must not omit 
one “my halved heart”. In 1828, I 
was introduced to him over a com- 
posing stone, which, I presume, has 
had its influence upon our friendship. 
He has always been my mentor, my 
rock of refuge when any mooted point 
had arisen in my business. I have con- 
sulted him, and his decision has al- 
ways been final with me. An uninter- 
rupted friendship of twenty-seven 
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years is something to boast of; may 
it continue for our lives! Need I name 
the man who is so oe with us 
all?—Morton Mc Michael. 

en I commenced the Book, al- 
though a younger man than I now, 
though not better looking, I was de- 


termined that the “Lady’s Book” 
should be a moral work; and it is a 
source of great comfort to me that 
I can now say that not an oath can 
be found in the whole fifty-one vol- 
umeg of the book. 

In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, per- 
mit me to say, that to yourself and 
the other gentlemen who have had 
the conducting of this affair, I rei- 
terate my thanks, my everlasting gra- 
titude. Before taking my seat, I wish 
to offer a toast. Who could expect 
any other from me than the Press? 
To my friends of the city press, with 
every member of whom JI am on terms 
of perfect friendship, I return my 
thanks. But to the country press I 
wish particularly to allude; them I 
owe especial thanks for the many, 
very many acts of kindness I have re- 
ceived; I can never forget my obliga- 
tions to them.

Doctors Philatelic by Oscar Gottfried, 
published by The American Physician, 
i 1440 Broadway, New York 18, 
N. Y. 90 pages, 1954. Price $5.00 
Doctors Philatelic by Oscar Gott- 

fried, editor and publisher of The 

New York Physician, is a work on 

topical collecting of stamps having 

to do with medical history. But more 
it is a fascinating glimpse into world 
history, touching the Near East, and 

Far, Europe and the Americas. It 

glimpses science and the medical 

world, art, literature and politics. 

Martyrs are there who gave their 

lives to research and medicine that 

others might live. 

It is a kaleidoscope of progress 
from ancient physicians and scientists 
Aesculapius, Hippocrates, Hygeia, to 
Cuban Carlos Juan Finlay, American 
Walter Reed, French Pasteur, Polish 
Marie Curie, Danzig’s William Roen- 
tgen, and Susanna Orelli, first woman 
graduate in medicine, University of 
Zurich, Switzerland. 

Did you know five doctors signed 
the Declaration of Independence? 
Among them was John Bartlett who 
successfully introduced Peruvian 
bark for treatment of angina maligna. 
He is among those honored on U. S. 
Stamp #120. 

The Doctor! Remember that paint- 
ing of a doctor sitting by a sick 
child. bedded on two chairs in a cot- 
tage. The story is told below the 
stamp. Queen Victoria summoned her 
own doctor, Sir James Clark of Lon- 
don to sit beside this forester’s child 
near Balmoral Castle, and Luke 
Fildes, R. A. commemorated the oc- 
casion with his painting. Stamp #949 
issued 1947 by the U. S. Postoffice, 
reproduces this, ———— the 
100th anniversary of the American 
Medical Association. 

Heroes are here. Vladislaw Van- 
cura, physician, Czech underground 
worker, executed by the Germans, 
shows his character-lined face on 
Czechoslovakian stamp #375, issued 
1949. Farm-born Sun Yat-Sen, medi- 
cal school graduate, later provision- 
al president of China, is on China’s 
stamp #367. Farabi, Turkish physi- 
cian and philosopher who lived 870- 
950, and whose teachings gave Greek 
medicine to the Arabic world, has 
one of the most beautiful stamps in 
the book, for “20 Kurus.” 

The stamp commemorating Salva- 
dor Bienvenido Gauttier H, Dutch 
West Indies, shows the Social Secur- 
ity Hospital named*-after him, one 
of the rare buildings pictured. He 
introduced the first X-ray machine 
into the Dominican Republic. A stamp 
Italy #6105, honors Leonardo Da 
Vinci who made 750 sketches beside 
the dissected body. 


Adventure, discovery, service, sac- 
rifice, and heart throb are on every 
page. It is a book of art on stamps, 
art in design, art in painting, and 
in photography. From the stamp of 
Imhotep, physician of Memphis 3000 
B. C. honored in stamp #153, to 


Emile Roux who discovered anti- 
diptheria serum and anti-toxin serum, 
French stamp issued July 10, 1954, 
this is a picture gallery of the great. 
A bibliography on page 96 is for 
those who want to know more about 
their favorite hobby, and for others 
who want to do more than read as 
they run. No hobbyist in this branch 
of topical philately could miss a bet 
investing in this fine book.

It covers virtually all Long Play- 
ing recordings of Classical Music, 
Operas, and Folk Music, Band Music, 
and Diction which includes Docu- 
mentary, Drama, Poetry, Prose, and 
Religious; also Historical Reissues 
and Surveys, Holiday Music and Test 
Records. 


Music and performers are identified 
and classified and given a critical 
appraisal based on summarized re- 
views in important American and 
European periodicals. These period- 
icals are indexed by symbols as HO 
for HOBBIES Magazine. 


Rating symbols for the recordings 
include adequate, inadequate, mechan- 
ical faults, and no clear-cut opinion. 
Recordings go back to the days of 
78 rpm and, with the Prior Review 
listings, reach back 25 years or more. 
Full bibliographical information is 
given about each record. 


In this index of record reviews, the 
compiler was limited to a single com- 
pact entry for each record, but all 
possible was done to identify the 
works. Manufacturer, serial, and opus 
numbers are given, or, when lacking, 
date of composition or publication. 
For composers whose works have been 
organized in a thematic catalog, the 
numbers assigned the work there are 
given. The Kochel index for the works 
of Mozart (K), and other catalogs 
have been used, Wolfang Schmieder’s 
for J. S. Bach (S), Grove and Kin- 


sky-Halm index for Beethoven (G 


or K-H), etc. 


Material is presented in alphabet- 
ical order. Composer and Subject List 
with Index to Composite Releases be- 

ins “Aaronson, Irving, cf Victor LM 
7015 and ends with Zollner, Karl: cf, 
Renaissance X31. The Composite Re- 
leases sections has the alphabetical 
listings by Label. 


A 27 page, 3 column Performer In- 
dex is so arranged you can find what 
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has been recorded of your favorite 
musician, composition, conductor, ar- 
tists, or orchestra. You can trace in- 
dividual items hard to find by gen- 
eral listings. You get pertinent com- 
parisons of the various pressings. 
This wonderfully comprehensive 
guide seems to this reader a friend 
to the casual record buyer, a boon 
for the music librarian, and a must 
for the serious hobby collector in this 


field.

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Historical Glass Bread Plates 


The French have a proverb—Plus 
se change, La plus c’est la méme 
chose—the more it changes the more 
it is the same; and this maxim seems 
to hold good in the realm of food, 
though many times the food of one 
generation appears on the table of the 
next under a different name. The 
writer of the couplet— 

The modern Miss Muffet, 

hasn’t a tuffet, 

And doesn’t eat curds and whey. 
hasn’t sufficiently considered yogurt 
and cottage cheese. 

But urban living has changed our 
habits, brought a different dietary 
climate, and shifted the emphasis on 
different nutritional elements. 

In grandmother’s day when calories 
had never been heard of and nobody 
minded getting fat, bread was real- 
ly the staff of life and was served 
at every meal. And what bread it 
was—can we ever forget the mouth- 
watering aroma that filled the house 
ag the bread was,coming out of the 
oven. And the crunchy crusts cut off 
while the bread was almost too hot 
to handle, and «spread with thick yel- 
low butter. People had to work to 
have bread then. They raised the 
wheat, hauled it to town to the mill, 
and had it ground into flour. Then 
the journey home and the long hours 
to make the wheat into bread. So they 
gave thanks for it and even inscribed 
their thanks on the plates on which 
it was served; “Give us this day our 
daily bread,” came from the depths of 
their hearts, 

Today wheat is in surplus, and 
everyone takes it for granted. Our 
children, and especially our slimming 
daughters bless us if bread is not on 
the table. The American people have 
lost their old abandon about eating 
and an interesting result is that one 
notices fewer obese people here than 
fin Europe in spite of the more abun- 
dant food. 

There may or may not be a bread 
plate in a modern set of dishes but 
in the pressed glass patterns so pop- 
ular in the last half of the nineteenth

century there was always a bread 
plate and quite frequently it was the 
most attractive piece in the set. Then 
there was the custom of making bread 
plates to commemorate the events of 
the day or centennials of historic 
events of the past 

Because these events were mirrored 
on the plates so beloved by the house- 
wives of that time, a display of these 
plates is more than a collection of 
dishes; it is history on parade. But 
perhaps it is because of our nostalgia 
for grandmother’s table, and the 
bread plate that is no more, that the 
plates hold an especial appeal to the 
collector, for whom we picture here 
(See Cover) a few out of the many 
that were made. 

Upper Left 

1) Called the Three Presidents Plat. 
ter and made at the time of the 
assassination of Garfield. Garfield is 
given a place of honor equal to that 
of Washington and Lincoln, which 
shows the deep emotion which the 
assassination caused at the time. 

2) Full figure of McKinley made 
at the time of his death. The center 
of an earlier plate which had been 
brought out as a campaign souvenir 
was used, but the campaign slogans 
were removed and religious senti- 
ments added. 

8) Sometimes called a Currier and 
Ives plate ag it was taken from a 
“darky comic” by C. and I. This 
plate though not historical in the 
strictest sense is included because it 
illustrates a pioneer characteristic 
not often reflected in the pressed 
glass of the day. It is one of the few 
pieces that depicts humor. Although 
our ancestors were keenly alive to 
wit and satire, it perhaps indicates 
the seriousness with which they re- 
garded the staff of life that their love 
of fun was not mirrored in their 
plates, This scene is a delightful bit 
of whimsy with the dog pulling the 
cart and taking a notion to chase a 
rabbit at the same time. The conster- 
nation of the figure in the background 
iis indeed comical. 


Upper Right 

1) One of the many souvenir pieces 
of glass made for the ‘Centennial at 
Philadelphia in 1876 and bearing the 
dates 1776-1876. This shows the Art 
or Memorial Building which was one 
of the five buildings erected to house 
the Centennial. It was erected for a 
permanent art gallery and was one 
of the first finished. This gave the 
glassmakers more time to plan their 
pieces and cast their molds and so the 
building was often shown on glass, 
china, buttons, and other souvenir 
obiects. 

A little mystery adds interest to 
the platter as the significance of the 
word Continental over the building 
is not known, We know that was not 
the name of the building. Was it a 
bread plate used at the large Conti- 
nental Hotel where many of the Ex- 
position visitors stayed? Was it an 
advertisement or a souvenir given 
to these visitors? Or was it linked 
with the commemoration of the first 
Continental Congress held in Phila- 
delphia in Carpenters Hall in June 
1775? Can you help me in solving 
this mystery? 

2) A campaign plate for Theodore 
Roosevelt. The border contains sym- 
bols suggesting his recreations of 
golf, tennis, and dancing and his mili- 
tary life is represented by the rough 
rider and the eagle. The famous slo- 
gan “The Square Deal’ ig included. 

8) This plate ig from a complete 
collectible set made at the time of 
Garfield’s death and called the Gar- 
field Drape pattern. The plate is the 
only piece that has the picture of 
Garfield but the other pieces have the 
festoons of flowers and these make 
it a very attractive platter. 

Lower Left 

1) The Railroad Platter. This is 
probably the oldest plate shown. It 
commemorates the opening of the 
Union Pacific in 1869, and shows the 
famous engine No, 350, The dramatic 
moment in American history when 
the line from the East and the one 
from the West were joined in Utah 
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was an event which would naturally 
appeal to the glass makers. 

2) Possibly a Centennial piece, and 
certainly inspired by the great in- 
terest at that time in Franklin and 
his proverbs and sayings. “Waste not, 
Want not” was a philosophy of life 
firmly believed in before the days of 
modern economics. Some of the other 
sayings of Franklin that found their 
way on to plates were “Keep thy shop 
and thy shop will keep thee” and “Now 
I have a sheep and a cow everybody 
bids me good morrow.” 

8) The Sheaf of Wheat plate, prob- 
ably the most popular with our grand- 
mothers of all the plates shown. It 
was made jin at least two sizes, and 
was too popular then to be a rarity 
now. The fine stippling on the back 
gives it great brilliance and the words 
express the religious and reverent sen- 
timents of the time. 

Lower Right 

1)The Liberty Bell Platter or the 
Signer’s Platter. This and the Gar- 
field plate are the only ones taken 
from complete collectible sets. The 
other pieces in this set have the 
Liberty Bell but the platter alone 
carries the signers’ names. These 
names have a hallowed place in our 
history and some survive as house- 
hold words, such as your “John Han- 
cock” to “Gerry-mander” and “Bar- 
tlett Pear.” However one of the least 
known at the time has turned out to 
have the most value today. Button 
Gwinnett died a young man in a duel 
and even while alive signed his name 
very seldom. So his autograph is the 

rarest among the signers and sold 
recently for $28,500. 

) Faith, Hope and Charity. Anoth- 
er plate reflecting the religious feel- 
ing of the day. 

3) The Battleship Maine, A much 
later plate than the others, made in 
1898 at the time of the Spanish- 
American war. This plate is Milk 
glass, very popular-in that decade. 

Made to be hung on the wall as well 
as to use on the table it is smaller 
and less practical then the others.

Paperweight Collection 
at Corning 


The most important gift ever re- 
ceived by The Corning Museum of 
Glass is the subject of a special ex- 
hibition now on view at the Corning 
Glass Center. 

The collection includes 86 paper- 
weights of intricate design, made in 
France between 1846 and 1851, the 
golden age of suchscraftsmanship. 

Although paperweights have been 
manufactured for centuries, only dur- 
ing those few years in the mid-Nine- 
teenth Century did their fashioning 
become a decorative art of the first 
rank. The weights in the current ex- 
hibition are among the rarest and fin- 
est to survive from that great period, 
according to Thomas S. Buechner, dir- 
ector of the museum. 

The development of this unusual art 
took place because glass factories 
were frequently situated in areas re- 
mote from the workers’ homes. 

Since transportation was a difficult 
problem, glass workers frequently 
stayed in company dormitories during 
the week, and to occupy themselves 
profitably many devoted hours of 
painstaking skill to the creation of in- 
credibly intricate paperweights. 

Competition between workers to 
fashion ever more complex and color- 
ful designs became keen and the re- 
sults began to attract considerable at- 
tention. 

The manufacturers soon recognized 
the market potential and began to 


mass-produce paperweights to meet 
the demand. In a few years, however, 
quality began to decline and the fine 
craftsmanship which reached its peak 
about 1850 soon disappeared. 

Paperweights made during the gol- 
den period were used functionally for 
a time but as later products deterior- 
ated in quality the earlier weights 
became collectors’ items. 

The current exhibition has been es- 
pecially installed and lighted to bring 
to the public a view of some of these 
outstanding achievements of the 
glassmaker’s art. 

The paperweight collection is one 
of several special exhibitions schedu- 
led at the Corning Glass Center this 
summer by The Corning Museum of 
Glass, a non-profit, educational insti- 
tution, chartered by the New York 
Board of Regents- 

The air-conditioned Glass Center is 
open daily excepts Mondays from 9:30 
to’ 5:00. Admission is free and there 
is ample, free parking.

Colt Collection 
A Gift to Connecticut 


The wonderful Colt Collection, 
known around the world for its Colt 
45 which made American history, has 
been given by L. D. Silberstein to the 
State of Connecticut. It took 120 years 
to reach its growth. Now it will be 
placed in the Great Hall of the State 
Library, 

Mr. Silberstein, chairman of the 
Penn-Texas Corporation, the Pratt & 
Whitney Company, and president of 
the Foundation which owned the Colt 
Collection, made the gift to the peo- 
ple of Connecticut. “This is part of 
the heritage of the people of Hart- 
ford and of the whole state,’ he said. 
“It is theirs to enjoy now, and for 
all time.” 

Joseph E. Lowes of Pratt & Whit- 
ney was designated by Mr. Silberstein 
to handle all arrangements of the 
transfer and the new museum set-up. 
Governor Ribicoff accepted the gift 
for the people, 

Since 1940 a small part of the Colt 
Collection has been shown in a little 
museum at ‘Colt’s Patent Fire Arms 
Manufacturing Company at Hartford, 
a city made world-famous by ‘Colt. But 
much of the valuable and interesting 
material, including autographs, 
stamps, letters and documents, was 
not on display for lack of space. 

Firearm collectors and dealers vis- 
iting Hartford will find this New 
Colt Museum on Capitol Avenue 
across the street from the State Cap- 
itol. There they will see a vast col- 
lection of firearms gathered from the 
four corners of the world. 

But more important as Americana, 
the Collection contains the various 
models of the Colt firearms, includ- 
ing rifles that helped in the ‘“Win- 
ning of the West.” Perhaps its most 
famoug exhibit is the revolver, once 
dubbed “the peacemaker.” 

It scattered many a band of cattle 
rustlers, dropped many an outlaw to 
be buried with his boots on, failed 
many a tenderfoot before the ice-gray 
eyes and lightning draw of the West- 
ern Bad Man, and made many an In- 
dian trade his wares with a smile 
for shin plasters instead of silver 
dollars. 

Because of it, many a sheriff went 
safely home to his pioneering wife 
and barefoot, sunburned, hard-muscled 
songs who learned early to fan a Colt 
and save a life in some of the tough 
border towns of the Old West. 
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Yale Acquires Prized 
Autograph of 1762 Receipt 
Written Out By 
Button Gwinnett 


New Haven, Conn.,—A rare auto- 
graph of Button Gwinnett, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, has been acquired by 
Yale University by accident. 

Craig Colgate Jr. of Bethesda, Md., 
a 1955 graduate of Yale, had given 
to the library a packet of family 
papers dating back to the Revolution- 
ary period. Unknown to him, a hand- 
written and signed receipt by Button 
Gwinnett was among them. 

The university offered to return 
the valuable autograph, but Mr. Col- 
gate stood by his gift. The paper is 
a receipt reading: 

“Recd. October 12th 1762 of Mr. 
Ben Davies One hundred and seven 
pounds fourteen shillings & seven 
pence in Ballance of all Accounts as 
witness my hand - New York 

Button Gwinnett” 

Mrs. Zara J. Powers, librarian of 
historical manuscripts at Yale, said 
that Gwinnett’s signature is the 
rarest of all signers of the Declara- 
tion. Fewer than fifty specimens of 
his handwriting have been found. 
Only four of them are more than 
signatures. 

Robert Metzdorf, curator of manu- 
scripts at Yale, said the receipt, evi- 
dently for goods purchased from 
Gwinnett, a merchant, placed Gwin- 
nett in America six months earlier 
than had any previous record. The 
earliest previous record was April 10, 
1768, when Gwinnett had made a voy- 
age from Jamaica to Hispaniola to 
ransom a captive seaman.

CHURCHILL’S 
FAMOUS MASCOT 
NOW AT MUSEUM 


This oldest city in the U. S., and 
its municipal museum now provide 
the permanent home for one of the 
world’s most famous animals, Sir 
Winston Churchill’s war-time lion 
mascot “ROTA.” The now impressive- 
ly mounted animal died at the age 
of 17 last year. 

“ROTA” was born in a circus in 
1988. In 1948, when Churchill was 
prime minister during World War II, 
this lion was presented to him by the 
Zoological Society of London as a 
living war mascot and to commem- 
orate the magnificent victories in 
North. Africa. Pictures and news 
stories in London papers portrayed 
Churchill’s attachment to “ROTA” 
by permanently recording his fre- 
quent visits to this symbol of strength 
and courage which oftentimes mask- 
ed the docility of a house pet. 
“ROTA” displayed both characteris- 
tics. In his Memoirs “THE SECOND 
WORLD WAR” the peerless leader 
of war-time Britain referred to this 
lion as “an enlivening diversion.” 

During his lifetime “ROTA” fath- 
ered more than 60 cubs. Significant 
names were given to many of them. 
Four were named after the North 
African victories at Mareth, Alamein, 
Tunis and_ Bizerte. Then there 
were ones which bore names 
such as “MONTY” - “WAAF” - and a 
name that is quite familiar through- 
out the world - “IKE.” He was inter- 
nationally known because of his in- 
timate association with one of the 
most famous statesmen of the 20th 
Century and through his appearance 
in movies, all forms of printed media, 
radio and television. When he was 
shipped from England on last June 
16, the London EVENING STAND- 
ARD titled its send-off story with 
“Sir Winston’s Pet Going West.” 

This significant exhibit for the 
city’s municipal museum, the Light- 
ner Museum of Hobbies, was made 
possible by the civic-minded gesture 
of J. Earl Mickler of the Lion Motor 
‘Court who purchased it for this speci- 
fic purpose. It should be quite an 
interesting attraction for the thous- 
ands of annual visitors to this great 
tourist community; and it may well 
serve the purpose of being an histori- 
cal reminder that St. Augustine, Fla., 
the nation’s oldest city, was once a 
British possession ‘way back in her 
early history. 
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Some of the Museum’s fine old pewter collection. Made in Germany these 


beer servers date back as far as the year 1673, truly rare specimens. A 
visitor to the Museum has the opportunity of first-hand examination.

Franklin’s bathtub to turn up. The 
Cleanliness Bureau, whose collection 
of antique bath tubs was featured in 
the August issue, reminds us that 


this is the 250th anniversary of 
Franklin’s birth. 


This Bureau states that such a 
tub actually existed because two 
people saw it in Philadelphia within 
the last 20 years. Also, according to 
the Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania, the Pennsylvania Magazine of 
History and Biography, Vol. 67, page 
33, there is a reference to the Frank- 
lin tub, as follows: 


“Although perhaps B. F.’s fa- 
mous copper slipper bath that he 
imported from France was not ex- 
actly a penitential device, the 
philosopher frequented, it to ally 
a disorder of his increasing age. 
Being eminently practical-minded 
he ri up a book-rack on the 
instep of the slipper and assuaged 
the tedium of bathing by reading 
as he soaked. The receipted bills 
for his bath thermometer are still 
preserved in Philadelphia in the 
Library of the American Philo- 
sophical Society.”

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Tiny pieces of old English glass shown here with their larger contemporaries 
illustrate the products of a little-known but highly-skilled branch of glassmaking 
that flourished in the late 18th and early 19th Centuries in England. The miniatures 
are part of a collection now being shown in The Corning Museum of Glass at the 
Corning Glass Center, Corning, N. Y. These pieces were copied in intricate detail 
from the cut Irish decanter, left, which was made about 1800, and an English 


goblet, made about 100 years earlier. 





MINIATURES 
IN GLASS 


Miniatures in glass - once probably 
the toys of British children is an- 
other intriguing feature of the sum- 
mer presentations at The Corning, N. 
Y., Museum of Glass this year, 

More than 150 goblets, decanters 
and other pieces of table glass make 
up the collection. They were produced 
in England between 1750 and 1850, 
probably for use as children’s play- 
things. 

The largest piece in this rare col- 

lection is about two inches tall. The 
smallest is a teaspoon less than a 
sixteenth of an inch in diameter. 
_ An amazing faithfulness of detail 
is found in the miniatures, They are 
intricately shaped and finished in 
imitation of English and Venetian 
table glass of the late 18th and early 
19th Centuries, 

Using glassworking techniques in 
fashion during that period, the min- 
iatures were blown, cut and enameled 
into the same shapes and colors as 
their larger contemporaries. 

The high degree of craftsmanship 
that went into their manufacture is 
emphasized by the use of decorative 


techniques that are difficult even 
when used in full-sized glass. 

For instance, the collection includes 
seven miniature cordial glasses, about 
an inch high, which have cotton and 
color twist stems, There is a tiny ta- 
ble service of blue opaline and a com- 
plete 30-piece tea set, done in Milk 
glass and enameled with a flower 
pattern.

On July 12 Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield accepted the 
1955 “Citation for Meritorious Ser- 
vice to Safety,” awarded the Post 
Office Department by the National 
Safety Council. 

The award cites the “United States 
Post Office Department for its con- 
tribution to public safety through an 
outstandingly successful community 
by community traffic safety pro- 
gram.” 

The presentation was made in Mr. 
Summerfield’s office by Ned H. Dear- 
born, President of the National Safe- 
ty Council. 

The Postmaster General accepted 
the award on behalf of more than a 
half million postal. people who have 
led and stimulated local safety pro- 
grams with the new knowledge they 
have acquired by participating in the 
Dapartment’s safety program. This 
award from the Council is the second 
such annual award to be won by the 
Post Office Department. The first 
was for 1954. 

Before 1953, the Post Office De- 
partment possessed one of the worst 
traffic accident records in the entire 
Federal Government. Upon learning 
this, Mr. Summerfield, shortly after 
he assumed office, instituted_the De- 
partment’s first «intensive safety and 
health program, which included safe 
driving instruction as well as driver 
examination and physical reaction 
tests. 

“Until that time, although there 
had been a Director of Safety and 
Health in the Department, he had 
been without funds or adequate staff

“They were given top priority to 
get a program going,” he added. “The 
motor vehicle and traffic safety pro- 
gram is only two years old today, 
and yet the record it has established 
is extraordinary. 

“For example, in 1955, accidents 
involving postal vehicles in metro- 
politan areas were down to 3 per 
100,000 miles driven, compared with 
an old average of 13 per 100,000 
miles driven. 

“Although in 1955, the Post Office 
Department’s 85,000 vehicles were 
driven more than 850 million miles, 
the driver fatalities were the lowest, 
proportionately, in our  history—a 
total of 4,” Mr. Summerfield noted. 


On July 30 Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield announced 
that the special 3-cent stamp to com- 
memorate Labor Day will be first 
placed on sale at Camden, N. J. on 
September 3, 1956. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimension, arranged vertic- 
ally in a double outline frame, printed 
by the rotary process, electric-eye 
perforated, and issued in sheets of 
50. The color of the stamp will be 
blue. The printing of 120,000,000 3- 
cent Labor Day stamps has been au- 
thorized. 

The model of the stamp was devel- 
oped from the central subject of a 
mural designed by Lumen M. Winter, 
in the AFL-CIO headquarters build- 
ing in Washington, D. C., depicting 
a man, a woman and a child. In the 
lower left corner is the inscription 
“Labor is Life—Carlyle.” Across the 
top of the stamp in a dark frame is 
the wording “Labor Day” and across 
the bottom “U.S. Postage.” The de- 
nomination “3c” is shown in the low- 
er right portion of the stamp. All 
lettering is in white face Gothic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of the 3-cent Labor Day 
commemorative stamp may send ad- 
dressed envelopes, together with 
money order remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed, to 
the Postmaster, Camden, N. J. An 
enclosure of medium weight should be 
placed in each envelope and the flap 
either turned in or sealed. The out- 
side envelope to the Postmaster

OLDEST PHILATELIC 
SOCIETY IN AMERICA 


On September 24th the Chicago 
Philatelic Society will issue its an- 
nual set of three historical cachets, 
in connection with the Society’s 70th 
anniversary philatelic exhibition. 

The cachets this year continue the 
railroad commemoration theme which 
has been so popular for the last ten 
years and will be more beautiful 
than ever. The subject of the set is 
the 125th anniversary of the first reg- 
ular service of the New York Cen- 
tral system, one of the largest of 
the great railway lines radiating from 
Chicago—the great railway center of 
the nation, 

The first train service was inaugu- 
rated September 24, 1831, on the orig- 
inal Mohawk & Hudson Railroad, over 
its 17 miles, from Albany to Schenec- 
tady. The DeWitt Clinton, one of the 
first successful steam railway en- 
gines, pulled the string of stage coach 
cars, to the acclaim of thousands of 
excited citizens along the line. its 
coaches had flange wheels and ran on 
rails of strap iron. It was the first 
railroad train ever to operate in New 
York state and one of the very first 
in America to run on a regular 
schedule. 

Thus began the great New York 
Central system of today. The first 
train of these lines entered Chicago 
in May 1852. 

Three exciting events in New York 
Central history will be featured on 
these cachets: 

1. The First Run of the DeWitt 

Clinton—1831. ~~ 
2. Abraham Lincoln Funeral Train 
—1865, 

8. The First Fast Mail—New York 

to Chicago—1875.

One week in May, 1956, we took 
from stock a copy of the History of 
Business Depressions, written by Mr. 
Lightner in 1921 and published in 
1922 — back in the days when money 
was still hard and a dollar was still 
a dollar. 

On the same week in May the 
beautiful mushroom cloud glowed 
above Bikini and the stock market 
had its greatest drop for a week 
since 1930. There was absolutely no 
connection between these two things 
except the date. But if hydrogen 
bombs ever begin to boom or our 
superheated, inflated prosperity be- 
gins to bust; then the golden bowl 
will be broken and the pitcher will 
be broken at the fountain for this 
old world. 

With hard money gone, in case of 
any threat of depression, we expect 
our great majority of debtor voters 
and voters who depend upon govern- 
ment printing press checks to force 
inflation into the trillions, so that 
your old billions will not buy much. 

A great many books on prosperity 
and depressions have gone over the 
dam since O. C. Lightner penned this 
volume thirty-five years ago. Most 
of them were ‘written to uphold some 
new theory or capitalize on some new 
situation. Most of them are ancient 
history now. But somehow this 
simple, clear history of what has 
happened in the past to industrv. 
labor, commerce and finance, that 
peddles no fancy theories and shows 
no intricate charts, still seems a quiet, 
helpful guide for anyone through 
either boom or bust. Certainly the 
basic principles noted in the book car- 
ried the publishing business owned 
by Mr. Lightner safetly through the 
most devastating depression in our 
historv

When you get your new Albuquer- 
que 250th anniversary stamp, buy a- 
nother one and paste it in your hat. 
For the Albuquerque area holds the 
key to much of the geography of 
America. In this we speak of geo- 
graphy as the geographers do, as, 


“Adaptation of human beings to their 
environment”, not the mere physio- 
graphy of the terrain. 

South and west of Albuquerque 
250 years ago Indians were “souls” 
to be saved (and perhaps iat times 
bodies to be enslaved). North and 
east the Indians were “savages” to 
be exterminated or at least cheated 
and hoodwinked. A long history since 
has arisen from that early divergence 
of doctrine. The culture of the 
northern Indian is preserved only in 
relics. The culture of the Indian 
south of the border is preserved in 
native handicrafts. 

Four hundred years ago, when the 
steeds of Alvarado and other conquis- 
tadors snorted up the valley. toward 
the Indian pueblos of Santa Fe and 
Taos they planted the seed of horse- 
power for expanding Americana for 
the next 350 years. By the time 
Albuquerque was founded bareback 
Indians by the thousands had jumped 
astride bareback wild horses descend- 
ed from these steeds and were on 
their way to becoming the most dar- 
ing horsemen that world history has 
ever recorded. 

Later blue coated cavalry was to 
ride descendants of these same Span- 
ish horses into battle against the 
daring Comanches. From Ohio west 
the horsepower of Americana was to 
be Spanish with a touch of European 
breeding. Up to the Civil, War re- 
peater rifle many battles were to be 
won by the dashing speed of Indian 
horsemen meeting slow burning pow- 
der in old style muskets and long 
rifles. This changed both the pattern 
and the timing of westward expan- 
sion.

Two great fantasies, a hundred 
years apart, have had a great im- 
pact not only on American letters, 
but upon American life as well. In 
our July issue, Cyri: Clemens review- 
ed well the interesting story of James 
Hilton, his Lost Horizon and his 
Shangri-la. 

Shangri-la fell like a brilliant star 
from the blue into the mad mechan- 
ical minded mob of modern America. 
Everybody paid attention to it. Every- 
body was impressed. Perhaps the 


Sermon on the Mount was so many 
words lost in the whirr of machinery. 
But the same sort of lesson in a 
fantasy dressed up as far away places 
with strange sounding names ‘went 
straight to the heart of America and 
started a new search for the basic 
things in life. 

Shangri-la was so real and en- 
tirely natural that millions of Am- 
ericans as they look abroad into the 
great world are assuming that 
somewhere, hidden in strange primi- 
tive customs, are some of those sim- 
ple, natural ideas that may be of 
great service to the modern world 
in finding its bearings. 

A hundred years ago Herman Mel- 
ville, the literary Peck’s Bad Boy of 
his day, was writing a fantasy series 
on little known south sea islands with 
such realism that only toward the 
close of the story would the real idea 
suddenly explode in the face and 
mind of the reader. In the literary 
world of Americana, where one gen- 
erally had a choice between a gooey, 
heroic story by Sir Walter Scott, or 
a very, very highbrow dissertation on 
nearly nothing at all, Melville’s fan- 
tasies fell like so many firecrackers. 
How he was hated by the elect liter- 
ati of his day. 

America accepted Melville’s Moby 
Dick as another tall sea yarn, and 
hid under the bed, or burned, such 
stories as Typee and Omoo that im- 
plied that there might be basic moral 
codes that were at variance with the 
puritannical standardized code of 
early New England days. This au- 
thor who as a young boy had been 
badly mistreated by the navy of his 
day and then befriended and lovingly 
cared for by a wild cannibal tribe had 
a story to tell, and he told it as 
fantasy. The You and I of that 
day were such nice people that we 
would not read such horrible stories. 
But geographers read them. Sociolo- 
gists read them. Sincere students of 
divinity read them. They picked out 
the parts that could be explained in 
terms of our accepted ideals or ac- 
cepted religions, and fed them back 
to us in spoon size doses. 

A parable is a parable. And some 
of the best in Americana has been 


stated as fantasy.

Money of 


Yesteryear

(Continued from last month) 


To the East the Holy Roman By- 
zantine Empire began producing 
coins, which, in design, were very 
inferior to the Early Roman, To the 
West, the influence of the great sol- 
dier, Charlemagne, backed by his in- 
domitable will and good intentions 
as to education, religion, and sci- 
ence fathered the production of coins 
which even today are still of singular 
beauty. Many specimens in this se- 
ries exist in the hands of museums 
aud private collectors. 

After Charlemagne," there came a 
chaotic condition of monetary values. 
Later ag the Provinces, States, and 
Nations became independent and 
wealthy enough, they produced their 
own coinage. As these coins began to 
circulate it was common to find coins 
of France, Germany, the Dutch Prov- 
inces, Spain, Italy, the Papal States 
and others in circulation. 

The confusion resulting from this 
great variety of currency can be real- 
ly understood if we bear in mind that 
the common or poorer classes of peo- 
ple knew little of the value of money. 
If they saw any at all it was the 
minor copper coins. 

Later this condition was changed 

and a rational currency plan was 
developed by each nation. The result 
of this was easier intercourse between 
the financial centers of the various 
Nations and a definite exchange rela- 
tionship came into being. 
_ Where does the fun come in find- 
ing out all this? Looking up histor- 
ical facts, dates and other details 
is no more difficult than doing cross- 
word or jigsaw puzzles, The only dif- 
ference is that when you have found 
these facts they are yours for as 
long as you wish to remember them. 

So, having completed a quick trip 
with the aid of our magic carpet, we 
step from it into the year 1956 in the 
U.S.A. Here we find a well-ordered 
currency in daily use, without confu- 
sion. It is understood by small chil- 
dren, who really are the U.S. cent 
and nickel collectors of the land. 

It is astounding the lack of knowl- 
edge some people display regarding 
the value of old coins. If they were 
selling real estate, or stocks or bonds 
they would first find out the present 
value from some responsible source. 
Then they would secure a buyer at 
the correct price, preferably plac- 


ing upon the coins a price that would 


be fair to the purchaser as well as 
the seller. 

When it comes to coins, however, 
people seem to go haywire. An old 
collector who has been operating a 
grocery store for decades, and col- 
lecting coins, really in a systematic 
manner, having enough knowledge to 
go after rarities, was recently visited 
by one of our many traveling “pick- 
ers” of coins. 

After some conversation, this gro- 
cer brought out a ROLL of FIFTY 
Brilliant Uncirculated 1909s VDB 
Cents, retailing now at from $37.50 
to $40 per cent, The visitor asked 
how much the grocer wanted for the 
roll, The grocer got out a coin book 
about 85 years old and noted that 
the cents listed in it at $2.00 each He 
said, “They must have gone up some 
since then. Suppose you pay me $4 
each?” So, he received $200 for what 
any legitimate dealer would have 
gladly paid $1500. This is exactly 
ag the story was told to me by the 
purchaser. 

There have been several instances 
where, a few years ago, a 
purchasers would come across gol 
coins in the house they visited, ap- 
pear suspicious, inform the owner 
that it was against the law to have 
them, and then buy the gold pieces 
on the “hush” for HALF of face 
value. Buying twenty dollar gold piec- 
es for ten dollars when they are 
worth a good premium over the twen- 
ty is certainly not losing any money 
—or giving the seller any break. I 
know of $500 worth of rare gold coins 
that were purchasd in this manner. 

Then there was the collection of 
around 100 gold Fifty Dollar slugs 
that were purchased at $75 each. 
They retail from $500 to $2500 each. 
This occurred several years ago. 

On the other hand, the refusal to 
sell or just not trust anyone can be 
exasperating to a legitimate dealer. 
There was a collector who commenced 
accumulating rolls of uncirculated 
coins from all mints as early as 1910. 
Every year he diligently sent away

to get them, complete, all denomina- 
tions. 

We understand that the collector 
died in 1927 and the practice of send- 
ing away for the rolls was continued 
by his two sisters, at least until 1940. 
The value of such a hoard would be 
almost uncountable. 

A friend collector who once saw 
part of the hoard relates how some 
of the rolls were broken open, He 
saw, tumbled out, forty gem uncircu- 
lated 1921s nickels (catalogue $60 
apiece) and 1919s layi::g there, forty 
of them, all beautiful (catalogue $100 
apiece). 

Today, I understand, the coins will 
not be shown, are not for sale, and 
no acknowledgement of their exist- 
ence is made. BUT, this is in a cmall 
town, and occasionally, perfect, uncir- 
culated pieces turn up in change at 
the local stores. Rumor has it, that 
some closely related teenagers, ig- 
norant of the coins’ values have been 
“raiding” the hoard quietly to get 
pocket change. 

So it goes. To the non-collecting 
public, the feeling still persists that 
a coin has to be all battered and 
worn, and very old to be of value. 
The opposite is the case. 

The rarest coins are from 1916 up, 
not 1916 back, particularly in gem 
condition. Sometimes we have the ex- 
treme where someone owns a battered 
old coin, and, because it is old, ex- 
pects a fabulous price. I had a wom- 
an write me after a column I wrote 
on coin weights, She said she had a 
weight set that was very old. Her de- 
scription indicated it was very old 
and scarce and her records said it 
had sold for around $100 for the set. 
I wrote and inquired how much. she 
wanted for the get. She replied $5000. 
That’s like asking $10,000 for a broken

At Dickens’ Sale 


A large dingy room in King Street, 
St. James’, hung round with soiled 
green baize, the haunt of brokers and 
speculators has been of late the scene 
of two most interesting events—the 
sale of the manuscripts of Walter 
Scott, and of the effects of Charles 
Dickens. The former incident has now 
become too remote for notice, and was 
in itself less noteworthy upon public 
grounds; for who but a professional 
dealer in such treasures, or a man 
of exceptionally large means, could 
afford to purchase the original Waver- 
ly, the autograph Rob Roy? The great 
majority of spectators could only 
“look and long” and, we may add, sigh 
for shame! For why, in the case of 
acknowledged masterpieces of Liter- 
ature, should not the nation make 
itself, by purchase, possessed of that 
which has covered it with honor? The 
public money has been spent by tens 
of thousands upon art-specimens of 
“the old masters,’ about the authen- 
ticity of which—to judge by the dis- 
putations that, in many cases, the 
appreciation of the pictures them- 
selves requires “an education” which 
may, after all, be a perversion of the 
understanding, but with respect to the 
most precious monuments of our na- 
tional literature, our rulers take no 
heed of them, or grudge the few hun- 
dreds that would be necessary to se- 
cure them to our posterity forever. 
It would doubtless raise a smile to 
hint that the great foundation of 
Trinity ‘College, Cambridge, is prin- 
cipally interested to the great mass 


of Englishmen from the fact of its 
possessing the original manuscript of 
Lycidas; but we firmly believe it to 
be the case. And yet Lycidas, master- 
poem though it be, is a small thing, 
so far ag the national affection is 
concerned, compared with other works 
which our countrymen not only ad- 
mire but delight in, the manuscripts 
of which have gone no man knows 
whither, 

If, among the “effects” at dead 
Dickens’ sale, the autograph manu- 
script of Pickwick had been included, 
—a book we instance not as his best, 
but because it was the work whereby 
he first took that world by storm of 
which he held calm possession till 
the end, as though it were not a 
challenge plate, of which a hundred 
competitors were yearning to deprive 
him,—we verily believe that it would 
have sold for its weight in gold. But 
the property in question comprised 
no such treasure. It was composed 
of certain pictures, water-color draw- 
ings, and objects of art, all of which, 
with a few exceptions, fell far short 
of the first class, and probably offered 
but a poor contrast in themselves to 
the contents of the last catalogue that 
had been handed about in the same 
room, or to any of those “desirable 
properties” of “gentlemen of taste 
recently deceased,” which Messrs. 
Christie and Manson are instructed 
every day to bring to the hammer. 
And here, at the out set, let it be 
stated that it was by Mr. Dickens’s ex- 
press desire that this sale took place. 
In the (temporary) silence of detrac- 
tion, and amid the hush of a genuine

Moreover, as tor the 
socalled “objects of art’”’,—mere house- 
hold treasures, we (who knew him 
well) can easily believe that it was 
hig desire that those who loved him 
from afar, and might not so much 
as have seen his face, should have the 
chance to take away with them, 11 
they would, to there own homes some 
relic, however trifling, of him who, 
above all men, has striven to make 
home a sacred word ‘with them, If 
there had been seven hundred of these 
objects, instead of seventy (as there 
were), there would have been eager 
purchasers for all. The sums which 
even the smallest of them realized 
were so enormous, so out of all pro- 
portion to their intrinsic worth, that 
no slender purse could compass them; 
and many a would be purchaser went 
sorrowfully away, lamenting that the 
Rich prize the memory of Charles 
Dickens almost as much as his own 
Poor. 

The assemblage was even more mot. 
ly than might have been expected on 
such an occasion, and included all 
degrees of men and women,—there 
being a far greater proportion of 
the latter than are usually found 
in such scenes.

The 
broker, of course, was there, as 
elsewhere (and how significantly he 
tapped his nose at the prices); the 
old gentleman who starts the bidding 
for the one thousand pound picture 
with a half crown, and puffs with re- 
lief when the responsibility is taken 
out of his mouth; the strong-minded 
woman, who comes with her husband, 
and refrigerates him with a whisper 
when he gets heated by rivalry, and 
but for her would ejaculate “and a 
“arf, and a arf” till he was a beggar.

writings of physicists and chemists 
are in greater demand than those of 
scientists concerned with animate 
forms of life, such as the zoologists 
and the botanist whose laboratory is 
Nature’s own backyard. This is prob- 
ably a reflection of our ‘preoccupa- 
tion with the physical sciences rather 
than with Nature herself, with the 
atom and the ultimate secrets of the 
universe, rather than with the life 
around us. 

As a group, however, there are 
great personalities, great giants, great 
figures among the naturalists. While 
in the country during the summer 
I read again one of my favorite 
books, Donald Culross Peattie’s An 
Almanac for Moderns, From the pa- 
ges of Mr. Peattie’s book the great 
naturalists come to life and speak 
to tthe reader. Although I don’t be- 
lieve I ever finished the book, I have 
browsed through most of it, Mr. Peat- 
tie accounts for what he sees on 
many of the days of the year and he 
accounts for what he thinks on the 
balance of the three hundred and six- 
ty-five days. His observations and 
ruminations begin appropriately on 
the first day of spring, when the 
world once again comes to life—at 
least calendar-wise. 

Mr. Peattie writes lovingly of Na-

the great naturalists from Bruno to 
de Vries. He characterizes Audubon 
as “puckish”; Wilson as “bitter, hu- 
morless, little.’ He says that “Lin- 
naeus was the first naturalist to whom 
it occurred to take a great trip to 
Nature itself.” He discusses Edward 
Lear’s book of nonsense botany. And 
his characterization as well as his 
appraisal of the noted eccentric, Con- 
stantine Samuel Rafinesque, show the 
depth and breadth of Peattie’s own 
knowledge and penetration. 

Mr. Peattie’s Almanac and Green 
Laurels (a group of biographies of 
the great naturalists) as well as his 
other writings are excellent for the 
naturalist as well as the collector 
who does not know Linnaeus from 
Lamarck. For the naturalist Mr. Peat- 
tie’s comments are individual and in- 
teresting, always “mulled over.” For 
non-naturalist Mr. Peattie’s enthu- 
siasm is so great that the reader will 
soon be converted and intrigued with 
a whole new world. 

The naturalists who are regarded 
most important historically are usu- 
ally the ones whose autographs bring 
the highest prices. Linnaeus, the Swe- 
dish botanist who dared to institute 
a new system of classification based 
on the pistils and stamens of flowers, 
is extremely rare. He wrote in Latin 
but many collectors would willingly 
dust off their Allen and Greenough 
Latin Grammars for the thrill of hav- 
ing one of his letters, Gregor Mendel, 
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September, 1956 


whose theories on dominant and re- 
cessive characteristics are the bases 
for our understanding of principles of 
heredity, is extremely desirable—and 
extremely rare. Mendel conducted his 
experiments in his cloister garden 
and published an account in 1865. 
His work did not come to the atten- 
tion of scientists until 1900. 

On the American market there is a 
good supply of the letters of the great 
French naturalists, such as Buffon 
and Cuvier, Interesting scientific let- 
ters can be purchased reasonably. 

Peattie calls Henry David Thoreau 
“, .. the father of all American na- 
ture writers. .. .”’? Thoreau is a na- 
ture writer in the same sense as is 
Virgil in his Georgics or Lucretius in 
his De Rerum Natura, Many of my 
friends who can not tell a pine tree 
from a hemlock enjoy and are in- 
spired by reading Walden, primarily 
a philosophical study. Thoreau is a 
nature writer in the highest inter- 
pretation of that phrase. Pages from 
Thoreau’s journals frequently come 
on the autograph market. The pages 
are, of course, unsigned and usually 
sell for about $150 a page, Those 
leaves which I have seen appear to be 
hastily written, with numerous in- 
sertions and changes. Here Thoreau 
recorded his observations on seasonal 
changes, flora, fauna, and life gen- 
erally. 

John Jacques Audubon’s letters 
are almost as eagerly collected ag his 
prints. The vitality with which he in- 
fused his drawings is not always ap- 
parent in his letters but his impor- 
tant position and the desirability of 
his letters compensate somewhat for 
any lack of interest. 

Naturalists who were contempora- 
ries of Audubon, Alexander Wilson 
and Rafinesque, are exceedingly rare. 
Both are desirable. Wilson, a Scot- 
tish weaver, poet, and friend of Wil-

A Novel Hobby Makes 
Expert on Punches 


An expert on punches, but no pu- 
gilist, is R. Hervey Angier of Los 
Angeles, a Southern Pacific Railroad 
engineer who pursues a unique hobby 
of collecting punch marks made by 
transportation ticket collectors. 

The custom of punching railroad 
tickets began in the old days of dia- 
mond-stackers as a protection for 
both the company and passengers. 


Through the years the system of 
punched tickets spread to bus and 
steamship companies, ferry boats and 
bridges and even the old river show- 
boats. 

When Angier, a man with 33 years 
of SP service, discovered that every 
conductor had his own punch design 
for marking tickets he began to see 
how many designs he could collect. 


In a few years he has found more 
than 1,000 individual marks gathered 
during his trips aboard various trans- 
portation carriers, with the marks 
varying from animals and birds to 
signs of the zodiac. 

“Many ask me why an engineer 
would start a hobby like this,” Angier 
said. “Maybe it’s because my father 
was a conductor on the Illinois Cen- 
tral out of Cherokee, Iowa. Another 
reason is that I wanted a hobby in 
railroading that was different and of 
interest to the public.” 

Southern Pacific has issued more 
than 1,000 marks to its own conduc- 
tors in its eight-state territory. 

“First they used designs like hearts 
and spades and clubs,” said Angier. 
“Then they came out with outlines 
of animals, birds, and even parts of 
railway equipment.” 

Angier’s collection now includes 
such punch marks as a palm tree, 
canary, pipe, the accusing finger of 
Judas, Star of Bethlehem, flowers, 
numerals, alphabet letters and signs 
of the zodiac. 

“By looking at a railroad ticket 
after the trip i§ over, the company 
can follow the journey, knowing 
which conductors handled the ticket 
along the way. 

“If a passenger applies for a re- 
fund on his ticket, the company 
checks the ticket for punch marks 
and determines how far he traveled 
and, therefore, how much refund he 
has coming,” Angier said. 

“Then too,’ he continued, “if a 
ticket is punched in error the com- 
pany can spot the wrong mark, know 
that the passenger didn’t travel in 


‘that area on the trip and is eligible 


for a rebate for that portion of his 
trip. So, it’s a two-way protection 
for company and traveler.” 

Engineer Angier’s plans for his 
next vacation- He expects to visit 
the Southwest — and, of course, col- 
lect some new and different punched 
tickets for his expanding and unusual 
hobby.

The same English officers greatly ap- 
preciate the moral effect, however, 
and have full belief in the necessary 
of artillery.’ 


As a result of the embargo which 
the British placed on the importation 
of ammunition in 1774 the American 
forces during the time of the Kevo- 
lution were in desperate need of gun- 
powder. Henry Wisner, a man of 
Swiss birth, established a gupowder 
mill at his home in Ulster County, 
New York, which helped meet some

Talking to the noted arms writer 
Jac Weller just the other day | learn- 
ed some interesting facts about fire- 
arms violations in New York City, 
despite their stringent pistol and re- 
volver regulations. Most of the wea- 
pons used are of the type which sold 
from two to five dollars in mail-order 
houses thirty to fifty years ago. 
Quality arms are rarely taken or 
found in the hands of criminals and 
he stated that never has anything 
like a S&Wi .857 Gagnum, .44 S&W 
Special or .30 Mauser ever been 
picked up. Of the firearms seized 
from criminals the greater percentage 
are stolen (and we assume from 
people who have a legal right to their 
ownership) — all of which points to 
the already well-established fallacy 
that registration of firearms will cut 
down criminal usage of same. But— 
— little we can do about that

One of the places to go while in 
Chicago is the George F. Harding 
Museum on Chicago’s South Side at 
4853 Lake Park Avenue. Here will 
be found an extremely fine collection 
of arms and armour which Mr. Hard- 
ing started collecting about the time 
of World War I and up to the very 
time of his death in 1939. There 
are here 63 suits of armour along 
with many helmets, breast plates, 
gauntlets, some forty shields, twelve 
chanfrons, 122 swords, ete. The col- 
lection consists only of definitely au- 
thenticated specimens and an attempt 
has been made to get together as 
complete and accurate representation 
of all types of armour and kindred 
pieces as is possible. Hours are one 
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to five, except Monday ana Saturday. 
Admission is free. Check for summer 
hours before visiting. 


Two new lists just came to our 
desk, both on military subjects. The 
one dealing with military and histori- 
cal miniatures is replete with illus- 
trations of miniaturia for sale by 
Polks of 314 Fifth Ave., New York, 
the other dealing with Militaria for 
sale by Alfred C. Batson, Valley 
Forge, Pa., contains a great many 
books and plates on uniforms, wea- 
pons and military items in general. 


At the thirteenth North-South

We were bound to have it happen 
department. The Company of Mili- 
tary Collectors and Historians decided 
a short while back to limit their 
membership to 600 members. The 
reasons are manifold but the most 
important being’ that membership 
should be an honor or privilege grant- 
ed only to those of high standards 
and not merely offered to “joiners”; 
that the size of the membership 
should be limited to such size that 
members will still be able to know 
each other, or enough of each other. 
The limitation of membership will 
rather unfortunately keep out deserv- 
ing individuals, but at the same time 
achieve a higher quality membership. 
Several gun collector groups are no 
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longer offering publication announce- 
ments of their coming meetings for 
much the same reason. Because of 
the fear of legal difficulties these 
groups allow only members and their 
families to attend meetings — notices 
to the members are sent only by mail 
and the public is thus generally ex- 
cluded, as undesirable or potentially 
dangerous. One group, still too young 
to be bothered with this sort of thing 
and seeking active membership from 
the outside is the Potomac Arms 
Collectors Group. Plans are being 
made for a two day meeting on Sep- 
tember 29 and 30 at the Statler Hotel 
here in Washington, D.C. 

Ample evidence that while the 
laws are generally directed against 
the gun owner and collector, the law 
in court will with sufficient prodding 
be adhered to! Sometime early this 
year Martin Retting of Culver City, 
Calif., had three pistols seized from 
his dealer’s stock because these were 
not vistols or revolvers, but “gad- 
gets” and thus subject to registration 
automatically under sections of the 
National Firearms Act. These items 
were the Chicago “Protector” and 
Minneapolis “Protector” pistols, both 
pistols and revolvers as collectors 
can see them — but the law felt 
otherwise and the case was brought 
to court. Using! such outstanding 
witnesses as James Hicks, Fred Da- 
tig, Russell Patterson and John Ar- 
nold, all writers and recognized arms 
authorities, Retting had his case won 
when the court disallowed the feder- 
al attorney’s claims. The case is im- 
portant both because it shows that 
we are still able to obtain redress 
for illegal arms seizure and because 
it offers a fine precedent for future 
instances. 





The number of cartridge types de- 
veloped since the invention of the 
firearm is probably as great if not 
greater than the numbér of weapons 
themselves., This was called to our 
attention the other day in the recent 
issuance by Martin Rywell of Pioneer 
Press, Harriman, Tenn. The “Cart- 
ridge Manual” illustrates and briefly 
describes in one or more sentences 
all the cartridges patented in this 
country prior to 1878 — and believe 
me, they are almost legion. What 
is and always had been the most 
difficult thing to achieve was the per- 
fect gas seal, at any rate for use 
in the breech-loading firearm — and 
sadly enough, many inventors had a 
good basic idea for achieving same, 
but the technology of the day did not 
permit metal work of fine enough 
tolerances in past days to get good 
gas seals. Who knows what our 
present day cartridge’ might look 
like if they had. At any rate, you 
might get some pretty good ideas of 
such possibilities in the many, many 
illustrated examples to be found 
here. The work is broken up into 
the following headings; Digest of 
Cartridges Patented in the United 
States Prior to February 1, 1878; Di- 
gest of Cartridges Shown in Ameri- 
can Patents for Fire-Arms; Digest 
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of Cartridges Patented in England 
Prior to January 1, i877; Cartridges 
For Small Arms Patented in France 
Prior to 1878 and a brief history of 
Cartridges by Martin Rywell.

A BLACK “HOMOKEE” 





How would you like to find a homo- 
kee pot? H. L. Henderson did. Last 
year he and Mr. and Mrs. R. Boyd. 
Craft, all of Kokomo, Indiana, were 
out prospecting for uranium on the 
hot and barren San Mateo Mesa near 
Grants, New Mexico. Trudging back 
from a long, discouraging trip with 
Geiger counter and other equipment, 
one day a year ago, they came to a 
ledge which made them separate for 
easier. walking. The Boyds took the 
top of the ledge. Henderson went 
down along! its base. 

Suddenly Henderson stopped in his 
tracks and stared hard at the ledge. 
“Homokee!” he yelled. “I’ve found a 
homokee!” The Crafts scrambled 
down. Henderson climbed. Carefully, 
with the care of a true collector, 
Henderson lifted his find. 

It was a black vot of simple design, 
much like a deep narrow fish bowl 
in shape. It had a wide mouth, 
slightly narrower throat, broadened 
some at the body, and came almost 
to a point at the base. 

Knowing they “had something an- 
tique,” but not sure of its age or 
value, they carried it back to their 
hotel room at Grants, New Mexico. 
There they packed it with great care, 
bedded in crumpled newspapers in a 
generously large box for full protec- 
tion against breakage, and took it to 
the University of New Mexico at Al- 
buquerque. 

The famous anthropologist, Dr. 
Frank Hibben checked their find and 
explained it to them. “It is a Navajo 
utility pot,” he said, “made about 
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1100 A.D. We have several of the 
same general character here in our 
collection.” He showed them the Uni- 
versity Indian Artifacts, and explain- 
ed also that an antiquities law made 
it illegal for finders to sell the pot, 
unless found on their own land or 
claim. 

The Hendersons and Crafts, who 
do their prospecting during their va- 
cations, have found other pieces of 
early pottery in their trudgings over 
the hot sands of New Mexico hunting 
uranium, but collecting, instead, these 
hand made arts and crafts of long 
ago Americans, 

Romance and history live in these 
pots. Some 850 years ago patient 
Indian potters gathered their lumps 
of clay, dampened, kneaded and aged 
them, smoked them into lumps of 
pleasing blackness with soot, shaped 
them into useful pots and sun dried 
them. Finally they fired them to 
solidify them into greater strength 
and used them to carry, store, and 
cook their daily food. 

What havpy child laid down this 
pot to race a fluttering butterfly, in 
the bright sunshine? What burden- 
weary ‘woman stored this pot under 
this ledge nearly a thousand years 
ago, and for reasons known only to 
the immortals, did not come back for 
it? 

Mr. Craft is an electronics techni- 
cian in Kokomo. H. L. Henderson 
teaches school there. He also owns 
a wheat ranch near Pampa, Texas. 
Both have land claims for prospecting 
in New Mexico. Both have found 
much pleasure in showing their 
friends this black “homokee pot’, as 
they have called all ancient pottery 
they have found on their excursions.

Noted Collector 
Appointed to 
Canal Zone Post 


The appointment of Dr. Car] B. Ko- 
ford as resident naturalist of the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Canal Zone 
Biological Area, a tropical-forest and 
wildlife preserve on Barro Colorado 
Island, was announced recently by Dr. 
Leonard Carmichael, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

The new resident naturalist suc- 
ceeds James Zetek, who, because of 
illness, recently retired after 45 years 
of service in the Canal Zone. During 
most of this time Mr. Zetek was with 
the United States Department of Ag- 
griculture and the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

Dr. Koford has been a research 
zoologist at the University of Calif- 
ornia’s Museum of Vertebrate Zoo- 
logy, where he has conducted research 
on the distribution, behavior, and ec- 
ology of birds and mammals. Prob- 
ably the best known of his works is 
a monograph on the California con- 
dor, published by the National Audu- 
bon Society. For that work he was 
made an elective member of the Am- 
erican Ornithologists?’ Union and 
received the terrestrial ecology award 
of the American Wildlife Society. He 
has also conducted research at the 
Hastings Natural History Reserva- 
tion in California and has collected 
mzny specimens of birds and mam- 
mals at localities in Mexico and South 
America. He spent two years in 
Peru and Chile, making collections 
and gathering material for a treatise 
on the vicuna and for papers on tina- 
mous. rodents, and other animals of 
the high Andes. En route to Peru 
he made his first acquaintance with 
Barro Colorado Island and the Canal 
Zone, where he will now be stationed. 

The Canal Zone Biological Area 
came into being in 1923 under the 
sponsorship of the National Re- 
search Council. The pioneers of this 
endeavor ‘were Mr. Zetek, who had 
gone to the Canal Zone in 1911 as 
an entomologist and had served the 
Republic of Panama, the Canal Zone 
Board of Health Laboratory, and the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture; and 
the late Dr. Thomas’ Barbour, of 


Harvard’s Museum of Comparative 
Zoology. It was Mr. Zetek who urged 
Governor Jay J. Morrow of the Canal 
Zone to approve Barro Colorado Is- 
land as a biological preserve. 

Since that time the island has been 
visited by distinguished 


scientists 


. lica, in miniature, 
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from all over the world who have 
studied such things as blood-sucking 
flies, tropical plants, stingless bees, 
birds, army ants, spiders, termites, 
and fungus. Probably nowhere else 
in the world can be found the com- 
bination of unspoiled tropical jungle 
and healthful laboratory surroundings 
that attracts visiting scientists. 

However, the biological area did 
not achieve permanent status until 
1940, when Congress officially author- 
ized the reservation of the area for 
scientific study. No appropriation 
was then made, but during World 
War II several Government agencies 
contributed to its support while im- 
portant research was going on. In 
1946 the Canal Zone Biological Area 
became a branch of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 


RARE SEAL 


An animal that can pull its head 
almost completely into its neck has 
just been) added to the mammal col- 
lections of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

This is the Ross seal, rarest of all 
the seal family in the Antarctic. it 
was collected by the Navy’s polar ex- 
pedition last winter, and the frozen 
specimen recently arrived at the U.S. 
National Museum in Washington in 
excellent condition. 

This seal — about eight feet long 
— is a dweller exclusively on the 
drifting ice pack of the Ross Sea. So 
far as known it never comes on land 
or on the ice shelf. It apparently 
feeds almost exclusively on cuttlefish 
and squid, ‘which are abundant in An- 
tarctic waters. ‘The nature of its 
teeth preciudes the jikelihood that it 
is a fish-eater. 

it is yellowish-green on the under- 
side and blackish-brown on the top, 
the fur often being marked with pale 
streaks along the sides. On the drift- 
ing pack it has fearsome enemies— 
notabiy the killer whaie and the 
writhing, snakelike sea-leopard, most 
savage of the seai family. This may 
account for the relative scarcity. 

The outstanding veculiarity of the 
creature, probably «unique among 
mammals, is the thick bloated neck 
into which the head can be with- 
drawn. ‘his may be a protective de- 
velopment, although it could hardly 
serve the creature against the two 
above-mentioned enemies. On the 
other hand, withdrawal of the head 
may be a comfortable habit in a very 
cold ciimate. 


FANTASTIC ANIMAL 

The Three-Horned Chameleon 

One of earth’s most fantastic ani- 
mals—the three-horned chameleon of 
East Africa — has just been added 
to the reptile collections of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

It is sometimes described as a rep- 
of the ancient 
monster dinosaur Triceratops, which

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has been extinct for about 75,000,000 
years. The two, of course, are in no 
way related. 

The three-horned chameleon grows 
to a length exceeding 12 inches. The 
curious horns, an inch to an inch and 
a half long, protrude from the nose 
and between the eyes of the males. 
Females are hornless. 

These chameleons are extremely 
pugnacious animals and sometimes 
use their horns in fights to the finish. 
At times the contests develop into 
tedious pushing matches, with the 
horns interlocked. At other times a 
really vigorous fighter ‘will dispose 
of a weaker adversary in a few min- 
utes. 

Males are brilliantly colored with 
blues, greens, and yellows. Uganda 
natives are terrified by the demoni- 
acal-looking animals, which actually 
are harmless to man. The popular 
superstition is that if one happens 
to see one of these lizards when it is 
enraged and hissing the person will 
die in a few days. The curse of 
the chameleon may be partly averted, 
it is believed, by capturing and roast- 
ing it, and then wearing part of the 
burned body as a talisman. Still 
the unfortunate person is supposedly 
sure to die quite young. 

The creature is most abundant 
in arid areas covered with low shrubs. 
It is an aerial acrobat and can leap 
as much as two feet from branch to 
branch. The chameleon has a pre- 
hensile tail like that of various mon- 
keys, and with the tip of this tail 
alone it‘:can hang from a branch. 

It sits motionless for hours at a 
time and feeds almost exclusively on 
flies, butterflies, beetles, and bees 
which may come within reach of its 
darting tongue. 

The creature is a consummate bluf- 
fer. Apparently it never tries to 
hide or run when confronted ‘with an 
enemy. Instead it tries to frighten 
the foe, including man, by inflating 
its body so that the otherwise loose 
skin is drawn taut.

SCOTLAND’S FAVORITE LITERARY SONS 


What boy or girl has ever gone 
through high school without having 
read (either voluntarily or under 
slight pressure) the narrative and 
lyric poems of Robert Burns, and the 
narrative poems and prose romances 
of Sir Walter Scott? For some years 
now, the collecting of post cards 
about great and loved authors has 
been a “must” with us. For subject 
matter, we find them thrilling, and 
for collectable old cards. they are 
often valuable. People in the old 
days must have worn these cards 
out teaching with them, or pasting 
them into school booklets about au- 
thors, for they are fairly hard to 
find. 

Robert Burns 


Robert Burns is famous for his 
small songs and lyrics “To a Louse”, 
“To a Field Mouse”, “John Ander- 
son, My Joe”, “Auld Lang Syne”, 
and for his narrative poems of simple 
things “Cotter’s Saturday Night” and 
“Tam QO’ Shanter’”, and others of like 
nature. 


Burns had a hard life of poverty, 
and suffered from alcoholism — for 
which in those days he was misun- 
derstood and censured rather than un- 
derstood and helped. He also had 
a hard time with hard work, poverty, 
and many hardships, all of which 
handicaps, however, failed to smother 
the greatness of his soul and his 
talent. 

Burns finally became recognized as 
a born poet and a fine artist. Before 
he died, he was Scotland’s Poet Laur- 
eate, which position he has never re- 
linquished. You can tead his life in 
any encyclopedia of English Litera- 
ture. Or you can find thrilling books 
about him in the biography section of 
your public library. Our purpose is 
not to tell you about his life, but 
to tell you about some of the post 
cards that can be found which relate 
to his life and works. 

The first post cards we wish to 
mention are two photographs made 
by Lilywhite, Ltd., The Photo Prin- 
ters. The pictures, in a slick finish

sepia, are portraits of Robert Burns 
and of his wife, Jean Armour Burns. 
Another portrait of Burns belongs to 
the Knox series. These three pic- 
tures appear to have been made ar- 
ound 1905-07. An older card carries 
small views of Burns and of the 
Burns cottage at Ayr. This card is 
green on ivory-color board, is one of 
the G.W.W. Series, and ‘was probably 
made around 1900. 

A set of six “hand coloured Pic- 
torial Post Cards,” published by 
Charles Worcester and Co. Ltd., 
Bristol. is quite beautiful and worth 
collecting even if one were not par- 
ticularly interested in the poet. The 
set consists of the portrait of Burns: 
the Burns Monument and the Brig O’ 
Doone, Ayr, from a painting by R. J. 
Dymond: Burn’s Cottage. Ayr, paint- 
ed Bv Elmer Keene; The Auld Brig 
O’ Doone by Keene; Alloway Auld 
Kirk, Avr. by Keene. 

A multiple View card of the town 
of Ayr with the Burns’ Cottage in 
the center is a part of the Hender- 
son’s “Coloured Series.” An old vig- 
nette printed on dull green card ap- 
pears! to have been made before the 
turn of the century. There is a real 
photograph. and an interior view 
made by A. D. Henderson of May- 
bole. We find also a modern view 
of a replica of this Burns’ house 
located in Atlanta. Georgia. 

Two views, both excellent, show 
the Mossgiel farm near Mauchline, 
where Robert and Gilbert Burns 
farmed from 1784 to 1788. 

Views sold at the Jean Armour 
Burns Houses in Mauchline are in- 
teresting. These houses are now 
the property of the Glasgow and Dis- 
trict Burns Association. The views 
show the home - Exterior and inter- 
ior - where Burns and “Bonnie Jean” 
began housekeeping. He worked on 
the farm, and she worked with Ro- 
hert’s mother and sisters in their 
dairy. 

Few writers give Jean Armour the 
honor due her for she was a good 
wife for Burns. She cheered him 
when he was moody, forgave him his 


discrepancies, and honored him with 
true loyalty for the many years she 
remained after his early death. 

Two sepia photographs show the 
exterior and interior of the house 
in Dumfries where Burns, already 
recognized as Scotland’s national 
poet, died on July 2, 1796. High 
Street in Dumfries is pictured on a 
Davidson Brothers card of the Cale- 
donia Series. 

Among the cards showing Burns 
monuments are: the Burns Monu- 
ment at Edinburgh (the Picture Post 
Card Bureau Edinburgh); the Burns 
Monument and tea gardens, Ayr 
(Phileo Series); Burns Monument, 
Alloway (Henderson Real Photo - 
hand painted); Burns Monument Ho- 
tel, Alloway (Henderson); National 
Burns Memorial and Cottages, Mau- 
chline (Lilywhite, Ltd.). 

A Valentine Real Photogravh 
shows the Burns Mausoleum in Dum- 
fries. There are several Burns 
monuments in this country. An AI- 
bany, New York, Burns monument 
is pictured on a 1906 Leighton Card. 
And one in City Park, Denver. Colo- 
rado, is an Excelsior Card published 
bv the Colorado News Company. 

Cards have been made about Burns’ 
poems. One of these shows Poosie 
Nansie’s, in Mauchline, where Burns 
got his idea for the “Jolly Beggars.” 
A Realiable Series card pictures Tam 
O’Shanter Inn. And there is a Real 
Photograph of Tam O’Shanter and 
Soutar Johnnie as they were that 
Saturday before Tam’s fated trip 
home. A Reliable Series card shows 
Auld Kirk Alloway’ with its roof 
fallen in. and surrounded by the 


‘graves where one can imagine that 


old Tyke the Devil and the little 
Cutty Sark that took out after Tam 
and his poor horse Meg. The Auld 
Brig o’ Doone on a Valentine card 


is quite beautiful with its high stone 
arch. 

There are Valentine Series cards 
illustrating the verses of “Auld Lang 
Syne”, the song beloved by every- 
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And auld lang syne!

The “Gems of Thought” cards, 
published by the F. A. Owen Co., 
features some of Burn’s verses. Also 
there are greeting cards of the Win- 
sch type featuring Burns’s picture 
and quotations from his poems. 

One set of cards, published by the 
National Series, Millar & Lang, Ltd., 
on the humorous side, picture a Burns 
Anniversary Banquet. ‘The tables 
are replete. with good Scotch whiskey 
and steaming pudding. The cards 
take you through all stages, from 
the initial toast with everyone look- 
ing bright and immaculate, through 
the singing of “Auld Lang Syne” 
down to “Seeing Pa Home from the 
Dinner” in a very inebriated condi- 
tion. These cards are delightfully 
whimsical in their pleasantry and 
could never hurt the real feeling ‘we 
have for the immortal Burns. 

Sir Walter Scott 

Our other “guest of honor” in this 
article is Sir Walter Scott, loved 
author of many historical novels, 
border ballads, and romantic poems. 
He too is easily found at the library, 
but he also lives on many post cards. 

Every high school graduate re- 
members Scott as the author of 
Ivanhoe, Kenilworth, and The Lady 
of the Lake, as well as of! Quintin 
Durward, the Lay of the Last Min- 
strel and many thrilling ballads of 
ancient warfare and raids along the 
border. And the children too little 
to read him will chime in “We saw 
Ivanhoe and Quentin Durward at the 
movies.” 


Scott, although sharing honors with 
Burns as a loved son of Scotland, 
was yet the antipode of all that 
Burns did, had, or was. Scott was 
wealthy. He had a fine home, and 
a good education. He loved home 
and filled his house with many books

and relics of Scotland’s interesting 
history. Scott was happy, well ad- 
justed and dependable, and he en- 
joyed the fruits of lifelong friends 
and a good reputation. 

The mansion and the beautiful 
grounds of Abbottsford were built by 
Scott who planted many of the trees 
himself. His collection of armor and 
weapons, and his excellent library 
are parts of this mansion. 

Three miles from Abbottsford are 
the ruins of Melrose Abbey which 
was originally built by David I in 
11386. Many Scottish heroes are 
buried in its limits. The Abbey is 
inextricably associated with Scott and 
his writings. 

We have three sepia photographs 
of Scott. One is a G.W.W. card, an- 
other is a Valentine ‘“Carbotone”, 
and the third is a Detroit card show- 
ing the Charles R. Leslie portrait 
of Sir Walter Scott in the Museum 
of Fine Arts at Boston. Scott’s home, 
Abbottsford, is shown on a G.W.W. 
card view taken from the river, and 
another by the same publisher show- 
ing the Study at Abbottsford. This 
is the large library, two floors high 
with a balcony running around the 
upper level, making the books more 
accessible. A Valentine Real Photo- 
graph shows the entrance hall, which 
is reminiscent of the great halls in 
old castles. 

Tuck Oilettes give beautiful views 
of Scott’s Country, Abbottsford, and 
Melrose Abbey. A Charles Worces- 
ter Card of Melrose is from a paint- 
ing By Elmer Keene. 

The tomb of Sir Walter Scott, is 
at Dryburgh Abbey - now in ruins.

There is a set of Best of All Series 
. 12 black and white cards - of the 
Trossachs by L. B. White, Ltd., Dun- 
dee, They include: Ellen’s Isle, Loch 
Katrine, Loch Achray, Ben Venue, 
Loch Lubnaig, Loch Vennachar, and 
Main Street ‘Callander. 

Color cards in the G.W.W. group 
were mailed in Edi:brigh in July, 
1905. Two Valentine cards, one a 
sepia and one in black and white, 
seem to be the same view with one 
slightly enlarged. The J. B. White 
card of Ellen’s Isle is taken from a 
high mountain and looks almost like 
an air view. It shows much of Loch 
Katrine and the Trossachs. Valen- 
tine’s “Valesque” Series shows Loch 
Katrine as it looks from Roderick 
Dhus Water Tower. Then there is 
an Elmer Keene moonlight scene of 
Ellen’s Isle by Charles Worcester 
and Company, Bristol, and a Tuck 
Oilette of Ellen’s Isle and Ben A’An. 

In the story, Ellen conducted Fitz- 
James to this small island when he 
‘was lost and in need of a safe night’s 
lodging. (When we read “The Lady 
of the Lake”, we were young and 
lacking in insight. We thought it 
was just awful that Ellen did not 
marry Fitz-James and become queen 
of Scotland.) 

Other cards of Lake Katrine and 
the Trossachs include Coaches arriv- 
ing at Stronachlachar, Loch Katrine 
(Valentine); Ben Venue and the Path 
by Loch Katrine (J. B. White); On 
Loch Katrine (Valentine): | Silver 
Strand, Loch Katrine (Valentine);

The Things People Write on Post Cards

Don’t tell me I am going to start 
collecting post cards—in addition to 
the things I already accumulate! 
Heaven forbid! But if I’m not care- 
ful, I shall begin to feel the urge! 

I never thought much about this 
particular form of “‘Collectivitis” un- 
til recently, when I started saving 
post cards for a collector friend. I 
knew that people did collect them, 
of course, but WHY, I could not con- 
ceive, as it had never seemed to me 
that they compared favorably with 
stamps, buttons, playing cards or any 
of the other things that I collect. But 
I hadn’t sent many assortments to 
my collector friend before I began 
to be interested, in spite of myself. 
I began to observe post cards, front 
and back, instead of merely glancing 
at them, I dug out a large shoe-box- 
full of cards, which have been ac- 
cumulating for the last forty years, 
and looked them over. I retrieved a 
big, dusty album from the hall book- 
case, and looked through it. I re- 
membered two Post Card Albums that 
belonged to my uncle Anson—they 
hadn’t even been opened since he 
died in 1940, and I only saved them 
then because I don’t like the idea of 
selling personal things, at auction or 
otherwise. So there they were, intact. 

Of course, if I were a generous 
sort of person, I’d have shipped the 
whole lot to my collector friend; but 
apparently I’m not generous—or else 
my sub-conscious realized that here 
was another collecting avenue to be 
explored, and if or when I had the 
time, I might want to explore it. So 
most of the post cards are still with 
me, and I’m surprised to find how in- 
teresting they are becoming! 

But not in the technical way of 
types, makers, periods, etc. I don’t 
enthuse about that angle of any hob-

it’s the subject matter and the senti- 
ment that appeal to me, whether 
with buttons, post cards or antiques 
in general. I like to exercise my 
imagination in regard to such things. 
I like to recall pleasant associations 
and people from the ‘Past; I like to 
remember “way back when,” even if 
it was only last summer. And I get 
a rea] thrill from reading what has 
been penned (or pencilled) on post 
cards, by relatives and friends—and 
perfect strangers. 

The things people write on post 
cards! Greetings, of course; dates 
and places; “We got here safely” and 
“Having a wonderful time,” and 
“Wish you were here.” These are 
standard equipment on view cards, 
along with “X marks my room,” and 
remarks about the excellence—or bad- 
ness—of the weather, and the num- 
ber of blankets slept under at night. 
Then there are often acknowledge- 
ments of letters received and remin- 
ders that letters are owed. Invita- 
tions to visit, inquiries as to health, 
and misceHaneous expressions of af- 
fection and goodwill are all common. 

But sometimes the most curious 
and tantalizing bits of information 
are found; for example: recently, I 
bought a bunch of post ecards at a 
Stamp ‘Auction, and I read the mes- 
sages on all of them, before sending 
them off to my friend. One was a 
view of the Erie Canal iat Utica, N. Y. 
(c. 1908) showing the towpath. The 
usual post card remarks were on one 
side (in the “place reserved for cor- 
respondence”’) but on the view side, 
up in the sky, the sender had writ- 
‘ten, “This is where you used to ride 
and where Pa shot the mules.” Could 
any sentence be more intriguing? 
Did Pa really shoot the mules, and 
if so, WHY?—And what happened 
then? Alas, I shall never know. 
That’s what makes the human side of 
post cards so fascinating; it opens a 
door to all kinds of exotic specula- 
tions! 

On a card mailed from St. Louis 
to relatives back in Mass., the send- 
er notes that she just had a tooth 
pulled and feels under the weather, 
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in consequence. One writer goes into 
details about a small boy’s foot in- 
fection; another explains about a fight 
she just had with a neighbor! Many 
people write they were (or weren’t) 
seasick, Cards which my Uncle Anson 
sent home to us are loaded with ref- 
erences to family jokes, good-natured 
“digs” and amusing, unconventional 
comments on this and that. (For in- 
stance, on a card from a Pennsylva- 
nia town where he wag teaching, he 
wrote, “I go along this road twice 
a day. There will be a bronze tablet 
here someday where I passed!”) 

Reading these cards is almost like 
talking with my uncle, so life-like 
and characteristic are these written 
echoes from ‘the Past. For a second, 
Time turns backward and I am a 
small girl again; or happy and care- 
free in a bygone New Hampshire sum- 
mer. For bringing back the pleasure 
and nostalgia of the: Past, post cards 
—especially used ones—are even bet- 
ter than buttons. 

From the human interest angle, 
used cards are preferable to mint. 
But from the viewpoint of beauty 
and topical interest, they are equal. 
And while many post cards, both 
fancy and souvenir, are horrible ex- 
amples of the designers’ photograph- 
ers’ and printers’ arts, many are sur- 
prisingly attractive. (And even the 
hideous ones can be interesting!) 

I always appreciated the old “De- 
troit Publishing Co.” ‘views and some 
of the foreign cards. Many of the 
old “Jumbo” scenic cards are worth 
framing, if unbent, and many were 
framed, in the days when pictures 
on walls were more fashionable than 
they have been recently. And a 
great many of the modern colored 
scenic cards are beautiful and well 
worth collecting. 

(Oh dear! I’m beginning to sound 
enthusiastic—a bad sign! And I’ve 
only just begun to take an interest 
in the subject! What a prospect I 
have in store IF I decide to collect 
a few specialties, in addition to sav- 
ing the cards with treasured asso- 
ciations or appealing subject mat- 
ter.) 

And if, IF I succumb to this latest 
collecting temptation, it will be, not 


in order to acquire numbers, types 


or rarities, but for the pleasure of 
revisiting favorite places, reliving 
past enjoyments, and reading the cu- 
rious and fascinating things that peo- 
ple write on post cards!

Somewhere

It was raining a steady drizzle 
from a cold dark sky. The trees 
dripped and looked disconsolate. A 
black bear came out of the woods 
listlessly turned over a_ garbage 
can, chewed up an empty milk car- 
ton and wandered off leoking dis- 
gusted. It would soon be time to get 
the evening meal and the only fuel 
was a pile of water-soaked chunks 
so full of knots no one could split 
them. 


It would not have seemed so bad 
if this had been the only rainy day, 
but it was the 10th, or was it the 
14th, we had lost track.

PSEUDOMALACHITE derives its 
name from the fact that it often can- 
not be distinguished by casual in- 
spection. It contains phosphorous 
but no carbon dioxide. The presence 
oI fine fibers is sometimes a clue. 


CONICHALCITE is often reniform 
and massive and may resemble mala- 
chite very closely. It contains both 
calcium and arsenic and is perhaps 
not nearly as rare as collectors think. 
Our slide 14,770 shows a very beauti- 
ful specimen from Arizona but we 
have had a lot of material from 
Utah in past years so it should be 
watched for at any copper mine not 
working’ in the sulfide zone. 


ERINITE is another copper miner- 
al containing arsenic but no calcium. 
It often takes the form of little 
spheres. We have had it from vari- 
ous localities and so it may be quite 
widely distributed but not recognized. 


BROCHANTITE is one of the cop- 
per sulfates that has been found in 
many parts of the world so it should 
be looked for in any copper mine 
with workings near the surface. It 
often forms prismatic needle-shaped 
crystals, but just to fool the collec- 
tor it may also occur massive with 
a reniform structure, or as drusy 
crusts. 

The above are only a few of the 
green coppers that might easily be 
mistaken for malachite. Less com- 
mon but always possible are such 
ones as Antlerite, another sulphate 
originally described from Arizona; 
clinoclasite, an arsenate that has 
been found in both Nevada and Utah, 
and cornwallite which occurs mas- 
sive and may look exactly like mala- 
chite although easily distinguished 
by the acid test.

JOHN SCOTT OF THE 
LONDON MAGAZINE 


John Scott was the editor and 
founder of “The London Magazine” 
which first appeared in January, 
1820. He died February 27, 1821, 
after being fatally wounded in a 
duel fought in the moonlight at Chalk 
Farm on February 16. This was what 
one might call a literary! duel for it 
grew out of a quarrel carried on by 
Scott and the publishers of Black- 
wood’s Magazine. The details of this 
affair may be found in “The Gentle- 
man’s Magazine” (London), 1821; 
Blackwood’s Magazine, 1821, and in 
the letters of Charles Lamb. Scott 
was 87 at the time of his death. 

The need for a “mimbler and more 
familiar” kind of criticism in London 
led to the founding of “The London 
Magazine” (1820-29) as a warm 
rival to Blackwood’s Magazine which 
had commenced publication at Edin- 
burgh in 1817. “The London Maga- 
zine” was printed for Baldwin, Crad- 
ock and Jay and edited by John Scott, 
who had written some discerning cri- 
ticisms of Wordsworth and Keats in 
“The Champion” between 1814 and 
1817. Scott had proved himself an 
able editor of the weekly journal. 
Among his works are: “A Visit to 
Paris” (1814), being a review of the 
French capital; “Paris Revisited, 
(1815); “Picturesque Views of Paris 
and its Environs” (1820-23); “Sketch-

es of Manners, Scenery, Etc., in the 
French Provinces, Switzerland and 
Italy; with an Essay on French liter- 
ature” (1821) and “The House of 
Mourning, a Poem on the Death of 
His Son, and Other Poems.” 


“The London Magazine” began its 
career as an 118 page monthly mis- 
cellany with more of its contents de- 
voted to writers and books than is to 
found in any preceding periodi- 
cal. 

Charles Lamb’s association with 
Hazlitt in 1820 introduced him to 
John Scott, who supplied the stimu- 
lus for Lamb’s writing the “Essays 
of Elia.” Never was a periodical 
‘work commenced with happier aus- 
pices, numbering a list of contributors 
more original in thought, more fresh 
in spirit, more sportive in fancy, or 
directed by an editor better qualified 
by nature and study than this “The 
London Magazine.” 

There was Charles Lamb, with hu- 
manity ripened among townbred ex- 
periences, and pathos matured by 
sorrow, at his wisest, sagest, airiest, 
indiscreetest best, Barry Cornwall in 
the first bloom of his modest and en- 
during fame, _ striking the darkest 
passion with beauty; John Hamilton 
Reynolds, lighting up the wildest ec- 
centricities and most _ striking fea- 
tures of multicolored life with vivid 
fancy; and with others of less note. 
There were De Quincey’s ‘“Confes- 
sions of an Opium Eater” and “The 
Table Talk of Hazlitt.” Hazlitt whose 
pen, unloosed from the chain which 
earnest thought and metaphysical 
dreamings had woven, gave radiant 
exvression to the results of the soli- 
tary musing of many years. 


Over these contributors John Scott 
presided, himself a critic of remark- 
able candor, eloquence and discrimi- 
nation, unfettered by the dogmas of 
contending schools of poetry and art, 
apt to discern the good and beautiful 
in all, and having as editor, that 
which Kent recognized in Lear, which 
subjects revere in kings, boys admire 
in schoolmasters, and contributors 
should welcome in editors—‘author- 
ity’—not manifested in worrying, 
teasing, intolerable interference in 
smail matters, but in judicious and 
steady supervision of the ‘whole, with 
a wise allowance for the occasional 
excesses of wit or genius. John Scott 
was without question one of the most 
discriminating judges of literature in 
his generation. His appraisals of 
Walter Scott, Shelley, Keats, Words- 
worth, and Byron, put to shame the 
blundering criticisms of many of his 
contemporaries—Lockhart ad Jeffrey 
in particular. 

Scott was more fit to preside over 
a little commonwealth of authors than 
to rule despotically over subject con- 
tributors. He did not have the airy 


grace of Lord Jeffrey by which he 
might give a certain familiar loveli- 
ness to the most laborious disquisi- 
tions or shed the glaring light of 
fancy among party manifestoes; nor 
the boisterous vigor of Wilson, riot- 
ous in power, reckless in wisdom, 
fusing the production of various in- 
tellects into one brilliant reflection 
of his own master mind; and it is 
well that he lacked these weapons of 
tyranny which his chief contributors 
being too original and sturdy would 
not endure. 

Scott, without a doubt, wrote the 
several critical attacks on “Black- 
‘wood’s Magazine” - “Lord Byron; his 
French Critics The Newspapers, the 
Magazines” (May 1820); “Black- 
wood’s Magazine” (Nov. 1820); “The 
Mohick Magazine” (Dec. 1820) and 
“Town Conversation” (Jan. 1821). 
The first must be looked upon as a 
rather fair description of the strength 
and weakness of Backwood’s. Six 
month’s later Scott launched an at- 
tack “in a style of uncompromising 
denunciation” believing that the good 
name of literature was concerned. 
Himself ‘a better critic than his an- 
tagonists, Scott flung them a chal- 
lenge - denounced their “duplicity 
and treachery, as mean and grovell- 
ing as their scurrility has been foul 
and venomous.” He pointed directly 
at Lockhart, the editor of Black- 
wood’s. 

Complicated negotiations followed 
which most bibliographers avoid, 
probably not able to handle such unu- 
sual proceedings as a real duel fought 
with weapons known to be less 
mighty than the pen. The duel was 
a blundering affair the result of a 
stupid misunderstanding in which J. 
H. Christie, acting for Lockhart, fa- 
tally wounded Scott. 

The facts concerning the duel can 
be found in Andrew Lang’s “Life and 
Letters of Lockhart” (1898); Mrs. 
Oliphant’s “William Blackwood and 
His Sons” (1897) and in Jacob Zeit- 
lin’s “The Editor of the London Ma- 
gazine” (Journal of English and 
Germanic Philology XX) and “John 
Scott: Editor, Author and Critic” 
(London Mercury XXI, April 1930). 

Perhaps not since the Admirable 
Crichton let himself be killed in a 
duel was a life of literary genius 
thrown away in a duel that accom- 
plished no good; like the deaths of 
Hamilton and Decatur in American 
duels: the victors won little consola- 
tion for their wounded pride in vic- 


tory. 

“The London Magazine” did not 
perish with its editor, though its 
unitv of purpose was lost; it man- 
aged to survive for eight years until 
its original contributors gradually 
dropped out of the table of contents 
because of lack of editorial leader- 
ship.

On the lower tier of the table, mob- 
ilized equipment is displayed, trucks, 
tanks and artillery? Two electric 
trains circle the floor. The middle 
level is for horse mounted soldiers 
and the top is reserved for the march- 
ing units. 

Overhead a collection of more than 
one hundred model planes afford air 
support.

TOBACCO AND CIGARETTE CARDS IN AMERICA 


Tobacco and Cigarette Cards, as the 
Playing Card collectors know them, 
came into use in the latter part of the 
19th ‘Century as card inserts in pack- 
ages of Cut-plug, Smoking Tobacco, 
and Cigarettes. Some of the larger 
cards were gotten when a set of the 
smaller ones was collected and traded 
in for the standard size set. Tobacco 
insert cards were used from 1880 to 
1892 in America. Only the cards with 
Playing Card suit signs will be dis- 
cussed here. 

The best known and most popular 
of the Tobacco and Cigarette Cards 
are those with vaudeville actresses 
of the various classes. This is easily 
understood when one remembers there 
were no radios or TV sets and lim- 
ited, if any, movies. Entertainment 
was the vaudeville *show sometimes 
under the name of “Grand Ole Op- 
era,” or the Music Halls. Oftimes in 
small towns the Carnival or Minstrel 
Show made stands of one night to 
a week. 

Thus vaudeville actresses of that 
era, who were the highlights of en- 
tertainment, were natural subjects for 
Playing Cards used as inserts. Since 
the actresses pictured were daring 
in costume, appearing in tights, etc., 
they were an excellent subject for 
cigarettes, as both were considerd an 
almost taboo class by many, and a de- 
sired class by others. 

The Actress Playing Card inserts 
appeared in 1885 until 1892. (There 
were many other issues by the Amer- 
ican Tobacco ‘Company during the 
20th Century but they were an entire- 
ly different type). 

Moore & Calvi issues are the best 
known and most sought after of the 
1880-92 group. They are classified in 
seven types, in two series, by Mr, J. 
R. Burdick. But this writer believes 
there are definitely eight types and 


that the eighth will be added soon. 


The first Series is “Trumps Long 
Cut,” and the second Series is ““Hard- 
a-Port.” These names appear on the 
face of the card, as well as on the 
back. The eighth type has both names 
appearing on the face of the card, 
as though a composite of the two 
Series. 

The first Series may be identified 
from the following description of the 
three types: (See illustration) 

Type 1 - White letters on black 
background on back of card. 
“Smoke and Chew Trumps Long 
Cut.” 

Type 2 - Brown printed backs, with 
petals above and below a rope 
circle, in which a card player 
may be seen. 

Type 3 - Blue backs, with scrolls 
of acanthus type leaves around 
an irregular oval, with “Trumps 
Long Cut” in double line letters. 

Type 4 - Blue backs, with same

type detail as type three, except 
in the center is a rope circle in 
which is “Hard-a-Port Cut Plug, 
Wake Up Cut Plug, Trumps Long 
Cut,” and, in a semi-circle, “Mar 
cin Zimmer McGill Tobacco Co.” 
Sometimes the name “McGill” is 
omitted. This also has three to 
four lines of small red printing 
across the top. On the face, this 
type seems to be a composite of 
the Series 1 and 2, since “Trumps 
Long Cut” and “Hard-a-Port Cut 
Plug,” are both on the face of the 
card, usually in diagonal corners. 
Types 1 and 2 in this Series have 
only the corner sign and numeral

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while types 3 and 4 have the suit 
signs of the numeral cards in the 
center of card, super-imposed on the 
costume of the actress, 

Series two is “Hard-a-Port Cut 
Plug” and, other than name, the ac- 
tresses are often duplicated. The 
types are as follows: 

Type 1 - White letters on black 
background back, as type 1 in Se- 
ries 1. Name is different. 

Type 2 - Blue printing, with pet- 
als above and below a 1-inch rope 
circle, with a sailor at pilot wheel. 

Type 3 - Blue printing, with scrolls 
of acanthus type leaves, around 
a 1%” rope circle, with a sailor 
at the wheel. Blue printing. 

Type 4 - Same back as Series 1, 
type 4, except this one reads 
“Moore & Calvi,’ instead of “Ma- 
cin Zimmer, McGill Tobacco Co.” 
This issue comes with and with- 
out the small red printing at the 
top of the card. 

In both Series, types 1 and 2 are 
the Buxom Beauties, while types 3 
and 4 are the more graceful, feminine 
type actresses. Both Series have 
Jokers, though there is more than 
one style. These cards all come with 
square corners. Some of the cards 
appear to have rounded corners, but 
this is due apparently to handling 
and use which wore down the cor- 
ners. Some may have been made with 
round corners, These eight types are 
the most popular of the Tobacco and 
‘Cigarette Cards. 

P. Lorillard Company issued a set 
of 53 playing cards, size 1%” x 336” 
showing actresses in a three-quarter 
length view. This company issued 
many series of actresses and beauti- 
ful women, but only the one Series 
of Playing Cards is known at this 
time. (See illustration, cards 1 and 2, 
4th row across). 

Whether by design or accident, the 
Club suit hag the tiny suit signs as 
dangles on a necklace on the 38 of 
Clubs. On the 4 of Clubs suit sign 
they form part of the decoration of a 
neckline. The girl in the 10 of Dia- 
monds is holding an arrow with four 
hearts on it. But the Ace of Diamonds 
and also Ace of Clubs have badges 
on their uniforms with the gingle 
suit sign as part of their decoration. 
The court cards seemingly have no 
suit identifications except the usual 
ones in the corners. 

The only printing is in a lower 
corner in a small box, “Chewing,” 
“B¢ANTE5¢,” “Tobacco.” in three 
lines, with 10 red square dots over- 
printed. “Snuff” is supposed to be on 
some but the writer has not seen 
them. 

All the girls are trim, neat and 
very attractive. The backs of the 
ecards are gray with the printing in 
black. Decorations are of curved, 
graceful lines rather than the usual 
severe ones. 

The Harlequin Series of miniatures 
were issued in Series 1 and 2 by Kin- 
ney Bros, They are interesting and 
much sought after, as are almost all 
Transformation Issues. Series No. 1 
was copied after the very beautiful 
Tiffany Transformation, issued in 
1879. These miniatures are 2%” x 1%” 
in size and brightly colored with 
much red and black. They are very

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amusing and clever. There were 52 
cards in the set, no Joker having been 
issued either with the Tiffany or the 
miniature. The backs were plain, list- 
ing the cards that might be collected. 
At the top of the back is printed 
ONE PACKED IN EACH BOX OF 
CIGARETTES. The No. 2 Harlequin 
has the same back except it says, 
“58 Harlequin Cards” in a straight 
line at the top, as it ‘hag a Joker 


added, 

Evidently the first Harlequin Se- 
ries were very popular and were 
sought even at that time, as they are 
more plentiful than any of the other 
series of the Playing Cards now. In 
fact they were so popular that Kin- 
ney Bros. issued a second Series, this 
time with the miniatures duplicated 
on a standard or Poker-size deck. 

When a complete set of the minia- 
tures was collected they could be 
traded in for a standard size deck. 
This second Series was not as colorful 
nor as clever as the first Series, and, 
it seems, did not gain as much favor 
at the time, as it is more scarce and 
less sought after even today, 

The court cards miss much of the 
appeal of the first issue. The back 
design of the large Series was at- 
tractive, the only advertising being 
the company name in the center of 
the card, written in matching script. 
The writer’s deck is in pink and red, 
but it seems that this was also issued 
with a light and dark blue back. (See 
illustration, third row, across). 

Kinney Bros. also issued a set of 
Transparent Playing Cards. Some are 
marked at the top, “52 Transparent 
Cards,” and others “53 Transparent 
Cards.” A few say, “Read Your For- 
tune.” When held to the light, colored 
comic characters are plainly visible. 
At lower end of card the printing 
says, “Hold to the light, Read your 
Fortune, Kinney Bros., High Class 
‘Cigarette.” The printing is small, in 
a light tan, and the remainder of 
the back is plain for clearer view. 

The DUKE Issues is another well 
known Series. These are what are re- 
ferred to as the “Double Lion Backs.” 
They are just half the design from a 
regular wide issue ag though the 
card had been cut in half, vertically, 
and then a fancy, narrow border put 
on the entire half. 

These are issued in two types, one 
without numerals or indices and one 
with corner numerals and tiny suit 
signs. However, the card being so 
narrow, it was deemed necessary to 
cut off at least a third of the pip 
that was located in the corner, in 
order to place the indice, except in 
the Ace, 2, and 3, where the suit 
signs were located in the center of 
the card. Both Series have double- 
head court cards, 

These issues discussed are the only 
known U.S. 19th Century Tobacco 
and Cigarette Cards and are the ones 
most interesting and attractive to the 
Playing Card collectors. However, in 
1892 the American Tobacco Company 
began issuing cards abroad, first in 
England and later in other foreign 
countries. Some of the Series issued 
abroad show the heads of beautiful 
women, These may or may not be ac- 
tresses. 


The back merely reads, “These Pic- 
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tures are packed in the Brands of 
Cigarettes manufactured by THE 
AMERICAN TOBACCO ‘CO. 52 Sub- 
jects.” This is divided into 10 lines 
of various size type and fills the 
card. The company name isina fancy 
oval in three lines. On the face the 
suit signs are scattered over the 
card around a small face, with only 
a tiny numeral or letter in the corner. 

Another set, which shows a three- 
quarter length figure, appears to be 
of actresses. It hag the usual indice 
in the upper left corner, with a box 
showing the number of pips in the 
upper right corner. The back is the 
same, except there is no mention of 
the number of cards in the set. 

A third set shows only the head 
of what appears to be an actress, 
according to her hat and collar. This 
head differs from the first, as it is 
large and fills the card. The back 
is the same as the previous one. No 
number of cards in the set is given. 

A fourth design is a double head 
showing a man for the Jack with a 
dagger in his hand and a sword for 
the dividing line. This has the same 
back, except the last line advises, 
“53 subjects,” which means a Joker 
has been added. 

These are only a few of the many 
Issues by the American Tobacco Com- 
pany. There will be many others if 
a collector is sufficiently interested 
to study them and learn of the com- 
plete Series, Since these were issued 
out of this country it is only by chance 
that they are found here. They are 
interesting if they fall into your 
hands. 


But the ones issued in this country, 
1880 to 1829, are a sufficient number 
to keep a collector busy for awhile 
if he completes the sets, and has them 
all in fine condition, That will require 
patience in replacing many a poor 
copy which has held its place until a 
better one came along. 

Do not feel satisfied with a set 
until you have every card in fine con- 
dition. Then you can look at your 
collection and agree that Tobacco and 
Cigarette Playing Card sets are really 
beautiful and very, very interesting. 
A collection of these advertising Cig- 
arette, Cigar and Tobacco Playmg 
‘Cards will really round out a collec- 
tion of this type, for man or woman, 
and there is no time like the present 
to starr it

liam Bartram, wrote a book on birds, 
American Ornithology, which nearly 
rivalled Audubon’s great Birds of 
America. Rafinesque, professor of 
botany at Transylvania University, 
discoverer. of numerous genera and 
species which confused his colleagues, 
wrote in addition to many books on 
natural history, a paper describing 
“twelve new species of thunder and 
lightning.” 

Asa Gray, great American botanist 
and friend of Charles Darwin, car- 
ried on an extensive correspondence. 
A good botanical letter would be 
worth about $15-20, whereas, a routine 
letter would bring only $1. 

There are many letters of John 
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Burroughs and John Muir on the mar- 
ket. Peattie writes in An Almanac for 
Moderns: “As Burroughs was the 
people’s poet 6f birds, so Muir took 
his delight in every continent’s green 
mantle of vegetation. John Burroughs 
in the east, John Muir in the west, 
birdman and plantsman, they are a 
pair that the mind inevitably links.” 

While Burroughs’ observations on 
nature may be known only to other 
naturalists, almost every one is fam- 
iiliar with his poem containing the 
lines: . 

“Serene I fold my hands and wait, 

For lo, my own come to me.” 
A signed autograph copy of all four 
stanzas of this poem would bring 
about $35, 

I have also seen a quaint signature 
of Burroughs—on a strip of white 
birch bark, This woodsy sort of signa- 
ture is worth about $2. 

Letters of the great German nat- 
uralist, Alexander von Humboldt, are 
quite common. He wrote most fre- 
quently in German and a fine letter 
sells for $10; a good letter on scien- 
tific matters sells for $5. Because of 
his explorations, experiments, and his 
books Humboldt was, next to Napo- 
leon, the most famous man in Europe 
of his day! 

One of the most beloved of the nat- 
uralists is Gilbert White, curate of 
Selborne and author of Natural His- 
tory and Antiquities of Selborne. 
White’s book is to natural history 
what Walton’s Compleat Angler is 
to the “contemplative man’s recrea- 
tion.” It is a book for browsing—a 
book to be enjoyed through leisurely 
reading. White would indeed be a de- 
lightful companion for a saunter 
along a country road. His autograph 
is quite rare and I have never seen 
any of his letters. White anticipated 
Darwin in his observations on migra- 
tions of birds and his understanding 
of the usefulness of earthworms. 

The Titan among the English nat- 
uralists is Charles Darwin. His Orig- 
in of Species was published in_No- 
vember, 1859. Single pages from Dar- 
win’s manuscript of this great work 
sold recently at an English auction 
for about $600 each. Single pages 
from Descent 9f Man are more com- 
mon and sell for about $50 a page. 
Darwin’s letters vary considerably in 
price, ranging from about $30 for 
a letter of moderate interest to about 
$100 to $125 for a letter with excel- 
lent scientific contents. Recently, I 
was interested to read two of his 
letters concerning the activities of 
earth worms. A correspondent had 
pointed out a mistake in Darwin’s 
calculations of the amount of dirt 
turned over by an earth worm. Darwin 
readily and gratefully admitted the 
error and wrote a pleasant note of ac- 
knowledgement. 


The world of the naturalist is a 
fascinating one and the letters and 


papers available in this field are re- 
warding to the collector.

The pedigree of the Miner family 
may be found in the Heraldic Journal 
(1865) and the New England Register 
(1859). This pedigree, taking the 
line back many generations in Eng- 
land, is from “An Herauldical Essay 
upon the Surname of Miner,” and the 
original manuscript was deposited in 
the library of the Connecticut His- 
torical Society. The manuscript men- 
tions Thomas (son of 'Clement who 
died in 1640 at Chew Magna, co. Som- 
erset, England) “now alive at Ston- 
ingtown, Carneticute Colloney, in New 
England, Anno Domini 1683” and his 
issue: “John, Thomas, Clement, Ma- 
nassah, Ephraim and Judah Miners, 
and two daughters, Marie and Eliza- 
beth.” There were four other chil- 
dren not mentioned in this account. 

Thomas Miner was born April 23, 
1608 at Chew Magna, the second son 
of Clement. On hig 26th birthday, he 
married Grace, daughter of Walter 
and Rebecca Palmer. He and Grace 
had twelve children. He was Lieut. 
and Captain King in Philip’s War; 
deputy to the General Court from 
New London 1650-1651, and from 
Stonington between 1665-1689; and 
the chief military officer at Mystic, 
1665. He also served as town treas- 
urer and town recorder of Stoning-

ton . , . in fact, it is said that he 
held, in turn, every job possible. 

Thomas removed to Quambaug, near 
Stonington, 'Conn., in 1653-4 where 
he died at the age of eighty-three. 
The original house was destroyed, 
but his descendants in the 9th gen- 
eration were still living in the house 
erected on the site of the original 
house. 

He was one of the four named on 
the monument erected in the town 
of Stonington in memory of the Foun- 
ders ... William Chesebrough, Thom- 
as Stanton, William Palmer and Lieut. 
Thomas Miner. His inscription reads 
as follows: “Lieut. Thomas Miner, 
Born in Chew Magna, Somerset Coun- 
ty, England April 23, 1608. He was 
the first by the name of Miner to mi- 
grate to this country, coming in the 
ship ‘Arabella’ which reached Salem 
Harbor June 14, 1630. He married 
Grace, daughter of Walter Palmer at 
Charlestown April 23, 1634. He took 
up his permanent abode at Quambaug 
in 1653-54 where he lived until h’s 
death October 23, 1690, one of the 
founders of New London and Stoning- 
ton. Prominent in Public Office and or- 
ganizer of the church.” 

A diary kept by Thomas for several 
years has furnished valuable mate- 
rial on the family, He and his sons 
were prominent in the towns in which 
they lived and when called upon were 
ready to serve in any capacity. 

John, the eldest son of Thomas, 
was born in Charlestown, Mass., in 
1635. He was sent to Harvard and 
the Court provided for his mainte- 
nance and schooling “to the end that 
he may bee from the present assist- 
ant to such elder as this courte shall 
appoint to interpret the things of 
God to yn.” Capt. John Miner re- 
moved from Stonington to Woodbury, 
Conn., where he became one of the 
Justices of the Quorum, a deacon of 
the church and a member of the Gen- 
eral ‘Court, also town clerk, surveyor, 
and interpreter to the Indians. He 


married Elizabeth Booth (1641-1732) - 


and died September 17, 1719, leaving 
issue ten children. 

Manasseth, another son of Thomas 
and Grace Miner, was the first white 
child born in New London, Conn. 
He was born in 1647, married (first) 
Lydia Moore, and died aged eighty- 
one in New London in 1728. 

Many prominent persons are descend- 
ed from this Miner line, tncluding 


Ulysses S. Grant; Charles Miner, a 
journalist, born Norwich, Conn., es- 
tablished the Luzerne Federalist; 
Myrtilla Miner, born in New York 
1815, and educator who founded a 
school for the colored race—to which 
Mrs, Stowe contributed $1,000 from 
the proceeds of her sale of “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’; Harlan Sherman Mi- 
ner, a chemist, born Chester, Vt., in 
1864, the son of John Jay and Lu- 
rena Betsey (Hoar) Miner; and James 
Alvin Miner, jurist, born Marshall, 
Mich., in 1842, the son of Alvin G. 
and Betsey (Latham) Miner, 

The Miner Coat-of-Arms is found 
on the monuments of three of the 
sons of Thomas, ali buried at Stoning- 
ton, Conn. . . . Ephraim who died 
May 16, 1724; Manasseh who died 
1728; and Thomas who died 1739. 

While Thomas ,(1608-1690) and his 
progeny seem to account for all of 
the name in early New England, it 
would not be right to say all of the 
Miner/Minor name today are entitled 
to bear these Arms. Miner or Minor 
is also a Virginia name. Orodas Mi- 
ner, born in Holland about 1660 was 
the first of the family there. The 
family inter-married with the Goodes 
and other prominent members of the 
Virginia Colony. 

A John Minor settled on the Savan- 
nah River in Anderson District, South 
Carolina, where he reared a large 
family. In 1813 he married Sarah... 
(1793-1845). Their son Daniel (1825- 
1881) wrote the name Miner. He re- 
moved with his brothers ‘Coleman, 
Lewis and Elijah from South Caro- 
lina to Gallatin County, Illinois, about 
1838. 

In Connecticut records the name is 
spelled variously Minor, Miner, My- 
ner, Mynor and Minord, In a jocular 
vein I find the explanation offered 
for the name Minor given as “the 
son of Major.” And so I feel free to 
ask, “Who is the biggest, Mr. Bigger 
or his son?” ... the answer being, 
“His son, for he js a little Bigger.”

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Book, Bolton’s American Armory, Cro- 
zier’s General Armory and the New 
England Register (1859). 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A red (gules) shield charged with a 
silver (argent) fesse between three 
silver disks (roundles). The crest 
is a mailed hand (in armour) helding 
a battle-axe armed at both ends, all 
of natural color (proper). 

The fesse is one of the so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armour. The fesse is 
the military girdle of honour,

The battle-axe and mailed hand sig- 
nify preparation for military serv- 
ice. 

The motto, “Spero ut fidelis,” is 
translated: “I hope as faithful.” 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Red, represented by 
perpendicular lines, signifies courage 
and magnanimity; silver, sincerity 
and peace. 

A Coat-of-Armg is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, which 
the men wore in medieval times. In 
this illustration both are re The 
mantling was a large scarf of heavy 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the heat 
of the sun, the armour from rust and 
to foil the enemy’s sword. The man- 
tling must have the main color of 
the Coat-of-Arms on the outside, and 
the main metal for the lining. In de- 
picting the flow of the mantling, the 
artist need not follow any set pat- 
tern, but may blend it in with his 
drawing to achieve and satisfy his 
own artistic feeling. There must also 
be a wreath of the colors holding the 
mantling on to the helmet, six strands 
showing, first of the metal, second of 
the color, and then alternating. The 
crest rests upon this six-stranded

And his collection is one of beauty. 

He has duplicated England’s 1953 
Coronation, using some 5,000 men 
and horses. Queen Elizabeth of yes- 
teryear is there, too, riding in her 
elegant gold coach, hand painted by 
Patterson. 

His collection runs the gamut from 
knights to spacemen and is a virtual 
United Nations with all countries in 
the world represented in his collec- 
tion. Commanding officers of the 
world’s leading military units have a 
showcase of their own. 

The toy soldiers were manufac- 
tured in England by Britains Ltd. 
They are hand painted and are exact 
replicas of army units from every 
country in the world. Eighty percent 
are replicas of English troops. 

Standing three inches tall, each has 
his own facial expression and charac- 
teristics that make him a bit differ- 
ent from the one immediately to his 
front, side or rear, even though they 
may be of the same battalion or regi- 
ment. 

Patterson admits that hardly a day 
goes by that he doesn’t check down- 
town and neighborhood stores for 
new shipments. At many stores he is 
permitted to look into the stockroom 
at new arrivals before they are 
placed on public sale. 

One Christmas, when a neighbor- 
hood toy store needed a Santa Claus 
for the holiday season, the ‘jolly gen- 
eral offered his services. But his pay 
was not legal tender. For every day 
he put in, Patterson took home sol- 
diers in return for hours worked. 

The soldiers are packed five to 
eight in a box. The cavalry comes 
five to a set. Each box sells for $2. 25. 
He buys dozens of duplicate sets in 
order to build up strength in a unit. 
If a unit is below 150 men, Patter- 
son feels “vulnerable” and under 
strength. 

Patterson has made deals with im- 
porters and salesmen ‘who travel 
abroad to bring him back samples of 
any toy soldiers that they may spot. 

“To be honest,” he says, “I have 
lost count of how many men I have, 
but at last count it was around 
50,000.” 

Patterson holds an inventory of 
his troops about once every three 
months where each man is carefully 
dusted and accounted for.

The “General” doesn’t sell or trade, 
he just buys. 

When he buys soldiers from other 
collectors, or from children who have 
outgrown them, he makes them new 
with a touch of paint, matching 
exactly colored pictures he has of 
the authentic uniforms. 

Sometimes missing arms must be 
molded or heads replaced. He does 
this by molding putty, metal or some- 
times taking parts from _ soldiers 
that are just beyond restoration. 

Patterson has his own _ reveille 
about seven each morning. Then he 
has breakfast and turns to an eight 
hour day with his men before leav- 
ing for his job as a downtown thea- 
tre captain. 

His day with the troops is spent 
in many ways. Painting, dusting, re- 
aligning, thinking up new formations 
and parades, building show and dis- 
play cases and communicating with 
other dealers, collectors and Britains 
Ltd., for leads on where he can draft 
more men are all daily duties. 

At the moment he is searching for 
another 140 ski troops to bring his 
winter unit up to force. 

Invasion from another collector’s 
army does not worry Patterson. In 
fact, he dreads but two things: the 
day, when and if, he ever has to 
move, and a severe earthquake. 

During a sharp San Francisco jolt 
last October, Patterson’s army suf- 
fered one casualty. An Irish Free 
State Trooper toppled over, but for- 
tunately did not cause a duck pin re- 
action in the tightly packed ranks. 

“T was holding that table steady 
during the entire auake, just hoping. 
It felt to me as though it lasted 
hours.” 

When he orders a parade, Patter- 
son musters his men for a month, 
lining up regiment after regiment in 
columns that he aligns with a ruler. 
Each unit of men is marked with a 
small placard identifying it. 

He sometimes doesn’t move them 
again for two or three months, and 
then only to arrange them for a new 
review or inspection. 

A quarterly manuever for Patter- 
son is what he calls a “troop move- 
ment.” He loads his entire army in- 
to nearly a thousand trucks packs 
the artillery and heavier equipment 
into Lionel flat cars and box cars 
pulled by Army Transport engines, 
and sets off for the living room to 
re-locate. Once unloaded, he breaks 
camp and returns his troops to the 
garrison life of the table top. The 
train is re-routed underneath the 
table. 

And as any general. Patterson has 
his favorite unit, the Royal Band and 
Royal Guard which accompanied the 
Coronation march. The set of sev- 
enty-five men, complete with fur 
headpiece, traditional of the guard, 
is valued at nearly $100. Few sets 
were made and they are rare. 

Next he prizes his 150 United 
States Marines. 

Other favorites include United 
States Military Police, Italian Cara- 
binieri troops, Royal Scots of the Roy- 
al regiment and a group of Russian 
infantrymen. 
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But Patterson sums it up in Reg- 
ular Army tones when he says: 

“When you have good men it is 
difficult to single out one group and 
say they are better than the next. 
I am proud of them all.” 

What about Patterson, did 
soldier himself? 

You bet. He has served in the Ar- 
my, Marine Corps and Navy.

in South Carolina, which state is one 
of the great centers of Indian civili- 
zation and is one of the richest and 
least worked sources of Indian relics. 

Mr. Greene’s collection includes: 
necklaces, needles of bone, beads, fish 
hooks, dice, pipes, drills, hoes, toma- 
hawks, and knives. Two of his ar- 
rowheads were found in an Indian 
skeleton. Some items date back a 
thousand years. Every piece is num- 
bered and catalogued. 

Although he has a_ second-love 
hobby of stamp collecting, he frankly 
says he would trade off almost any 
stamp he has for a choice Indian 
relic.
